CHAP. I. 

1 Isaiah complaineth of Judah for her rebellion. 5 He lament- 
eth:her judgments. 10 He upbraideth their whole service. 16 
He exhorteth to repentance, with promises and threatenings. 
21 Bewailing their wickedness, he denounceth Gods jJudg- 
ments. 25 He promiseth grace, 28 and threateneth destruc- 
tion to the wicked. [BEFORE cuRisT 760.] 


PPE * vision of Isaiah the son of Amoz, 
which he saw concerning Judah and 

Jerusalem in the days of Uzziah, Jotham, 

Ahaz, and Hezekiah, kings of Judah. 

2 °Hear, O heavens, and give ear, O 
earth: for the Lorp hath spoken, °I have 
nourished and brought up children, and they 
have rebelled against me. 

3 * The ox knoweth his owner, and the 
ass his master’s crib: but Israel ¢ doth not 
know, my people ‘doth not consider. 

4 Ah sinful nation, a people “ laden with 
iniquity, * a seed of evildoers, children that 
are corrupters: they have forsaken the 
Lorp, they have provoked the Holy One of 
Israel unto anger, they are ° gone away 
backward. 

2 { * Why should ye be stricken any 
more ? ye will ° revolt more and more: the 
whole head is sick, and the whole heart faint. 

6 Fromthe sole of the foot even unto the 
head there is no soundness in it ; but wounds, 
and bruises, and putrefying sores: ‘they 
have not been closed, neither bound up, 
neither mollified with 4 ointment. 

7 * Your country is desolate, your cities 
are burned with fire: your land, strangers 
devour it in your presence, and it is deso- 
late, “as overthrown by strangers. 

8 And the daughter of Zion is left asa 
cottage in a vineyard, as a lodge in a gar- 
den of cucumbers, ™ as a besieged city. 

9 " Except the Lorp of hosts had left 
unto us a very small remnant, we should 


have been as ° Sodom, and we should have 
been like unto Gomorrah. 

10 {| Hear the word of the Lorp, ye ru- 
lers of Sodom; give ear unto the law of 
our God, ye people of Gomorrah. 

11 To what purpose is the multitude of 
your ‘sacrifices unto me? saith the Lorp: 
I am full of the burnt-offerings of rams, and 
the fat of fed beasts; and I delight not in 
the blood of bullocks, or of lambs, or of fhe 
goats. 

12 When ye come **to appear before 
me, who hath required this at your hand, 
to tread my courts ? 

13 Bring no more ‘vain oblations; in- 
cense is an abomination unto me; the new 
moons and sabbaths, ‘ the calling of assem- 
blies, I cannot away with; it is * iniquity, 
even the solemn meeting. 

14 Your "new moons and your * appoint- 
ed feasts my soul hateth : they are a trouble 
unto me; Yl am weary to bear them. 

15 And *when ye spread forth your 
hands, I will hide mine eyes from you : 
“yea, when ye ‘make many prayers, I will 
not hear: your hands are full of » * blood. 

16 4° Wash you, make you clean ; put 
away the evil of your doings from before 
mine eyes; ‘cease to do evil ; 

17 Learn to do well; ®seek judgment, 
‘relieve the oppressed, judge the father- 
less, plead for the widow. 

18 Come now, and ‘let us reason to- 
gether, saith the Lorp: though your sins 
be as scarlet, *they shall be as white as 
snow; though they be red like crimson, 
they shall be as wool. 

19 Ifye be willing and obedient, ye shall 
eat the good of the land:

21 4 ‘ How is the faithful city become an 
harlot! it was full of judgment ; righteous- 
ness lodged in it ; but now murderers. 

22 * Thy silver is become dross, thy wine 
mixed with water : 

23 !Thy princes are rebellious, and 
™ companions of thieves: "every one lov- 
eth gifts, and followeth after rewards : they 
°judge not the fatherless, neither doth the 
cause of the widow come unto them. 

24 Therefore saith the Lord, the Lorp 


of hosts, the mighty One of Israel, Ah, ? I} 


will ease me of mine adversaries, and avenge 
me of mine enemies : 

25 4 And I will turn my hand upon thee, 
and ™‘ purely purge away thy dross, and 
take away all thy tin: 

26 And I will restore thy judges * as at 
the first, and thy counsellors as at the be- 
ginning: afterward *thou shalt be called, 
The city of righteousness, the faithful city. 

27 Zion shall be redeemed with judg- 
ment, and “her converts with righteousness. 

28 4 And the *°’ destruction of the trans- 
gressors and of the sinners shall be together, 
and they that forsake the Lorp shall be con- 
sumed. 

29 For they shall be ashamed of "the oaks 
which ye have desired, * and ye shall be con- 
founded for the gardens that ye have chosen. 

30 For ye shall be as an oak whose leaf 
fadeth, and as a garden that hath no water. 

31 Y And the strong shall be ” as tow, ” and 
the maker of it asa spark, and they shall both 
burn together, and none shall quench them. 


CHAP. II.

2 And *it shall come to pass ” in the last 
days, ‘that the mountain of the Lorp’s 
house shall * be established in the top of 
the mountains, and shall be exalted above 
the hills ; ¢and all nations shall flow unto it. 

3 And many people shall go and say, 
¢ Come ye, and let us go up to the mountain 
of the Lorp, to the house of the God of 
Jacob; and he will teach us of his ways, 
and we will walk in his paths: ‘for out of 
Zion shall go forth the law, and the word 
of the Lorp from Jerusalem. 

4 And he shall judge among the nations, 
and shall rebuke many people: and & they 
shall beat their swords into ploughshares, 
and their spears into °’ pruninghooks: na- 
tion shall not lift up sword against nation, 
‘neither shall they learn war any more.

6 7 Therefore thou hast forsaken thy 
people the house of Jacob, because they be 
replenished °* from the east, and ‘are 
soothsayers like the Philistines, ™ and they 
4 please themselves in the children of stran- 
gers. 

7 * Their land also is full of silver and 
gold, neither is there any end of their trea- 
sures; their land is also full of horses, nei- 
ther is there any end of their chariots : 

8 ° Their land also is full of idols; they 
worship the work of their own hands, that 
which their own fingers have made : 

9 And the mean man boweth down, and 
the great man humbleth himself: therefore 
forgive them not. 

10 4” Enter into the rock, and hide thee 
in the dust, for fear of the Lorp, and for the 
glory of his majesty. 

11 The 4 lofty looks of man shall be hum- 
bled, and the haughtiness of men shall be 
bowed down, and the Lorp alone shall be 
exalted "in that day. 

12 For the day of the Lorp of hosts shall

9 4 The show of their countenance doth 
witness against them ; and they declare their 
sin as ‘Sodom, they hide if not. Wo unto 
their soul! for they have rewarded evil unto 
themselves. 

10 Say ye to the righteous, § that it shall 
be well with him: for they "shall eat the 
fruit of their doings. 

11 Wo unto the wicked! ‘ it shall be ill 
with him : for the reward of his hands shall 
be ‘given him. 

12 {| As for my people, * children are their 
oppressors, and women rule over them. O 


‘my people, '% they which lead thee cause thee 


to err, and * destroy the way of thy paths. 

13 The Lorp standeth up ™ to plead, and 
standeth to,judge the people. 

14 The Lorp will enter into judgment 
with the ancients of his people, and the 
princes thereof: for ye have ‘eaten up * the 
vineyard ; the spoil of the poor és in your 
houses.

3 And it shall come to pass, that he that is 
leftin Zion, and he that remaineth in Jerusa- 
Jem, *shall be called holy, even every one 
that is ‘written “among the living in Jeru- 
salem : 

4 When £ the Lorp shall have washed 
away the filth of the daughters of Zion, and 
shall have purged the blood of Jerusalem 
from the midst thereof by the spirit of judg- 
ment, and by the spirit of burning. 

3 And the Lorp will create upon every 
dwelling place of mount Zion, and upon her 
assemblies, » a cloud and smoke by day, and 
‘the shining of a flaming fire by night: for 
fupon all the glory shall be * a defence.

_ 12 And ‘the harp, and the viol, the ta- 
bret, and pipe, and wine, are in their feasts:

13 {' Therefore my people are gone into 
captivity, "because they have no knowledge: 
and ’their honourable men are famished, 
_and their multitude dried up with thirst. 

14 Therefore hell hath enlarged herself, 
and opened her mouth without measure:

their pomp, and he that rejoiceth, shall de- 
scend into it. 

15 And * the mean man shall be brought 
down, and the mighty man shall be hum- 
bled, and the eyes of the lofty shall be 
humbled :

24 Therefore ' as ‘ the fire devoureth the 
stubble, and the flame consumeth the chaff, 
so “their root shall be as rottenness, and 
their blossom shall go up as dust: because 
they have cast away the law of the Lorp of 
hosts, and despised the word of the Holy 
One of Israel. 

25 * Therefore is the anger of the Lorp 
kindled against his people, and he hath 
stretched forth his hand against them, and 
hath smitten them: and ¥ the hills did trem- 
ble, and their carcases were "torn in the 
midst of the streets. For all this his an- 
ger is not turned away, but his hand is 
stretched out still. 

26 q * And he will lift up an ensign to the 
nations from far, and will » hiss unto them 
from ° the end of the earth: and, behold, 
‘they shall come with speed swiftly : 

27 None shall be weary nor stumble 
among them; none shall slumber nor sleep;

me, My father, thou art * the guide of 'my 
youth ? 

5 ™ Will he reserve his anger for ever ? 
will he keep 7 to the end? Behold, thou 
hast spoken and done evil things as thou 
couldest. 

6 4 The Lorp said also unto me in the 
daysof Josiah the King, Hast thou seen that 
which * backsliding Israel hathdone? she is 
°gone up upon every high mountain and un- 
der every green tree, and there hath played 
the harlot. 

7 And I said after she had done all these 
things, Turn thou unto me. But she re- 
turned not. And her treacherous ‘sister 
Judah saw it. > 

8 And I saw, when ' for all the causes 
whereby backsliding Israel committed adul- 
tery I had * put her away, and given her a 
bill of divorce ; * yet her treacherous sister 
Judah feared not, but went and played the 
harlot also. 


9 And it came to pass through the *light-

15 And I will give you’ pastors according 
to mine heart, which shall "feed you with 
knowledge and understanding. 

16 And it shall come to pass, when ye 
be multiplied and mcreased in the land, in 
those days, saith the Lorn, they shall say 
no more, Ihe ark of the covenant of the 
Lorp: ' neither shall it “come to mind: nei- 
ther shall they remember it; neither shall 
they visit @t; neither shall “that be done 
any more. 

17 At that time they shall call Jerusalem 
the throne of the Lorp; and all the nations 
shall be gathered unto it,™to the name of 
the Lorp, to Jerusalem: neither shall they 
"walk any more after the ‘imagination of 
their evil heart.

RYN ye to and fro through the streets of 
Jerusalem, and see now, and know, 
and seck in the broad places thereof, * if ye 
can find a man, if there be any that exe- 
cuteth judgment, that seeketh the truth ;

2 And ‘though they say, *° The Lorp liv- 
eth; surely they ‘swear falsely. 

3 O Lorp, are not § thine eyes upon the 
truth ? thou hast ® stricken them, but they 
have not grieved; thou hastconsumed them, 
but ithey have refused to receive correction: 
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God’s judgments upon the people 


they have made their faces harder than a 
rock; they have refused to return. 

4 Therefore I said, Surely these are 
poor; they are foolish: for * they know not 
the way of the Lorp, nor the judgment of 
their God. 7 

2 I will get me unto the great men, and 
will speak unto them; for 'they have known 
the way of the Lorn, and the judgment of 
their God: but these have altogether ™brok- 
en the yoke, and burst the bonds.

8 ‘They were as fed horses in the morn- 
ing: every one "neighed after his neigh- 
beur’s wife.

10 4 * Go ye up upon her walls, and de- 
stroy ; * but make not a full end: take away 
her battlements; forthey are notthe Lorp’s. 

11 For *the house of Israel and the house 
of Judah have dealt very treacherously 

against me, saith the Lorp. 
__ 12 °They have belied the Lorp, and said, 
* ft isnot he; neither shall evil come upon 
us ; “neither shall we see sword nor famine: 

13 And the prophets shall become wind, 
and the word és not in them: thus shall it 
be done unto them.

21 Therefore thus saith the Lorn, Be- 
hold, I will lay stumbling-blocks before this 
people, and the fathers and the sons to- 
gether shall fall upon them; the neighbour 
and his friend shall perish. 

22 Thus saith the Lorp, Behold, a peo- 
ple cometh froin the *north country, and a 
great nation shall be raised from the sides 
of the earth. 

23 They shall lay hold on bow and spear; 
they are cruel, and have no mercy ; their 
voice “roareth like the sea; and they ride 
upon horses, set in array as men for war 
against thee, O daughter of Zion.

22 * For I spake not unto your fathers, 
nor commanded them in the day that I 
brought them out of the land of Egypt, 
‘concerning burnt-offerings or sacrifices : 

23 But this thing commanded I them, 
saying, " Obey myvoice, and ‘I will be your 
God, and ye shall be my people : and walk 
ye in all the ways that I have commanded 
you, that it may be well unto you. 

24 * But they hearkened not, nor inclined 
their ear, but ' walked in the counsels and 
in the “imagination of their evil heart, and 
ém went backward, and not forward. 

25 Since the day that your fathers came 
forth out of the land of Egypt unto this day 
I have even “sent unto you all my servants 
the prophets, °daily rising up early and 
sending them : 

26 P Yet they hearkened not unto me, 
nor inclined their ear, but 4 hardened their 
neck: * they did worse than their fathers. 

27 Therefore ‘thou shalt speak all these 
words unto them; but they will not hearken 
to thee: thou shalt also call unto them ; but 
they will not answer thee. 

98 But thou shalt say unto them, This 78 
a nation that obeyeth not the voice of the 
Lorp their God, tnor receiveth % correc- 
tion: "truth is perished, and is cut oit from 
their mouth. 

29 ¢* Cut off thine hair, O Jerusalem, 
and cast it away, and take up a lamenta-

80 For the children of Judah have done 

evil in my sight, saith the Lorn: ¥ they have 

set their abominations in the house which 

is called by my name, to pollute it. 

31 And they have built the * high places 
of Tophet, which és in the valley of the son 
of Hinnom, to * burn their sons and their 
daughters in the fire; > which I commanded 
them not, neither * came it into my heart. 

32 4 Therefore, behold, * the days come, 
saith the Lorp, that it shall no more be 
called 'Tophet, nor the valley of the son of 
Hinnom, but the valley of slaughter : ¢ for 
they shall bury in Tophet, till there be no 
place. 

33 And the carcasses of this people shall 
be meat for the fowls of the heaven, and for 
the beasts of the earth ; and none shall fray 
them away. 

34 Then will I cause to ‘ cease from the 
cities of Judah, and from the streets of Je- 
rusalem, the voice of mirth, and the voice 
of gladness, the voice of the bridegroom, 
and the voice of the bride: for & the land 
shall be desolate. as.

T that time, saith the Lorn, they shall

‘they hold fast deceit, § they refuse to re- 
turn. 

6 * Thearkened and heard, but theyspake 
not aright: no man repented him of his 
wickedness, saying, What have I done? 
every one turned to his course, as the horse 
rusheth into the battle. 

7 Yea,'the stork in the heaven knoweth 
her appointed times; and ‘the turtle and 
the crane and the swallow observe the time 
of their coming; but |! my people know not 
the judgment of the Lorp. 

8 How do ye say, We are wise, ™ and the 
law of the Lorp ts with us? Lo, certainly 
“in vain made he #¢ ;, the pen of the scribes 
Was in vain. 

9 °°’ The wise men are ashamed, they 
are dismayed and taken : lo, they have re- 
» jected the word of the Lorp; and ° what 
wisdom 7s in them ? 

10 Therefore °will I give their ‘wives 
unto others, and their fields to them that 
shall inherit them: for every one from the 
least even unto the greatest is given to 
» covetousness, from the prophet even unto 
the priest every one dealeth falsely. 

11 For they have ‘healed the hurt of 
the daughter of my people slightly, saying, 
* Peace, peace ; when there is no peace. . 

12 Were they ‘ashamed when they had 
committed abomination? nay, they were not 
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The prophet bewaileth the sins 


at all ashamed, neither could they blush: 
therefore shall they fall among them that 
fall : in the time of their visitation they shall 
be cast down, saith the Lorn. 

13 4 @1 will surely consume them, saith 
the Lorp: there shall be no grapes ‘ onthe 
vine, nor figs on the “ fig-tree, and the leaf 
shall fade; and the things that I have given 
them shall pass away from them. 

14 Why do we sit still? * assemble your- 
selves, and let us enter into the defenced 
cities, and let us be silent there: for the 
Lorp our God hath put us to silence, and 
given us ¥ water of ° gall to drink, because 
we have sinned against the Lorn. 

15 We “looked for peace, but no good 
came ; and for atime of health, and behold 
trouble ! 

16 The snorting of his horses was heard 
from* Dan: the whole land trembled at the 
sound of the neighing of his ? strong ones ; 
for they are come, and have devoured the 
land, and fall that is in it; the city, and 
those that dwell therein. 

17 For, behold, I will send serpents, 
cockatrices, among you, which will not be 
¢ charmed, and they shall bite you, saith the 
Lorp. : 

18 § When 1 would comfort myself 
against sorrow, my heart is faint * in me. 

19 Behold the voice of the cry of the 
daughter of my people " because of them 
that dwell in 4a far country: Js not the 
Lorp in Zion ? is not her king in her ? Why 
have they ° provoked me to anger with their 
graven images, and with strange vanities! 

20 The harvest is past, the summer 1s 
ended, and we are not saved. 

21 ‘For the hurt of the daughter of my 
people am I hurt; Iam’ black; astonish- 
ment hath taken hold on me. 

22, Is there no" balm in Gilead ; 1s there 
no physician there ? why then is not the 
health of the daughter of my people *re- 
covered? :

8 Their tongue ts as an arrow shot out; 
it speakethideceit: onespeaketh “peaceably 
to his neighbour with his mouth, but ?in 
heart he layeth ° his wait.

10 For the mountains will I take up a

24 But ‘let himthatglorieth gloryinthis, 
that he understandeth and knoweth me, that 
I am the Lorp which exercise loving-kind- 
ness, judgment, and righteousness, in the 
earth: § for in these things I delight, saith 
the Lorp. 

25 { Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lorp, that ® I-will ' punish all them which - 
are circumcised with the uncircumcised ;

they are all” the work of cunning men. 

10 But the Lorp ts the ¢ true God, he ts 
° the living God, and an ‘? everlasting king: 
at his wrath the earth shall tremble, and 
the nations shall not be able to abide his 
indignation. 

11 Thus shall ye say unto them, ? The 
gods that have not made the heavens and 
the earth, even * they shall perish from the 
earth, and from under these heavens. 

12 He ‘hath made the earth by his power, 
he hath t established the world by his wis- 
dom, and" hath stretched out the heavens 
by his discretion. 

13 * When he uttereth his voice, there is

* burning fire shut up in my bones, and I 
was weary with forbearing, and "I could 
not stay. 

10 {| ' For I heard the defaming of 
many, fear on every side. Report, say 
they, and we will report it. °* All my fa- 
miliars watched for my halting, saying, 
Peradventure he will be enticed, and we 
shall prevail against him, and we shall take 
our revenge on him. 

11 But'the Lorp ts with me as a mighty 
terrible one: therefore my persecutors shall 
stumble, and they shall not ™ prevail: they 


‘shall be greatly ashamed; for they shall 


not prosper: their » everlasting confusion 
shall never be forgotten.

18 Therefore thus saith the Lorp con- 
cerning Jehoiakim the son of Josiah king 
of Judah; * They shall not lament for him, 


saying, “Ah my brother! or, Ah sister! they 


shall not lament for him, saying, Ah lord!

19 * He shall be buried with the burial 
of an ass, drawn and cast forth beyond the 
gates of Jerusalem. 

20 4 Go up to Lebanon, and cry; and 
lift up thy voice in Bashan, and cry from the 
passages: for all thy lovers are destroyed. 

21 I spake uhto thee in thy ‘prosperity;

been thy manner from thy youth, that thou 
obeyedst not my voice.

24 © f inhabitant of Lebanon, that 
makest thy nest in the cedars, how gra- 
cious shalt thou be when pangs come upon 
thee, *the pain as of a woman in travail! 

24 As I live, saith the Lorp, ° though 
Coniah the son of Jehoiakim king of Judah 
4were the signet upon my right hand, yet 
would I pluck thee thence ; 

25 ° And I will give thee into the hand of 
them that seek thy life, and into the hand 
of them whose face thou fearest, even into 
the hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of Baby- 
lon, and into the hand of the Chaldeans. 

26 ‘And I will cast thee out, and thy 
mother that bare thee, into another country, 
where ye were not born; and there shall ye 
die. 

27 But to the land whereunto they ° de- 
sire to return, thither shall they not return. 

28 Is this man Coniah a despised broken 
idol? is he § a vessel wherein és no pleasure?

30 Thus saith the Lorp, Write ye this

2 Therefore thus saith the Lorp God of 
Israel against the pastors that feed my peo- 
ple; Ye have scattered my flock, and driven 
them away, and have not visited them:

Christ is promised. 
> behold, I will visit upon you the evil of 
your doings, saith the Lorp. | 

3 And ¢ I will gather the remnant of my 
flock out of all countries whither I have 
driven them, and will bring them again to 
their folds; and they shall be fruitful and 
increase. 

4 And I will set up ? shepherds over them 
which shall feed them: and they shall fear 
no more, nor be dismayed, neither shall 
they be lacking, saith the Lorn. | 

5 @ Behold, ‘the days come, saith the 
Lorp, that I will raise unto David a righte- 
ous Branch, and a King shall reign and 
prosper, and shall execute judgment and 
justice in the earth. | 

6 * Inhis days Judah shall be saved, and 
Israel * shall dwell safely: and ‘this is his 
name whereby he shall be called, “THE 
LORD OUR RIGHTEOUSNESS. 

7 Therefore, behold, *thedayscome, saith 
the Lorp, that they shall no more say, The 
Lorp liveth, which brought up the children 
of Israel out of the land of Egypt ; 

8 But, the Lorp liveth, which brought © 
up and which led the seed of the house of 
Israel out of the north country, 'and from 
all countries whither I had driven them ; 
and they shall dwell in their own land. 

9 § Mine heart within me is broken be- 
cause of the prophets; ™all my bones shake; 
I am like a drunken man, and like a man 
whom wine hath overcome, because of the 
Lorp, and because of the words of his ho- 
liness. A 
10 For "the land is full of adulterers ; 
for ° because of ’ swearing the land mourn- 
eth; ? the pleasant places of the wilderness 
are dried up, and their “course is evil, and 
their force is not right. 

11 For 4 both prophet and priest are pro- 
fane; yea, ‘in my house have I found their 
wickedness, saith the Lorp. 

12 * Wherefore their ways shall be unto 
them as slippery ways in the darkness: 
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Judgments agavnst CHAP. 


they shall be driven on, and fall therein: 
for I twill bring evil upon them, even the 
year of their visitation, saith the Lorn. 

13 And I have seen ?° folly in the pro- 
phets of Samaria; “they prophesiedin Baal, 
and * caused my people Israel to err. 

14 I have seen also in the prophets of 


Jerusalem /an horrible thing: ¥ they com- || 


mit adultery, and * walk in lies: they 
* strengthen also the hands of the evil-do- 
ers, that none doth return from his wicked- 
ness: they are all of them unto meas? So- 
dom, and the inhabitants thereof as Go- 
morrah. 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lorp of hosts 
concerning the prophets; Behold, I will 
feed them with °wormwood, and make them 
drink the water of gall: for from the pro- 
phets of Jerusalem is * profaneness gone 
forth into all the land. : 

16 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts, Hear- 
ken not unto the words of the prophets that 
prophesy unto you: they make you vain: 
‘they speak a vision of their own heart, 
and not out of the mouth of the Lorp. 

17 They say still unto them that despise 
me, The Lorp hath said, ® Ye shall have 
peace; and they say unto every one that 
walketh after the " imagination of his own 
heart, ‘ No evil shall come upon you. 

18 For *who hath stood in the ‘ counsel 
of the Lorp, and hath perceived and heard 
his word? who hath marked his word, and /| 
heard it ? 

19 Behold, a * whirlwind of the Lorp is 
gone forth in fury, even a grievous whirl- 
wind: it shall fall grievously upon the head 
of the wicked. 

20 The ‘anger of the Lorp shall not re- 
turn, until he have executed, and till he 
have performed the thoughts of his heart : 
‘in the latter days ye shall consider it per- 
fectly. 

21 'I have not sent these prophets, yet 
they ran: I have not spoken to them, yet 
they prophesied.

22 But if they had ™stood in my coun- 
sel, and had caused my people to hear my 
words, then they should have ® turned them 
from their evil way, and from the evil of 
their doings. 

23 Am I a God at hand, saith the Lorn, 
and not a God afar off 2 

24 Can any ° hide himself in secret pla- 
ces that Ishall not see him? saith the Lorp. 
? Do not I fillheaven and earth? saith the 
Lorp. 

25 I have heard what the prophets said, 
that prophesy lies in my name, saying, I 
have dreamed, I have dreamed. 

26 How long shall this be in the heart 
of the prophets that prophesy lies? yea, 
they are prophets of the deceit of their own 
heart; 

27 Which think to cause my people to 
forget my name by their dreams which they 
tell every man to his neighbour, 4as_ their 
fathers have forgotten my name for Baal. 

28 ‘The prophet ‘that hath a dream, let 
him tell a dream; and hethat hath my word, 
let him speak my word faithfully. What 
is the chaff to the wheat? saith the 
Lorp. 

29 fs not my word like as a fire? saith 
the Lorp; and like a hammer that break- 
eth the rock in pieces ? 

30 Therefore, behold, *I am against the 
prophets, saith the Lorp, that steal my words 
every one from his neighbour. 

31 Behold, I am against the prophets, 
saith the Lorp,’ that use their tongues, and 
say, He saith. 

32 Behold, } am against them that pro- 
phesy false dreams, saith the Lorp, and do 
tell them, and cause my people to err by 
their les, and by ‘their lightness; yet I 
sent them not, nor commanded them: there- 
fore they shall not profit this people at all, 
saith the Lorn. 

33 4 And when this people, or the pro- 
phet, or a priest, shall ask thee, saying,

35 Thus shall ye say every one to his 
neighbour, and every one to his brother, 
What haththe Lorp answered ? and, What 
hath the Lorp spoken ? 

36 And the burden of the Lorp shall ye 
mention no more: for every man’s word 
shall be his burden; for ye have perverted 
the words of the living God, of the Lorp 
of hosts our God. | 

37 Thus shalt thou say to the prophet, 
What hath the Lorp answered thee ? and, 
What hath the Lorp spoken? 

38 But since ye say, The burden of the 
Lorn; therefore thus saith the Lorp; Be- 
cause ye say this word, The burden of the 
Lorp, and I have sent unto you, saying, Ye 
shall not say, The burden of the Lorp ; 

39 Therefore, behold, I, even I, * will 
utterly forget you, and ¥ I will forsake you, 
and the city that I gave you and your fa- 
thers, and cast you out of my presence :

CHAP. XXIV

HE *Lorp showed me, and, behold, two 

baskets of figs were set before the tem- 
ple of the Lorp, after that Nebuchadrezzar 
»king of Babylon had carried away captive 
* Jeconiah the son of Jehoiakim king of Ju- 
dah, and the princes of Judah, with the car- 
penters and smiths, from Jerusalem, and 
had brought them to Babylon. 

2 One basket had very good figs, even 
like the figs that are first ripe: and the 
other basket had very naughty figs, which 
could not be eaten, “they were so bad. 

8 Then said the Lorp unto me, What

Like these good figs, so will I acknowledge 
>them that are carried away captive of Ju- 
dah, whom I have sent out of this place into 
the land of the Chaldeans for their good. 

6 For I will set mine eyes upon them for 
good, and 7] will bring them again to this 
land: and ¢I will build them, and not pull 
them down; and I will plant them, and not 
pluck them up. 

7 And I will give them fan heart to know 
me, that I amthe Lorp: and they shall be 
my people, and I will be their God: for 
they shall return unto me " with their whole 
heart. 

8 q And as the evil ' figs, which cannot 
be eaten, they are so evil; surely thus saith 
the Lorp, So will I give Zedekiah the king 
of Judah, and his princes, and the residue of 
Jerusalem, that remain in this land, and 
*them that dwell in the land of Egypt: 

9 And I will deliver them ‘to ' be remov- 
ed into all the kingdoms of the earth for 
their hurt, ™to be a reproach and a pro- 
verb, a taunt "and a curse, in all places 
whither I shall drive them. 

10 And I will send the sword, the famine, 
and the pestilence, among them, till they be 
consumed from off the land that I gave 
unto them and to their fathers. 


CHAP. XXV.

3’ From the thirteenth year of Josiah 
the son of Amon king of Judah, even unto 
this day, that as the three and twentieth 
year, the word of the Lorp hath come unto 
me, and [ have spoken unto you, rising 
early and speaking; °but ye have not heark- 
ened. 

4 And the Lorp hath sent unto you all

his servants the prophets, ‘rising early and | 


sending them ; but ye have not hearkened, 
nor inclined your ear to hear. 

> ‘They said, *° Turn ye again now every 
one from his evil way, and from the evil of 
your doings, and dwell in the land that the 
Lorp hath given unto you and to your fa- 
thers for ever and ever:

8 4 Therefore thus saith the Lorp of 


hosts; Because ye have not heard my words, |

@ that are in the utmost corners, 

24 And “all the kings of Arabia, and all 
the kings of the! mingled people that dwell

25 And all the kings of Zimri, and all 
the kings of ™ Elam, and all the kings of 
the Medes, 

26 » And all the kings of the north, far 
and near, one with another, and all the 
kingdoms of the world, which are upon the 
face of the earth: °and the king of She- 
shach shall drink after them. 

27 Therefore thou shalt say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the God of 
Israel; ? Drink ye, and 4 be drunken, and 
spue, and fall, and rise no more, because 
of the sword which I will send among you. 

28 And it shall be, if they refuse to take 
the cup at thine hand to drink, then shalt 
thou say unto them, Thus saith the Lorp 
of hosts; Ye shall certainly drink. 

29 For, lo,* Il begin to bring evil on the 
city “which is called by my name, and 
should ye be utterly unpunished? Yeshall 
not be unpunished: for tI will call for a 
sword upon all the inhabitants of the earth, 
saith the Lorp of hosts. 

30 Therefore prophesythouagainst them | 
all these words, and say unto them, The 
Lorp shall " roar from on high, and utter 
his voice from “his holy habitation; he shall 
mightily roar upon Yhis habitation ; he shall 
give 7a shout, as they that tread the grapes, | 
against all the inhabitants of the earth. 

31 A noise shall come even to the ends

“ kim the son of Josiah king of Judahcame 
this word from the Lorp, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lorp; Stand in * the 
court of the Lorp’s house, and speak unto 
all the cities of Judah, which come to wor- 
ship in the Lorp’s house, ? all the words 
that I command thee to speak unto them; 
*diminish not a word: 

3 “If so be they will hearken, and turn 


every man from his evil way, that I may 


‘repent me of the evil, which I purpose to do 
unto them beeause of the evilof their doings. 

4 And thou shalt say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lorp; ‘If ye will not hearken to 
me, to walk in my law, which I have set 
before you, 
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Jeremiah denouncing God’s threats, 


‘2 ‘Fo hearken to the words of my ser- 
‘vants the prophets, = whom I sent unto you, 
both rising up early, and sending them, but 
ye have not hearkened ; 

6 ‘ben will [make this house like ® Shi- 
Joh, and will make this city ‘a curse to all 
the nations of the earth. 

_7 So the priests and the prophets and 
all the people heard Jeremiah speaking 
these words in the house of the Lorp. 

8 {7 Now it came to pass, when Jere- 
miah had made an end of speaking all that 
the Lorp had commanded him to. speak 
unto ali the people, that the priests and the 
prophets and all the people took him, say- 
ing, ‘hou shalt surely die. 

9 Why hast thou prophesied in the name 
of the Lerp, saying, This house shall be 
like Shiloh, and this city shall be desolate 
without an inhabitant? And all the people 
were gathered against Jeremiah in the 
house of the Lorp.

19 Surely ‘after that I was turned, I re- 
pented ; and after that I was instructed, I 
smote upon my thigh: Iwas ashamed, yea, 
even confounded; because I did bear the re- 
proach of my youth. 

20 Is Ephraim my dear son? is he a 
pleasant child? for since I spake against 
him, I do earnestly remember him still: 
therefore my bowels “are troubled for him; 
» J will surely have mercy upon him, saith 
the Lorp. 

21 Set thee up waymarks, make thee 
high heaps: ‘set thine heart toward the 
highway, even the way which thou went- 
est: turn again, O virgin of Israel, turn 
again to these thy cities. 

22 { How long wilt thou *go about, O 
thou ! backsliding daughter? for the Lorp 
hath created a new thing in the earth, A 
woman shall compass a man. 

23 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel; As yet they shall use this 
speech in the land of Judah and in the ci- 
ties thereof, when I shall bring again their 
captivity ; ™ The Lorp bless thee, O habi- 
tation of justice, and ® mountain of holiness. 

24 And there shall dwell in Judah itself, 
and °in all the cities thereof together, hus- 
bandmen, and they that go forth with flocks. 

25 For I have satiated the weary soul, 
and I have replenished every sorrowful soul. 

26 Upon this I awaked, and beheld ; and 
my sleep was sweet unto me.

29 ' In those days they shall say no more, 
The fathers have eaten a sour grape, and 
the children’s teeth are set on edge.

Hi word that came to Jeremiah from 

the Lorp *in the tenth year of Zede- 

kiah king of Judah, which wasthe eighteenth 
ear of Nebuchadrezzar. 

2 For then the king of Babylon’s army 
besieged Jerusalem: and Jeremiah the pro- 
phet was shut up ° inthe courtof the prison, 
which was in the king of Judah’s house. 

3 For Zedekiah king of Judah had shut 
him up, saying, Wherefore dost thou pro- 
phesy, and say, Thus saith the Lorn, ° Be- 
hold, I will give this city into the hand of 
the king of Babylon, and he shall take it ; 

4 And Zedekiah king of Judah ¢ shall not 
escape out of the hand of the Chaldeans, 
but shall surely be delivered into the hand 
of the king of Babylon, and shall speak with 
him mouth to mouth, and his eyes shall be- 
hold his eyes ; 

5 And he shall lead Zedekiah to Baby- 
lon, and there shall he be ¢ until I visit him, 
saith the Lorn: ‘though ye fight with the 
Chaldeans, ye shall not prosper.

the law and custom, and that which was 
open: 

12 And I gave the evidence of the pur- 
chase unto ‘ Baruch the son of Neriah, the 
son of Maaseiah, in the sight of Hanameel 
mine uncle’s son, and in the presence of the 
k witnesses that subscribed the book of the 
purchase, before all the Jews that sat in 
the court of the prison. 

13 4 And I charged Baruch beforethem, 
saying, 

14 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Take these evidences, this 
evidence of the purchase, both which is 
sealed, and this evidence which is open;

they may continue many days. 

15 For thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Houses and fields and vine- 
yards ' shall be possessed again in this land.

18 Thou showest ° loving-kindness unto 
thousands, and recompensest the iniquity 
of the fathers unto the bosom of their chil- 
dren after them: the Great, ?the Mighty 
God, ‘the Lorp of hosts, is his name, 

19 * Great in counsel, and mighty in 
4work: for thine ‘eyes are open upon all 
the ways of the sonsof men: ‘to give every 
one according to his ways, and according 
to the fruit of his doings : 

20 Which’ hast set signs and wonders in 
the land of Egypt, even unto this day, and 
in Israel, and among other men; and hast 
made thee "a name, as at this day ;

6 Behold, ¢ Twill bring it health and cure, 
and I will cure them, and will reveal unto 
them the abundance of peace and truth.

3 And ‘thou shalt not escape out of his 
hand, but shalt surely be taken, and de- 
livered into his hand; and thine eyes shall 
behold the eyes of the king of Babylon, and 
* he shall speak with thee mouth to mouth, 
and thou shalt go to Babylon. 

4 Yet hear the word of the Lorp, O Ze- 
dekiah king of Judah; Thus saith the 

Lorp of thee, Thou shalt not die by the 
sword : 

32 But thou shalt die in peace: and with 
‘the burnings of thy fathers, the former 
kings which were before thee, ¢so shall they 
burn odours for thee; and * they will la- 
ment thee, saying, Ah, lord! for I have 
pronounced the word, saith the Lorp. 

6 Then Jeremiah the prophet spake all 
these words unto Zedekiah king of Judah 
in Jerusalem, 

7 When the king of Babylon’s army 
fought against Jerusalem, and against all 
the cities of Judah that were left, against 
Lachish, and against Azekah: for ‘these 
defenced cities remained of the cities of 
Judah. 

8 4 This is the word that came unto 

Jeremiah from the Lorn, after that the 
king Zedekiah had made a covenant with 
all the people which were at Jerusalem, to 
proclaim * liberty unto them; 
_ 9 ''That every man should let his man- 
Servant, and every man his maid-servant, 
being an Hebrew or an Hebrewess, go free; 
"that none should serve himself of them, 
to wit, of a Jew his brother.

10 Now when all the princes, and all the 
people, which had entered into the cove- 
nant, heard that every one should let his 
man-servant, and every one his maid-ser- 
vant, go free, that none should serve them- 
selves of them any more, then they obeyed, 
and let them go. 

11 But * afterward they turned, and 
caused the servants and the handmaids, 
whom they had let go free, to return, and 
brought them mto subjection for servants 
and for handmaids. 

12 4 Therefore the word of the Lorp 
came to Jeremiah from the Lorn, saying, 

13 Thus saith the Lorn, the God of Is- 
rael; I made a covenant with your fathers 
in the day that I brought them forth out of 
the land of Egypt, out of the house of bond- 
men, saying, 

14 At the end of °seven years let ye go 
every man his brother an Hebrew, which 
‘hath been sold unto thee; and when he 
hath served thee six years, thou shalt let 
him go free from thee: but your fathers 
hearkened not unto me, neither inclined 
their ear. 

15 And ye were “ now turned, and had 
done right in my sight, in proclaiming li- 
berty every man to his neighbour; and ye 
had ? made a covenant before me 4in the 
house ‘ which is called by my name: 

16 But ye turned and * polluted my name, 
and caused every man his servant, and 
every man his handmaid, whom he had set 
at liberty at their pleasure, to return, and 
brought them into subjection, to be unto 
you for servants and for handmaids. 

17 Therefore thus saith the Lorp; Ye 
have not hearkened unto me, in proclaim- 
ing liberty, every one to his brother, and 
every man to his neighbour: ‘behold, I 
proclaim a liberty for you, saith the Lorp, 
‘to the sword, to the pestilence, and to the 
famime ; and I will make you to be "re- 
moved into all the kingdoms of the earth.

19 The princes of Judah, and the prin- 
ces of Jerusalem, the eunuchs, and the 
priests, and all the people of the land, which 
passed between the parts of the calf; 

20 I will even give them into the hand 
of their enemies, and into the hand of them 
that seek their life: and their ¥ dead bodies 
shall be for meat unto the fowls of the hea- 
ven, and to the beasts of the earth. 

21 And Zedekiah king of Judah and his 
princes will I give into the hand of their 
enemies, and into the hand of them that 
seek their life, and into the hand of the king 
of Babylon’s army, * which are gone up 
from you. 

22 * Behold, I will command, saith the 
Lorp, and cause them to return to this 
city; and they shall fight against it, » and 
take it, and burn it with fire: and °I will 
make the cities of Judah a desolation with- 
out an inhabitant.

2 Go unto the house of the * Rechabites, 
and speak unto them, and bring them into 
the house of the Lorp, into one of ° the 
chambers, and give them wine to drink. 

3 Then I took Jaazaniah the son of Je- 
remiah, the son of Habaziniah, and his 
brethren and all his sons, and the whole 
house of the Rechabites; 

4 And I brought them into the house of 
the Lorp, into the chamber of the sons of 
Hanan, the son of Igdaliah, a man of God, 
which was by the chamber of the princes, 
which was above the chamber of Maaseiah

the son of Shallum, * the keeper of the 
“door : . 

5 And I set before the sons of the house 
of the Rechabites: pots full of wine, and 
cups, and I said unto them, Drink ye wine.

commanded us, saying, Ye shall drink no 
wine, neither ye, nor your sons for ever: 

7 Neither shall ye build house, nor sow 
seed, nor plant vineyard, nor have any:

*that ye may live many days in the land 
where ye be strangers. 

8 Thus have we obeyed the voice of Jo- 
nadab the son of Rechab our father in all 
that he hath charged us, to drink no wine 
all our days, we, our wives, our sons, nor 
our daughters ;

neither have we vineyard, nor field, nor 
seed : 

10 But we have dwelt in tents, and have 
obeyed, and done according to all that Jo- 
nadab our father commanded us. 

11 But it came to pass, when Nebuchad- 
rezzar king of Babylon came up into the 
land, that we said, Come, and let us go to 
Jerusalem for fear of the army of the Chal- 
deans, and for fear of the army of the Sy- 
rians : so we dwell at Jerusalem. 

12 4 Then came the word of the Lorp 
unto Jeremiah, saying, ‘ 

18 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Go and tell the men of Ju- 
dah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem, Will 
ye not ‘receive instruction to hearken to 
my words? saith the Lorp. 

14 The words of Jonadab the son of Re- 
chab, that he commanded his sons not to 
drink wine, are performed; for unto this day 
they drink none, but obey their father’s 
commandment: & notwithstanding I have 
spoken unto you, "rising early and speak- 
ing; but ye hearkened not unto me. 

15 ‘I have sent also unto you all myser-

4 Then Jeremiah & called Baruch the 
son of Neriah: and * Baruch wrote from 
the mouth of Jeremiah all the words of the 
Lorp, which he had spoken unto him, upon 
a roll of a book. | 

5 And Jeremiah commanded Baruch, 
saying, I am shut up; I cannot go into the 
house of the Lorn: ) 

6 Therefore go thou, and read in the 
roll, whichthou hast written from my mouth, 
the words of the Lorp in the ears of the 
people in the Lorp’s house upon ‘the fast- 


jing day: and also thou shalt read them m 


the ears of all Judah that come out of their 
cities. 

7 It may be “they will present their 
supplication before the Lorp, and will re- 
turn every one from his evil way: for great 
as the anger and the fury that the Lorp 
hath pronounced against this people.

' 12 Then he went down into the king’s 
house, into the scribe’s chamber: and, lo, all 
the princes sat there, even Elishama the 
scribe, and Delaiah the son of Shemaiah, 
and Elnathan the son of Achbor, and Ge- 
mariah the son of Shaphan, and Zedekiah 
the son of Hananiah, and all the princes. 

13 Then Michaiah declared unto them 
all the words that he had heard, when Ba- 
ruch read the book in the ears of the people. 

14 Therefore all the princes sent Jehudi 
the son of Nethaniah, the son of Shelemiah, 
theson of Cushi, unto Baruch, saying, Take 
in thine hand the roll wherein thou hastread 
in the ears of the people, and come. So Ba- 
ruch the son of Neriah took the roll in his 
hand, and came unto them. 

15 And they said unto bim, Sit down 
now, and read it in our ears.

26 But the kmg commanded Jerahmeel 
theson “of Hammelech, and Seraiah the son 
of Azriel, and Shelemiah the son of Abdeel, 
to take Baruch the scribe and Jeremiah 
the prophet: but the Lorp hid them. 

27 ¥ Then the word of the Lorp came 
to Jeremiah, after that the king had burned

28 Take thee again another roll, and 
write in it all the former words that were 
in the first roll, which Jehoiakim the king 
of Judah hath burned. 

29 And thou shalt say to Jehoiakim king 
of Judah, Thus saith the Lorp; Thou hast 
burned this roll, saying, Why hast thou 
written therein, saying, The king of Baby- 
lon shall certainly come and destroy this 
land, and shall cause to cease from thence 
man and beast ? 

30 Therefore thus saith the Lorn of Je- 
hoiakim king of Judah; ° He shall have 
none to sit upon the throne of David: and 
his dead body shall be ? cast out in the day 
to the heat, and in the night to the frost. 

31 And I will ¢ punish him and his seed * 
and his servants for their iniquity; and I 
will bring upon them, and upon the inhabit- 
ants of Jerusalem, and upon the men of 
Judah, all the evil that I have pronounced 
against them; but they hearkened not. 

32 F Then took Jeremiah another roll, 
and gave it to Baruch the scribe, the son of 
Neriah ; who wrote therein from the mouth 
of Jeremiah all the words of the book which 
Jehoiakim king of Judah had burned in

11 He is taken for a fugitive, beaten, and put in 
prison. 16 He assureth Zedekiah of the captivity. 18 In- 
treating for his liberty, he obtaineth some favour. [BurorE 
curist 599.] 


AN D king * Zedekiah the son of Josiah 

reigned instead of Coniah the son of 
Jehoiakim, whom Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon made king in the land of Judah. 

2 > But neither he, nor his servants, nor 
the people of the land, did hearken unto 
the words of the Lorn, which he spake “by 
the prophet Jeremiah. 

3 And Zedekiah the king sent Jehucal 
the son of Shelemiah and ° Zephaniah the 
son of Maaseiah the priest to the prophet 
Jeremiah, saying, Pray now unto the Lorp 
our God for us. 

4 Now Jeremiah came in and went out 
among the people: for they had not put 
him into prison. 

5 'Then* Pharaoh’s army was come forth 
out of Egypt: *and when the Chaldeans 
that besieged Jerusalem heard tidings of 
them, they departed from Jerusalem. 

6 4 Then came the word of the Lorp 
unto the prophet Jeremiah, saying, 

7 Thus saith the Lorn, the God of Is- 
rael; ‘Thus shall ye say to the king of Ju- 
dah, ‘that. sent you unto me to inquire of 
me; Behold, Pharaoh’s army, which is 
come forth to help you, shall return to 
Egypt into their own land.

among them, yet should they rise up every 
man in his tent, and burn this city with fire. 

11 4 ‘And it came to pass, that when 
the army of the Chaldeans was “ broken up

12 Then Jeremiah went forth out of Je- 
rusalem to go into the land of Benjamin, 
‘to separate himself thence in the midst 
of the people. 

13 And when he was in the gate of Ben- 
jamin, a captain of the ward was there, 
whose name was Irijah, the son of Shele- 
miah, the son of Hananiah; and he took 
Jeremiah the prophet, saying, Thou fallest 
away to the Chaldeans. 

14 Then said Jeremiah, Jt is f false ; I 
fall not away to the Chaldeans. But he 
hearkened not to him: so Irijah took Jere- 
miah, and brought him to the princes.

20 But Jeremiah said, They shall not 
deliver thee. Obey, I beseech thee, the 
voice of the Lorn, which I speak unto thee: 
so it shall be well unto thee, and thy soul 
shall live. 

21 But if thou refuse to go forth, this zs 
the word that the Lorp hath showed me: 

22 And, behold, all the women that are 
left in the king of Judah’s house shail be 
brought forth to the king of Babylon’s 
princes, and those women shall say,’ Thy 
friends have set thee on, and have prevail- 
ed against thee: thy feet are sunk in the 
mire, and they are turned away back. 

23 So they shall bring out all thy wives 
and ‘thy children to the Chaldeans: and 
‘thou shalt not escape out of their hand, 
but shall be taken by the hand of the king of 
Babylon: and ‘thou shalt cause this city 
to be burned with fire. 

24 { Then said Zedekiah unto J eremiah, 
Let no man know of these words, and thou 
shalt not die. 

25 But if the princes hear that I have 
talked with thee, and they come unto thee, 
and say unto thee, Declare unto us now 
what thou hast said unto the king, hide it 
not from us, and we will not put thee to 
death; also what the king said unto thee: 

_ 26 Then thou shalt say unto them, *I 
presented my supplication before the king, 
that he would not cause me to return ‘to 
Jonathan’s house, to die there. 


Jerusalem is taken. — 


XXXIX. Zedekiah is made blind. 


27 Then came all the princes unto Je- 
remiah, and asked him: and he told them 
according to all these words that the king 
had commanded. So "they left off speaking 
with him; for the matter was not perceived. 

28 So "Jeremiah abode in the courtof the 
prison until the day that Jerusalem was 
taken: and he was there when Jerusalem 
was taken. ; 

CHAP. XXXIX.

N the * ninth year of Zedekiah king of 
Judah, in the tenth month, came Nebu- 
chadrezzar king of Babylon and all his ar- 
my against Jerusalem, and they besieged it. 
2 And in the eleventh year of Zedekiah, 
in the fourth month, the ninth day of the 
month, the city was broken up. 

3’ And all the princes of the king of Ba- 
bylon came in, and sat in the middle gate, 
even Nergal-sharezer, Samgar-nebo, Sar- 
sechim, Rab-saris, Nergal-sharezer, Rab- 
mag, with all the residue of the princes of 
the king of Babylon. 7 

4 4] ° And it came to pass, that when 
Zedekiah the king of Judah saw them, and 
all the men of war, then they fled, and 
went forth out of the city by night, by the 
way of the king’s garden, by the gate be- 
twixt the two walls: and he went out the 
way of the plain. 

5 But the Chaldeans’ army pursued after 
them, and ‘overtook Zedekiah in the plains 
of Jericho: and when they had taken him, 
they brought him up to Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon to *Riblah in the land of 
Hamath, where he“gavejudgmentuponhim. 

6 Then the king of Babylon slew the 
sons of Zedekiah in Riblah before his eyes: 
also the king of Babylon slew all the no- 
bles of Judah.

HE word that came to Jeremiah from 

the Lorn, * after that Nebuzar-adan 

the captain of the guard had lethim go from 

Ramah, whenhe had taken him being bound 

in “chains among all that were carried 

away captiveof Jerusalemand Judah, which 
were carried away captive unto Babylon. 

-2 And the captain of the guard took Je- 

remiah, and ” said unto him, the Lorpa thy 

God hath pronounced this evil upon this 

place. 

3 Now the Lorp hath brought 7d, and 
done according as he hath said: * because 
ye have sinned against the Lorp, and have 
not obeyed his voice, therefore this thing 
is come upon you. 

4 And now, behold, I loose thee this day 
from the chains which ’ were upon thine 
hand. ‘If it seem good unto thee to come 
with me into Babylon, come; and “TI will 
look well unto thee: but if it seem ill 
unto thee to come with me into Babylon, 
forbear: behold, ° all the land ts before thee: 
whither it seemeth good and convenient for 
thee to go, thither go. 

5 Now while he was not yet gone back, 
he said, Go back also to Gedaliah the son

9 And Gedaliah the son of Ahikam the 
son of Shaphan sware unto them and to 
their men, saying, fear not to serve the 
Chaldeans: dwell in the land, and serve 
the king of Babylon, and it shall be well 
with you. ! 

10 As for me, behold, I will dwell at 
Mizpah, “to serve the Chaldeans, which 
will come unto us: but ye, gather ye wine,

11. Likewise when all the Jews that were 
in Moab, and among the Ammonites, and 
in Edom, and that were in all the countries, 
heard that the king of Babylon had left a 
remnant of Judah, and that he had set over 
them Gedaliah the son of Ahikam the son 
of Shaphan;

nant in Judah perish ? 

16 But Gedaliah the son of Ahikam said 
unto Johananthe son of Kareah, Thou shalt 
not do this thing: for thou speakest falsely

CHAP. XLI. 

1 Ishmael, treacherously killing Gedaliah and others, purposeth 
with the residue to flee unto the Ammonites. 11 Johanan re- 
covereth the captives, and mindeth to flee into Egypt.

9 Now the pit wherein Ishmael had cast 
all the dead bodies of the men, whom he 
had slain °° because of Gedaliah, was it 
f which Asa the king had made for fear of 
Baasha king of Israel: and Ishmael the 
son of Nethaniah filled it with them that 
were slain. 

10 Then Ishmael carried away captive 
all the residue of the people that were in 
Mizpah, £ even the king’s daughters, and all 
the people that remained in Mizpah, »whom 
Nebuzar-adan the captain of the guard had 
committed to Gedaliah the son of Ahikam: 
and Ishmael the son of Nethaniah carried 
them away captive, and departed to go over 
to‘ the Ammonites. 

11 @ But when Johanan the son of Ka- 
reah, and all ‘the captains of the forces 
that were with him, heard of all the evil 
that Ishmael the son of Nethaniah had done, 

12 Then they took all the men, and went 
to fight with Ishmael the son of Nethaniah, 
and found him by 'the great waters that 
are in Gibeon. 

13 Now it came to pass, that when all 
the people which were with Ishmael saw 
Johanan the son of Kareah, and all the cap- 
tains of the forces that were with him, then 
they were glad.

1 Jeremiah expresseth the desolation of Judah for their idola- 
try. 11 He prophesieth their destruction, who commit idola- 
tryin Egypt. 15 The obstinacy of the Jews. 20 Jeremiah 
threateneth them for the same, 29 and for a sign prophesieth 
the destruction of Egypt. [pmrore curist 587.] . 

HE word that came to Jeremiah con- 

cerning all the Jews which dwell in 

the land of Egypt, which dwell at *Migdol, 

and at »Tahpanhes, and at ° Noph, and in 
the country of Pathros, saying, 

2. Thussaiththe Lorpof hosts, the God of 
Israel; Ye have seen all the evil that I have 
broughtupon Jerusalem, and upon all the ci- 
ties of Judah; and, behold, this day they are 
49, desolation, and no man dwelleth therein, 

3 Because of their wickedness which 
they have committed to provoke me to an- 
ger, in that they went °to burn incense, 
and to ‘serve other gods, whom they knew 
not, neither they, ye, nor your fathers. 

4. Howbeit, § I sent unto you all my ser- 
vants the prophets, rising early and sending 
them, saying, Oh, do not this abominable 
thing that I hate. 

5 But they hearkened not, nor inclined 
their ear to turn from their wickedness, to 
burn no incense unto other gods. 

6 Wherefore * my fury and mine anger 
was poured forth, and was kindled in the 
cities of Judah and in the streets of Jeru- 
salem; and they are wasted and desolate, 
as at this day. 

7 Therefore now thus saith the Lorp, 
the God of hosts, the Godof Israel; Where- 
fore commit ye this great evil ‘against your 
souls, to cut off from you man and woman, 
child and suckling, “ out of Judah, to leave 
you none to remain;

8 In that ye *provoke me unto wrath 
with the works of your hands, burning in- 
cense unto other gods in the land of Egypt, 
whither ye be gone to dwell, that ye might 
cut yourselves off, and that ye might be'!a 
curse and a reproach among all the nations 
of the earth? 

9 Have ye forgotten the wickedness of 
your fathers, and the wickedness of the 
kings of Judah, and the wickedness of their 
wives, and your own wickedness, and the 
wickedness of your wives, which they have 
committed in the land of Judah, and in the 
streets of Jerusalem? 

10 They are not ‘humbled even unto 
this day, neither have they ™feared, nor 
walked in my law, nor in my statutes, that 
I set before you and before your fathers. 

11 { Therefore thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, "I will 
set my face against you for evil, and to cut 
off all Judah. 

12 And I will take the remnant of Judah, 
that have set their faces to go into the land 
of Egypt to sojourn there, and ° they shall 
all be consumed, and fall in the land of 
Egypt; they shall even be consumed by the 
sword and by the famine: they shall die, 
from the least even unto the greatest, by the 
sword and by the famine: and they shall 
be an execration, and an astonishment, 
and a curse, and a reproach. 

13 1 For I will punish them that dwell 
in the land of Egypt, as I have punished 
Jerusalem, by the sword, by the famine, 
and by the pestilence: 

14 So that none of the remnant of Ju- 
dah, which are gone into the land of Egypt 
to sojourn there, shall escape or remain, 
that they should return into the land of 
Judah, to the which they “have a desire to 
return to dwell there: for * none shall re- 
turn but such as shall escape. 

15 { Then all the men which knew that 
their wives had burned incense unto other 
gods, and all the women that stood by, a

dwelt in the land of Egypt, in Pathros, an-

16 As for the word that thou hast spoken 
unto us in the name of the Lorp, ‘we will 
not hearken unto thee. 

17 But we will certainly do t whatsoever 
thing goeth forth out of our own mouth, to 
burn incense unto the * * queen of heaven, 
and to pour out drink offerings unto her, as 
we havedone, we, and our fathers, our kings, 
and our princes, in the cities of Judah, and 
in the streets of Jerusalem: for then had 
we plenty of ‘victuals, and were well, and 
saw no evil. 

18 But since we left offto burn incense 
to the queen of heaven, and to pour out 
drink offerings unto her, we have wanted 
all things, and have been consumed by the 
sword and by the famine. 

19 * And when we burned incense to the 
queen of heaven, and poured out drink of- 
ferings unto her, did we make her cakes to 
worship her, and pour out drink offerings 
unto her, without our * men ? 

20 { Then Jeremiah said unto all the 
people, to the men, and to the women, and 
to all the people which had given him that 
answer, saying, 

21 The incense that ye burned in the 
cities of Judah, and in the streets of Jeru- 
salem, ye, and your fathers, your kings, and 
your princes, and the people of the land, 
did not the Lorp remember them, and came 
it not into his mind? 

22 So that the Lorp could no longer 
bear, because of the evil of your doings, 
and because of the abominations which ye 
have committed ; therefore is your land ¥ a 
desolation, and an astonishment, and a 
curse, without -an inhabitant, 7as at this 
day. 

23 Because ye have burned incense, and 
because ye have sinned against the Lorp, 
and have not obeyed the voice of the Lorn, 
nor walked in his law, nor in his statutes, 
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nor in his testimonies ; * therefore this evil 
is happened unto you, as at this day. 

24 Moreover Jeremiah said unto all the 
people, and to all the women, Hear the 
word of the Lorp, all Judah ” that are in 
the land of Egypt: 

25 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel, saying; ° Ye and your wives 
have both spoken with your mouths, and 
fulfilled with your hand, saying, We will 
surely perform our vows that we have vow- 
ed, to burn incense to the queen of heaven, 
and to pour out drink offerings unto her: 
ye will surely accomplish your vows, and 
surely perform your vows. 

26 Therefore hear ye the word of the 
Lorp, all Judah that dwell in the land of 
Egypt; Behold, ‘I have sworn by my great 
name, saith the Lorn, that *my name shall 
no more be named in the mouth of any man 
of Judah in all the land of Egypt, saying, 
The Lord Gop liveth. 

27 ' Behold, I will watch over them for 
evil, and not for good: and all the men of 
Judah that are in the land of Egypt £ shall 
be consumed by the sword and by the fa- 
mine, until there be an end of them. 

28 Yet *a small number that escape the 
sword shall return out of the land of Egypt 
into the land of Judah, and all the remnant 
of Judah, that are gone into the land of 
Egypt to sojourn there, shall know whose 
i words shall stand, ® mine, or theirs. ~ 

29 { Andthis shall be a sign unto you, 
saith the Lorn, that I will punish you in 
this place, that ye may know that my 
words shall ‘surely stand against you for 
evil: 

30 Thus saith the Lorn; Behold, ' I will 
give Pharaoh-hophra king of Egypt into 
the hand of his enemies, and into the hand 
of them that seek his life; as I gave ™ Ze- 
dekiah king of Judah into the hand of Ne- 
buchadrezzar king of Babylon, his enemy, 
and that sought his life.

4 Harness the horses; and get up, ye 
horsemen, and stand forth with your hel- 
mets; furbish the spears, and put on the 
brigandines. 

5 Wherefore have I seen them dismayed 
and turned away back ? and their mighty 
ones are “ beaten down, and are fled apace,

7 Who ts this that cometh up ‘as a flood, 
whose waters are moved as the rivers ? 

8 Egypt riseth up like a flood, and his 
waters are moved like the rivers; and he 
saith, I will go up, and will cover the 
earth; I will destroy the city and the in- 
habitants thereof. 


9 Come up, ye horses; and rage, ye cha- 
riots; and let the mighty men come forth; 
‘the Ethiopians and “the Libyans, that 
handle the shield; and the Lydians, * that 
handle and bend the bow. 

10 For this is * the day of the Lord Gop 
of hosts, a day of vengeance, that he may 
avenge him of his adversaries: and ‘the 
sword shall devour, and it shall be satiate 
and made drunk with their blood: for the 
Lord Gop of hosts * hath a sacrifice in the 
north country by the river Euphrates.

‘with their gods,.and their kings; even 
Pharaoh, and all them that trust in him: 

26 And I will deliver them into the 
hand of those that seek their lives, and into 
the hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of Baby-

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‘The destruction of the Philistines. 
bafterward it shall be inhabited, as in the 
days of old, saith the Lorp.

t but thou shalt be ‘desolate for ever, saith 
the Lorp. 

27 "Set ye upa standard in the land, blow 
the trumpet among the nations, * prepare 
thenations against her, calltogether against 
her the kingdoms of Ararat, Minni, and 
Ashchenaz; appoint a captain against her; 
cause the horses to come up as the rough 
caterpillars. 

28 Prepare against her the nations with 
« the kings of the Medes, the captains there- 
of, and all the rulers thereof, and all the 
land of his dominion. 

29 And the land shall tremble and sor- 
row: for every purpose of the Lorp shall 
be performed against Babylon, * to make 
the land of Babylon a desolation without 
an inhabitant. 

30 The mighty men of Babylon have for- 
born to fight, they have remained in their 
holds: their might hath failed; > they be- 
came as women: they have burned her 
dwelling-places ; °her bars are broken. 

31 ‘One post shall run to meet another, 
and one messenger tomeet another, to show 
the king of Babylon that his city is taken 
at one end, 

32 And that °the passages are stopped, 
and the reeds they have burned with fire, 
and the men of war are affrighted. 

33. For thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel; The daughter of Babylon 
is ‘like a threshing-floor, §*¢ is time to 
thresh her: yet a little while, "and the time 
of her harvest shall come. 

34 Nebuchadrezzar the king of Babylon 
hath ‘devoured me, he hath crushed me, 
he hath made me an empty vessel, he hath 
- swallowed me up like a dragon, he hath 
filled his belly with my delicates, he hath 
cast me out.

™ flesh be upon Babylon, shall the *inhabit- 
ant of Zion say; and my blood upon the 
inhabitants of Chaldea, shall Jerusalem say. 

36 Therefore thus saith the Lorp; Be- 
hold, * I will plead thy cause, and take ven- 
geance for thee ; !and I will dry up her 
sea, and make her springs dry. : 

37 ™ And Babylon shall become heaps, © 
a dwelling-place for dragons, ® an astonish- 
ment, and an hissing, without an inhabitant. 

38 They shall roar together like lions: 
they shall ° yell as lions’ whelps. 

39 In their heat I will make their feasts, 
and °I will make them drunken, that they 
may rejoice, and sleep a perpetual sleep, 
and not wake, saith the Lorp. 

40 I will bring them down like lambs to _ 
the slaughter, like rams with he-goats. 

41 Howis?Sheshach taken! and how is 
‘the praise of the whole earth surprised! 
how is Babylon become an astonishment 
among the nations ! 

42 * The sea is come up upon Babylon: 
she is covered with the multitude of the 
waves thereof. | 

483 *Her cities are a desolation, a dry 
land, and a wilderness, a land wherein no 
man dwelleth, neither doth any son of man 
pass thereby. 

44 t And I will punish Bel in Babylon, 
and I will bring forth out of his mouth that 


which he hath swallowed up: and the na- 


tions shall not flow together any more unto 
him: yea, “the wall of Babylon shall fall. 

45 * My people, go ye out of the midst 
of her, and deliver ye every man his soul 
from the fierce anger of the Lorp. 

46 And ? lest your heart faint, and ye 
fear ¥ for the rumour that shall be heard in 
the land; a rumour shall both come one 
year, and after that in another year shall 
come a rumour, and violence in the land, 
ruler against ruler. 

47 Therefore, behold, the days come,

49 "As Babylon hath caused the slain 
of Israel to fall, so at Babylon shall fall 
the slain of all * the earth. 

90 ° Ye that have escaped the sword, go 

away, stand not still: remember the Lorp 
afar off, and let Jerusalem come into your 
mind. 
o1 “We are confounded, because we have 
heard reproach: shame hath covered our 
faces: for strangers are come into the 
sanctuaries of the Lorp’s house. 

52 Wherefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lorp, *that I will do judgment 
upon her graven images: and through all 
her land the wounded shail groan. 

53 ‘Though Babylon should mount up 
to heaven, and though she should fortify 
the height of her strength, yet from me 
shall spoilers come unto her, saith the Lorp. 

54 * Asound of a cry cometh from Baby- 
lon, and great destruction from the land of 
the Chaldeans: 

59 Because the Lorp hath spoiled Ba- 


bylon, and destroyed out of her the great | 


voice ; when her waves do roar like great 
waters, a noise of their voice is uttered: 

56 Because the spoiler is come upon her, 
even upon Babylon, and her mighty men 
are taken, every one of their bows is bro- 
ken: * for the Lory God of recompences 
shall surely requite. 

57 * And I will make drunk her princes, 
and her wise men, her captains, and her 
rulers, and her mighty men: and they shall 
sleep a perpetual sleep, and not wake, saith 
Kthe king, whose name ts the Lorp of hosts. 

58 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts ; ‘! The 
broad walls of Babylon shall be utterly

99 {| The word which Jeremiah the pro- 
phet commanded Seraiah the son of Ne- 
riah, the son of Maaseiah, when he went 
“with Zedekiah the king of Judah into Ba- 
bylon in the fourth year of his reign. And 
this Seraiah was a "quiet prince. 

60 So Jeremiah wrote in a book all the 
evil that should come upon Babylon, even 
all these words that are written against 
Babylon. 

61 And Jeremiah said to Seraiah, When 
thou comest to Babylon, and shalt see, and 
shalt read all these words; 

62 Then shalt thou say, O Lorp, thou 
hast spoken against this place, to cut it off, . 
that "none shall remain in it, neither man 
nor beast, but that it shall be * desolate for 
ever. 

63. And it shall be, when thou hast made 
an end of reading this book, °that thou shalt 
bind a stone to it, and cast it into the midst 
of Kuphrates : 

64 And thou shalt say, Thus shall Ba- 
bylon sink, and shall not rise from the evil 
that Twill bring upon her: ? and they shall 
be weary. Thus far are the words of Je- 
remiah,

EDEKIAH was'one and twenty years 

old when he “began to reign, and he

2 And he did that which was evil in the 
eyes of the Lorp, according to all that Je- 
hoiakim had done. 

3 For through the anger of the Lorn it 


came to pass in Jerusalem and Judah, till

he had cast them out from his presence, 
that Zedekiah rebelled against the king of 
Babylon. 

4 4 And it came to pass in the ° ninth 
year of his reign, in the tenth month, in 
the tenth day of the month, that Nebuchad- 
rezzar king of Babylon came, he and all 
his army, against Jerusalem, and pitched 
against it, and built forts against it round 
about. : . 

5 So the city was besieged unto the 
eleventh year of king Zedekiah. 

6 And in the fourth month, in the ninth 
day of the month, the famine was sore 
in the city, so that there was no bread for 
the people of the land. 

7 Then the city was broken up, and all 
the men of war fled, and went forth out of 
the city by night by the way of the gate 
between the two walls, which was by the 
king’s garden; (now the Chaldeans were 
by the city round about:) and they went by 
the way of the plain. 

8 § But the army of the Chaldeans pur- 
sued after the king, and overtook Zedekiah 
in the plains of Jericho; and all his army 
was scattered from him. 

9 ° Then they took the king, and carried 
him up unto the king of Babylon to Riblah 
in the land of Hamath; where he gave 
judgment upon him. 

10 4And the king of Babylon slew the 
sons of Zedekiah before his eyes: he slew 
also all the princes of Judah in Riblah. 

11 Then he * put out the eyes of Zede- 
kiah ; and the king of Babylon bound him 
in ‘chains, and carried him to Babylon, and 
put him in ¢ prison till the day of his death. 

12 4 °Now in the fifth month, in the 
tenth day of the month, f which was the 
nineteenth year of Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon, * came Nebuzar-adan, “/ captain 
of the guard, which * served the king of 
Babylon, into Jerusalem, | 

13 And burned the house of the Lorp, 
and the king’s house; and all the houses

Nebuzar-adan spoileth the temple. 


of Jerusalem, and all the houses of the 
great men, burned he with fire : bei: 

14 And all the army of the Chaldeans, 
that were with the captain of the guard, 
brake down all the walls of Jerusalem 
round about. 

15 * Then Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard carried away captive certain of 
the poor of the people, and the residue of 
the people that remained in the city, and 
those that fell away, that fell to the king 
of Babylon, and the rest of the multitude. 

16 But Nebuzar-adan the captain of the 
guard left certain of the poor of the land 
for vine-dressers and for husbandmen. 

17 ‘ Also the * pillars of brass that were 
in the house of the Lorp, and the bases, — 
and the brasen sea that was in the house of — 
the Lorp, the Chaldeans brake, and car- 
ried all the brass of them to Babylon. 

18 ! The caldrons also, and the " shovels, 
and the snuffers, and the ‘bowls, and the 
spoons, and all the vessels of brass where- _ 
with they ministered, took they away. : 

19 And the basons, and the *fire-pans, — 
and the bowls, and the caldrons, and the — 
candlesticks, and the spoons, and the cups ; 
that which was of gold in gold, and that — 
which was of silver in silver, took the cap- — 
tain of the guard away. 

20 The two pillars, one sea, and twelve 
brasen bulls that were under the bases, 
which king Solomon had made in the house 
of the Lorn: ™’the brass of all these ves- — 
sels was without weight. , 

21 And concerning the ® pillars, the — 
height of one pillar was eighteen cubits ; 
and a “fillet of twelve cubits did compass — 
it; and the thickness thereof was four fin- 


igers: tt was hollow. 


22 And a chapiter of brass was upon it; 
and the height of one chapiter was five 
cubits, with net-work and pomegranates up- 
on the chapiters round about, all of brass. 
The second pillar also and the pomegra- 
nates were like unto these.

_ 28 And there were ninety and six pome- 
granates on a side ; and ° all the pomegra- 
nates upon the net-work were an hundred 
round about. 

24 {| And ? the captain of the guard took 
Seraiah the chief priest, 4and Zephaniah 
the second priest, and the three keepers of 
the ” door : 

25 He took also out of the city an eu- 
nuch, which had the charge of the men of 
war; and seven men of them that ° were 
near the king’s person, which were found 
in the city ; and the? principal scribe of the 
host, who mustered the people of the land ; 
and threescore men of the people of the 
land, that were found in the midst of the 
city. 

26 So Nebuzar-adan the captain of the 
guard took them, and brought them to the 
king of Babylon to Riblah.

therefore she “is removed: all that honour- 
ed her despise her, because "they have seen 
her nakedness: yea, she sigheth, and turn- 
eth backward. 

9 Her filthiness zs in her skirts; she °re- 
membereth not her last end; therefore she 
came down wonderfully: ?she had no com- 
forter. O Lorp, behold my affliction: for 
the enemy hath magnified himself. | 

10 The adversary hath spread out his 
hand upon ‘all her ¢ pleasant things: for 
she hath seen that * the heathen entered 
into her sanctuary, whom thou didst com- 
mand that * they should not enter into thy 
congregation. 

11 Allher people sigh, ‘they seek bread; 
they have given their pleasant things for 
meat ‘to relieve the soul: see, O Lorn, and 
consider; for I am become vile. 

12 9 /Js dé nothing to you, all ye that 
* pass by? behold, and see “if there be any 
sorrow like unto my sorrow, which is done 
unto me, wherewith the Lorp hath afilict- 
ed me in the day of his fierce anger. 

138 From above hath he sent fire into my 
bones, and it prevaileth against them: he 
hath *spread a net for my feet, he hath 
turned me back: he hath made me deso- 
late and faint all the day.

*the beauty of Israel, and remembered not 
his footstool in the day of his anger! 


2 The Lorp hath swallowed up all the| 


habitations of Jacob, ‘and hath not pitied: 
he hath thrown down in his wrath the strong 
holds of the daughter of Judah; he hath 
“brought them down to the ground: ¢ he 
hath polluted the kingdom and the princes 
thereof. 

3 He hath cut off in his fierce anger all 
the horn of Israel: fhe hath drawn back his 
right hand from before the enemy, fand he 
burned against Jacob like a flaming fire, 
which devoureth round about. 

4 "He hath bent his bow like an enemy: 
he stood with his right hand as an adversa- 
ry, and slew °‘all that were pleasant to the 
eye in the tabernacle of the daughter of 
Zion: he poured out his fury like fire.

14 Thy ‘prophets have seen vain and 
foolish things for thee: and they have not 
= discovered thine iniquity, to turn away 
thy captivity ; but have seen for thee false 
burdens and causes of banishment. — 

15 * All that pass * by ‘clap their hands at 
thee; they hiss * and wag their head at the 
daughter of Jerusalem, saying, Is this the 
city that men call !The perfection of beau- 
ty, The joy of the whole earth ? 

16 ™ All thine enemies have opened their

15 4 Now asI beheld the living creatures, 
behold ‘one wheel upon the earth by the 
living creatures, with his four faces.

22" And the likeness of the firmament — 
upon the heads of the living creature was — 
as the colour of the terrible crystal, stretch- — 


ed forth over their heads above. 


23 And under the firmament were their 


wings straight, the one toward the other: 
every one had two, which covered on this” 


side, and every one had two, which covered _ 


on that side, their bodies. 


24 °And when they went, I heard the 


noise of their wings, ? like the noise of great 


waters, as ‘the voice of the Almighty, the 
voice of speech, as the noise of an host: 
when they stood, they let down their wings. 

25 And there was a voice from the fir- 
mament that 2as over their heads, when 


they stood, and had let down their wings. © 


26 4 *And above the firmament that 
was over their heads was the likeness of a 
throne, ‘as the appearance of a sapphire-

_ 17 Then brought he me into ™ the out- 
ward court, and, lo, there were ® chambers, 

and a pavement made for the court round 
about: °thirty chambers were upon the 
pavement.

bring * certain of the children of Israel, and 
of the king’s seed, and of the princes ; 

4 Children *in whom was no blemish, 
but well-favoured, and skilful in all wisdom, 
and cunning in knowledge, and understand- 
ing science, and such as had ability in them 
to stand in the king’s palace, and ‘whom 
they might teach the learning and the 
tongue of the Chaldeans. 

®° And the king appointed them a daily 
provision of the king’s meat, and of “the 
wine which he drank: so nourishing them 
three years, that at the end thereof they 
might * stand before the king.

of Judah, Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and 
Azariah : 

7 » Unto whom the prince of the eunuchs 
gave names: ‘for he gave unto Daniel the 
name of Belteshazzar; and to Hananiah, 
of Shadrach ; and to Mishael, of Meshach ; 
and to Azariah, of Abed-nego. 

8 4 But Daniel purposed in his heart 
that he would not defile himself * with the 
portion of the king’s meat, nor with the wine 
which he drank: therefore he requested of 
the prince of the eunuchs that he might not 
defile himself. 

9 Now !God had brought Daniel into 
favour and tender love with the prince of 
the eunuchs. 

10 And the prince of the eunuchs said 
unto Daniel, I fear my lord the king, who 
hath appointed your meat and your drink: 
for why should he see your faces ’ worse 
liking than the children which are of your 
‘sort? then shall ye make me endanger 
my head to the king. 

11 Thensaid Daniel to ? Melzar, whom 
the prince of the eunuchs had set over Da- 
niel, Hananiah, Mishael, and Azariah, 

12 Prove thy servants, I beseech thee, 
ten days; and let them give us “ pulse / to 
eat, and water to drink. 

13 Then let our countenances be looked 
upon before thee, and the countenance of 
the children that eat of the portion of the 
king’s meat: and as thou seest, deal with 
thy servants. 

14 So he consented to them in this mat- 
ter, and proved them ten-days. — 

15 And at the end of ten days their coun- 
tenances appeared fairer and fatter in flesh 
than all the children which did eat the por- 
tion of the king’s meat. 

16 Thus Melzar took away the portion 
of their meat, and the wine that they should 
drink; and gave them pulse. 

17 4 As for these four childten, ™ God 
gave them "knowledge and skill in all learn-

28 * But there is a God in heaven that 
revealeth secrets, and ’maketh known to 
the king Nebuchadnezzar * what shall be 
in the latter days. Thy dream, and the 
visions of thy head upon thy bed, are these; 

29 As for thee, O king, thy thoughts 
“came mto thy mind upon thy bed, what 
should come to pass hereafter: ¥ and he 
that revealeth secrets maketh known to 
thee what shall come to pass. 

30 * But as for me, this secret. is not re- 
vealed to me for any wisdom that I have 
more than any living, ” but for their sakes 
that shall make known the interpretation 
to the king, * and that thou mightest know 
the thoughts of thy heart.

16 Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
answered and said to the king, O Nebu- 
chadnezzar, "we are not careful to answer 
thee in this matter. 

17 If it be so, our God whom we serve 
is able to deliver us from the burning fiery 
furnace, and he will deliver ws out of thine 
hand, O king. 

18 ‘ But if not, be it known unto thee, O 
king, that we will not serve thy gods, nor 
worship the golden image which thou hast 
set up. 

19 4 Then was Nebuchadnezzar * full 
of fury, and the form of his visage was 
changed against Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego: therefore he spake, and com- 
manded that they should heat the furnace 
one seven times more than it was wont 
to be heated. 

20 And he commanded the * most mighty 
men that were in his army to bind Sha- 
drach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, and to 
cast them into the burning fiery fur- 
nace. 

21 Then these men were bound in their 
‘coats, their hosen, and their * hats, and 
their other garments, and were cast into 
the midst of the burning fiery furnace. 

22 Therefore because the king’s ‘ com- 
mandment was urgent, and the furnace ex- 
ceeding hot, the "flame of the fire slew 
those men that took up Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego. : 

23 And these three men, Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego, fell down bound into 
the midst of the burning fiery furnace. 

» 24 Then Nebuchadnezzar the king was 
astonied, and rose up in haste, and spake,

6 Therefore made Ia decree to bring in 
all the wise men of Babylon before me, 
that they might make known to me the in- 
terpretation of the dream. 

7 ® Then came in the magicians, the as- 
trologers, the Chaldeans, and the sooth- 
sayers: and I told the dream before them; 
but they did not make known unto me the 
interpretation thereof. 

8 { But at the last Daniel came in be- 
fore me, * whose name was Belteshazzar, 
according to the name of my god, ‘and in 
whom ts the spirit of the holy gods: and 
before him I told the dream, saying, 

9 O Belteshazzar, * master of the ma- 
gicians, because I know that the spirit of 
the holy gods is in thee, and no secret 
troubleth thee, tell me the visions of my 
dream that I have seen, and the interpre- 
tation thereof. 

10 Thus were the visions of mine head in 
my bed; °I saw, and behold 'a tree in the 
midst of the earth, and the height thereof 
was great. 

11 The tree grew, and was strong, and 
the height thereof reached unto heaven, and 
the sight thereof to the end of all the 
earth : 

12 The leaves thereof were fair, and the 
fruit thereof much, and in it was meat for 
all: ™ the beasts of the field had shadow un- 
der it, and the fowls of the heaven dwelt in 


the boughs thereof, and all flesh was fed|

17 This matter is by the decree of the 
watchers, and the demand by the word of 
the holy ones: to the intent ‘that the living 
may know ‘that the most High ruleth in 
the kingdom of men, and giveth it to whom- 
soever he will, and setteth up over it the 
basest of men. 

18 This dream I king Nebuchadnezzar 
have seen. Now thou, O Belteshazzar, de- 
clare the interpretation thereof, *forasmuch 
as all the wise men of my kingdom are not 
able to make known unto me the interpre- 
tation: but thou art able; * for the spirit 
of the holy gods és in thee. 

19 { Then Daniel, ’ whose name was 
Belteshazzar, was astonied for one hour, 
and his thoughts troubled him. The king 
spake, and said, Belteshazzar, let not the 
dream, or the interpretation thereof, trouble 
thee. Belteshazzar answered and said, 
My lord, * the dream be to them that hate 
thee, and the interpretation thereof to thine 
enemies.

3 Then this Daniel was preferred above 
the presidents and princes, »because an — 
excellent spirit was in him; and the king 
thought to set him over the whole realm. 

4 4 © Then the presidents and princes 
sought to find occasion against Daniel con- 
cerning the kingdom; but they could find 
none occasion nor fault; forasmuch as he 
was faithful, neither was there any error 
or fault found in him. 

5 Then said these men, We shall not find 
any occasion against this Daniel, except 
we find dé against him concerning the law 
of his God.

unto him, * King Darius, live for ever. 

’ 7 All the presidents of the kingdom, the 
governors, and the princes, the counsellors, 
and the captains, have consulted together 
to establish a royal statute, and to make a 
firm ’ decree, that whosoever shall ask a 
petition of any God or man for thirty days, 
save of thee, O king, he shall be cast into 
the den of lions. 

8 Now, O king, establish the decree, and 
sign the writing, that it be not changed, 
according to the ‘law of the Medes and 
Persians, which ° altereth not. 

9 Wherefore king Darius signed the writ- 
ing and the decree. 

10 { Now when Daniel knew that the 
writing was signed, he went into his house; 
and his windows being open in his chamber 
ftoward Jerusalem, he kneeled upon his 
knees * three times a day, and prayed, and 
gave thanks before his God, as he did afore- 
time. 

11 Then these men assembled, and found 
Daniel praying and making supplication 
before his God. 

12 * Then they came near, and spake 
before the king concerning the king’s de- 
cree; Hast thou not signed a decree, that 
every man that shall ask a petition of any 
God or man within thirty days, save of thee, 
-O king, shall be cast into the den of lions? 
The king answered and said, The thing is 
true, ‘according to the law of the Medes 
and Persians, which altereth not. 

13 Then answered they and said before 
the king, That Daniel, * which 7s of the 
children of the captivity of Judah, ! regard- 
eth not thee, O king, nor the decree that 
thou hast signed, but maketh his petition 
three times a day. 

14 Then the king, when he heard these 
words, ™ was sore displeased with himself, 
and set his heart on Daniel to deliver him: 
and he laboured till the going down of the 
sun to deliver him.

20 And when he came to the den, he 
cried with alamentable voice unto Daniel: 
and the king spake and said to Daniel, O ° 
Daniel, servant of the living God, * is thy 
God, whom thou servest continually, able 
to deliver thee from the lions ? 

21 Then said Daniel unto the king, *O 
king, live for ever. 

22 ‘My God hath sent his angel, and 
hath “shut the lions’ mouths, that they 
have not hurt me: forasmuch as before him 
innocency was found in me; and also be- 
fore thee, O king, have I done no hurt. 

23 Then was the king exceeding glad 
for him, and commanded that they should 
take Daniel up out of the den. So Daniel 
was taken up out of the den, and no man- 
ner of hurt was found upon him, * because 
he believed in his God.

25 4 * Then king Darius wrote unto all 
people, nations, and languages, that dwell 
in all the earth; Peace be multiplied unto 

ou. 

26 °I make a decree, That in every do- 
minion of my kingdom men ° tremble and 
fear before the God of Daniel: ‘for he as 
the living God, and stedfast for ever, and 
his kingdom that which shall not be ° de- 
stroyed, and his dominion shall be even unto 
the end. 

27 He delivereth and rescueth, ‘and he 
worketh signs and wonders in heaven and 
in earth, who hath delivered Daniel from 
the “ power of the lions. 

28 So this Daniel prospered in the reign 
of Darius, * and in the reign of * Cyrus the 
Persian.

N the first year of Belshazzar king of 

Babylon * Daniel “had a dream and ?v1- 
sions of his head upon his bed: then be 
wrote the dream, and told the sum of the 
> matters. 

2 Daniel spake and said, I saw in my 
vision by night, and, behold, the four winds 
of the heaven strove upon the great sea. 

3 And four great beasts ° came up from 
the sea, diverse one from another. 

4 The first was 4 like a lion, and had 
eagle’s wings: I beheld till the wings there- 
of were plucked, ° and it was lifted up from 
the earth, and made stand upon the feet as 
a man, and a man’s heart was given to it. 

5 * And behold another beast, a second, 
like to a bear, and @it raised up itself on 
one side, and i# had three ribs in the mouth 
of it between the teeth of it: and they said 
thus unto it, Arise, devour much flesh. 

6 After this I beheld, and lo another, like 
a leopard, which had upon the back of it

four wings of a fowl; the beast had also

‘four heads; and dominion was given to it. 

7 After this I saw in the night-visions, 
and behold £a fourth beast, dreadful and 
terrible, and strong exceedingly ; and it 
had great iron teeth: it devoured and brake 
in pieces, and stamped the residue with the 
feet of it: and it was diverse from all the 
beasts that were before it; * and it had ten 
horns. 

8 I considered the horns, and, behold, 
ithere came up among them another little 
horn, before whom there were three of the. 
first horns plucked up by the roots: and, 
behold, in this horn were eyes like the eyes 
kof man, 'and a mouth speaking great 
things. 

9 ¥ ™I beheld till the thrones were cast 
down, and "the Ancient of days did sit, 
°whose garment was white as snow, and 
the hair of his head like the pure wool : 
his throne was like the fiery flame, ? and 
his wheels as burning fire. 

10 °A fiery stream issued and came forth 
frora before him: * thousand thousands mi- 
nistered unto him, and ten thousand times 
ten thousand stood before him: ‘the judg- 
ment was set, and the books were opened. 

11 I beheld then because of the voice of 
the great words which the horn spake: ‘I 
beheld even till the beast was slain, and his 
body destroyed, and given to the burning _ 
flame. 

12 As concerning the rest of the beasts, 
they had their dominion taken away: yet 
‘their lives were prolonged for a season 
and time. “4 

13 IT saw in the night-visions, and, be- _ 
hold, "one like the Son of man came with 
the clouds of heaven, and came to * the 
Ancient of days, and they brought him near 
before ‘him. 

14 ¥ And there was given him dominion, 
and glory, and a kingdom, that all ” people, 
nations, and languages, should serve him: 
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"The vision interpreted. 
his dominion is * an everlasting dominion, 
which shall not pass away, and his king- 
dom that which shall not be destroyed. 

15 4 I Daniel » was grieved in my spi- 
rit in the midst of my ‘body, and the vi- 
sions of my head troubled me. 

16 I came near unto one of them that 
‘stood by, and asked him the truth of all 
this. So he told me, and made me know 
the interpretation of the things. 

17 ° These great beasts, which are four, 
are four kings, which shall arise out of the 
earth. 
18 But “the saints of the *most High 
shall take the kingdom, and possess the 
kingdom for ever, even for ever and ever. 

19 Then I would know the truth of ¢the 
fourth beast, which was diverse "from all 
the others, exceeding dreadful, whose teeth 
were of iron, and his nails of brass; which 
devoured, brake in pieces, and stamped the 
residue with his feet ; 

___ 20 And of the ten horns that were in his 
head, and of the other which came up, and 
before whom three fell; even of that horn 
_that had eyes, and a mouth that spake very 
great things, whose look was more stout 
than his fellows. 

_ 21 I beheld, fand the same horn made 
-war with the saints, and prevailed against 
them ; 

22 ® Until the Ancient of days came, » and 
judgment was given to the saints of the 
most High; and the time came that the 
saints possessed the kingdom. 

_ 23 Thus he said, The fourth beast shall 
be ‘the fourth kingdom upon earth, which 
shall be diverse from all kingdoms, and 
shall devour the whole earth, and shall 
tread it down, and break it in pieces. 

_ 24 * And the ten horns out of this king- 
dom are ten kings that shall arise: and 
another shall rise after them ; and he shall 
be diverse from the first, and he shall sub- 
due three kings.

W HEN the morning was come, 2all 
the chief priests and elders of the 
people took counsel against Jesus to put 

him to death: 
2 And when they had bound him, they 


39° Then Judas, which had betrayed 
him, when he saw that he was condemned, 
repented himself, and brought again the 
thirty pieces of silver to the chief priests 
and elders, 

4 Saying, I have sinned in that I have 
betrayed the innocent blood. And they 
said, What is that to us? see thou to that. 

®» And he cast down the pieces of silver 
in the temple, ‘and departed, and went 
and hanged himself. 

6 And the chief priests took the silver 
pieces, and said, It is not lawful for to put

16 And they had then a notable prisoner, 
called Barabbas. 

17 Therefore when they were gathered 
together, Pilate said unto them, Whom will 
ye that I release unto you? Barabbas, or 
Jesus which is called Christ 2 

18 For he knew that for envy they had 
delivered him. 

19 4 When he was set down on the jude- 
ment-seat, his wife sent unto him, saying, 
Have thou nothing to do with that just 
man : for I have suffered many things this 
day in a dream because of him. 

20 ™ But the chief priests and elders per- 
suaded the multitude that they should ask 
Barabbas, and destroy Jesus. 

21 The governor answered and said unto 
them, Whether of the twain will ye that I 
releasé unto you ? They said, Barabbas. 

22 Pilate saith unto them, What shall 1 
do then with Jesus which is called Christ ? 
They all say unto him, Let him be crucified. 

23 And the governor said, Why, what 
evil hath he done ? But they cried out the 
more, saying, Let him be crucified. 

24 {| When Pilate saw that he could pre- 
vail nothing, but that rather a tumult was 
made, he "took water, and washed his hands 
before the multitude, saying, I am innocent 
of the blood of this just person : see ye to it. 

25 Then answered allthe people, and said, 
° His blood be on us, and on our children. 

26 {Then released he Barabbas unto 
them: and when P’he had scourged Jesus, 
he delivered him to be crucified. 

27 °Then the soldiers of the. governor 
took Jesus into the common hall, and ga- 
thered unto him the whole band of soldiers. 
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Christ is crowned with thorns, 


28 And they stripped him, and * put on 
him a scarlet robe. 

29 4 *And when they had platted a 
crown of thorns, they put 7f upon his head, 
and a reed in his right hand: and they bow- 
ed the knee before him, and mocked him, 
saying, Hail, king of the Jews! 

30 And ‘they spit upon him, and took the 
reed, and smote him on the head.

3 °The voice of one crying in the wil- 
derness, Prepare ye the way of the Lord, 
make his paths straight. 

4 4John did baptize in the wilderness, 
and preach the baptism of repentance “ for 
the remission of sins. 

5 °And there went out unto him all the 
land of Judea, and they of Jerusalem, and 
were all baptized of him in the river of 
Jordan, confessing their sins. 

6 And John was ‘clothed with camel’s 
hair, and with a girdle of a skin about his 
loins; and he did eat *locusts and wild 
honey ;

24 And he saith unto them, Take heed 
what ye hear: "with what measure ye mete, 
it shall be measured to you: and unto you 
that hear shall more be given. 

25 »For he that hath, to him shall be 


_ given: and he that hath not, from him 


shall be taken even that which he hath. 

26 7 And he said, ° So is the kingdom of 
God, as if a man should cast seed into the 
ground ; 

27 And should sleep, and rise night and 
day, and the seed should spring and grow 
up, he knoweth not how. 

28 For the earth bringeth forth fruit of 
herself; first the blade, then the ear, after 
that the full corn in the ear. 

29 But when the fruit is ® brought forth, 
immediately ? he putteth in the sickle, be- 
cause the harvest is come. 

30 4 And he said, 1 Whereunto shall we 


liken the kingdom of God? or with what 


comparison shall we compare it 2 

31 Jt is like a grain of mustard-seed, 
which, when it is sown in the earth, is less 
than all the seeds that be in the earth: 

32 But when itissown, it groweth up, and 
becometh greater than all herbs, and shoot- 
eth out great branches; so that the fowls of 
the air may lodge under the shadow of it. 

33 * And with many such parables spake 
he the word unto them, as they were able to 
hear it. 

34 But without a parable spake he not 
unto them : and when they were alone, he 
expounded all things to his disciples. 

39 * And the same day, when the even 


Was come, he saith unto them, Let us pass 


over unto the other side.

36 And when they had sent away the mul- 
titude, they took him even as he was in the 
ship.

HED *they came over unto the other side 
of the sea, into the country of the Ga- 
darenes. 

2 And when he was come out of the ship, 
immediately there met him out of the tombs 
a man with an unclean spirit, 

3 Whohad his dwelling among thetombs; 
and no man could bind him, no, not with 
chains: 

4 Because that he had been often bound 
with fetters and chains, and the chains had 
been plucked asunder by him, and the fet- 
ters broken in pieces: neither could any 
man tame him. 

5 And always, night and day, he was in 
the mountains, and in the tombs, crying, 
and cutting himself with stones. 

6 But when he saw Jesus afar off, he ran 
and worshipped him, 

7 And cried with a loud voice, and said, 
What have I to do with thee, Jesus, thou 
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Christ casteth out the legion of devils. 


Son of the Most High God? I adjure thee 
by God, that thou torment me not. 

8 For he said unto him, Come out of the 
man, thou unclean spirit. 

9 And he asked him, What is thy name? 
And he answered, saying, My name is Le- 
gion: for we are many. 

10 And he besought him much that he 
would not send them away out of the coun- 
try. . 
1 Now there was there nigh unto the 
mountains a great herd of swine feeding. 

12 And all the devils besought him, say- 
ing, Send us into the swine, that we may 
enter into them. 

18 And forthwith Jesus gave them leave. 
And the unclean spirits went out, and en- 
tered into the swine : and the herd ran vio- 
lently down a steep place into the sea, 
(they were about two thousand;) and were 
choked in the sea. 

14 And they that fed the swine fled, and 
told té in the city, and inthe country. And 
they went out to see what it was that was 
done. 

15 And they come to Jesus, and see him 
that was possessed with the devil, and had 
the legion, sitting, and clothed, and in his 
right mind: and they were afraid. 

16 And they that saw it told them how 
it befell to him that was possessed with the 
devil, and also concerning the swine. 

17 And ° they began to pray him to de- 
part out of their coasts. | 

18 And when he was come into the ship, 
“he that had been possessed with the devil 
prayed him that he might be with him. 

19 Howbeit Jesus suffered him not, but 
saith unto him, Go home to thy friends, and 
tell them how great things the Lord hath 
done for thee, and hath had compassion on 
thee. 

20 And he departed, and began to publish 
in Decapolis how great things Jesus had 
done for him: and all men did marvel. 

21 “And when Jesus was passed over 
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S. MARK. 


He healeth the bloody issue, 


again by ship unto the other side, much 


people gathered unto him: and he was nigh § 


unto the sea. 

22 ° And, behold, there cometh one of the 
rulers of the synagogue, Jairus by name ; 
and when he saw him, he fell at his feet, 

23 And besought him greatly, saying, My 
little daughter lieth at the point of death: J 
pray thee, come and lay thy hands on her, 
that she may be healed; and she shall 
live. 

24 And Jesus went with him; and much 
people followed him, and thronged him. 


25 And acertain woman, ‘which had an © 


issue of blood twelve years, 

26 And had suffered many things of many 
physicians, and had spent all that she had, 
and was nothing bettered, but rather grew

27 When she had heard of Jesus, came in 
the press behind, and touched his garment.

32 And he looked round about to see her 
that had done this thing. 

33 But the woman fearing and trembling, 
knowing what was donein her, cameandfell 
down before him, and told him all the truth. 

34 And he said unto her, Daughter, "thy 
faith hath made thee whole; go in peace, 
and be whole of thy plague. 

39 ‘While he yet spake, there came from 
the ruler of the synagogue’s house certain 
which said, Thy daughter is dead: why 
troublest thou the Master any further?

_when he had put them all out, he taketh the

them that were with him, and entereth in 
where the damsel was lying. 

41 And he took the damsel by the hand, 
and said unto her, Talitha-cumi; which is, 


_ being interpreted, Damsel, I say unto thee,

42 Andstraightway the damsel arose, and 
walked ; for she was of the age of twelve 
And they were astonished with a 
great astonishment. 

43 And ™he charged them straitly that 
no man should know it; and commanded 


that something should be given her to eat.

ND *he went outfrom thence, and came

many hearing him were astonished, Say- 
ing, From whence hath this man these 
things ? and what wisdom is this which is 
given unto him, that even such mighty 
works are wrought by his hands ? 

3 Is not this the carpenter, the son of

fended at him. 

4 But Jesus said unto them, * A prophet 
is not without honour, but in his own coun- 
try, and among his own kin, and in his own 
house. 

5 “And he could there do no mighty 
work, save that he laid his hands upon a 
few sick folk, and healed them. — 

6 And &he marvelled because of their 
unbelief. *And he went round about the 
villages, teaching. 

7 4‘ And he called unto him the twelve, 
and begantosend them forth by twoandtwo; 
and gave them power over unclean spirits ; 

8 And commanded them that they should 
take nothing for their journey, save a staff 
only; no scrip, no bread, no “money in 
their purse: 

9 But *be shod with sandals; and not 
put on two coats. 

10 ‘And he said unto them, In what place 
soever ye enter into an house, there abide 
till ye depart from that place. 

11 ™And whosoever shall not receive you, 
nor hear you, when ye depart thence,"shake 
off the dust under your feet for a testimony 
againstthem. Verily I say unto you, It shall 
be more tolerable for Sodom ®and Gomor- 
rha in the day of judgment, than for that 
city. 
i2 And they went out, and preached that 
men should repent. 

18 And they cast out many devils, ° and 
anointed with oil many that were sick, and 
healed them. 

14” And king Herod heard of him ; (for 
his name was spread abroad:) and he said, 
That John the Baptist was risen from the 
dead, and therefore mighty works do show 
forth themselves in him. 

15 4 Others said, Thatitis Elias. And 
others said, That it is a prophet, or as one 
of the prophets. 

16 * But when Herod heard thereof, he 
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John Baptist is beheaded. 


said, It is John, whom I beheaded : he is 
risen from the dead. 

17 For Herod himself had sent forth and 
laid hold upon John, and bound him in 
prison for Herodias’ sake, his brother Phi- 
lip’s wife: for he had married her. 

18 For John had said unto Herod, ° It 
is not lawful for thee to have thy brother’s 
wife. 

19 Therefore Herodias had ° a quarrel 
against him, and would have killed him; 
but she could not: 

20 For Herod ‘feared John, knowing that 
he was a just man and an holy, and ? ob- 
served him; and when he heard him, he 
did many things, and heard him gladly. 

21 *And whenaconvenient day was come, 
that Herod *on his birth-day made a sup- 
per to his lords, high captains, and chief 
estates of Galilee ; 

22 And when the daughter of the said 
Herodias came in, and danced, and pleased 
Herod and them that sat with him, the king 
said unto the damsel, Ask of me whatsoever 
thou wilt, and I will give 7 thee. 

23 And he sware unto her, ’ Whatsoever 
thou shalt ask of me, I will give 7 thee, 
unto the half of my kingdom. 

24 And she went forth, and said unto her 
mother, What shall I ask? And she said, 
The head of John the Baptist. 

25 And she came in straightway with 
haste unto the king, and asked, saying, I 
will that thou givemeby and by in a charger 
the head of John the Baptist. 

26 7 And the king was exceeding sorry ; 
yet for his oath’s sake, and for their sakes 
which sat with him, he would not reject her. 

27 And immediately the king sent “an 
executioner, and commanded his head to 
be brought: and he went and beheaded 
him in the prison, 

28 And brought his head in a charger, 
and gave it to the damsel: and the damsel 
gave it to her mother. 

29 And when his disciples heard of 1t,

they came and took up his corpse, and laid 
it in a tomb. 

30 *And the apostles gathered them- 
selves together unto Jesus, and told him all 
things, both what they had done, and what 
they had taught. 

31 >And he said unto them, Come ye 
yourselves apart into a desert place, and 
rest a while: for “there were many com- 
ing and going, and they had no leisure so 
much as to eat. 

32 4And they departed into a desert 
place by ship privately. 


33 And the people saw them departing, | 


and many knew him, and ran a-foot thither 
out of all cities, and outwent them, and 
came together unto him. 

34 © And Jesus, when he came out, saw 
much people, and was moved with com- 
passion toward them, because they were 
as sheep not having a shepherd: and ‘he 
began to teach them many things. 

35 And when the day was now far spent, 
his disciples came unto him, and said, This 
is a desert place, and now the time is far 
passed : 

36 Send them away, that they may go 
into the country round about, and into the 
villages, and buy themselves bread: for 
they have nothing to eat. 

37 Heanswered and said unto them, Give 
ye them to eat. And they say unto him, 
h Shall we go and buy two hundred / pen- 
nyworth of bread, and give them to eat? 

38 He saith unto them, How many loaves 
have ye? goand see. And when they knew, 
they say, ' Five, and two fishes. 

39 And he commanded them to make all 
sit down by companies upon the green grass. 

40 And they sat down in ranks, by hun- 
dreds, and by fifties. 

41 And when he had taken the five loaves 
and the two fishes, he looked up to heaven, 
k and blessed, and brakethe loaves, and gave 
them to his disciples to set before them; and 
the two fishes divided he among them all. 
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Christ walketh on the sea. 


_ 42 And they did all eat, and were filled. 
43 And they took up twelve baskets full 
of the fragments, and of the fishes. 
44 And they that did eat of the loaves 
were about five thousand men. 
45 ' And straightway he constrained his 


disciples to get into the ship, and to go to 


the other side before unto Bethsaida, while 
he sent away the people. 

46 And when he had sent them away, 
he departed into a mountain to pray. 

47 ™ And when even was come, the ship 
was in the midst of the sea, and he alone 
on the land. 

48 And he saw them toiling in rowing ; 
for the wind was contrary unto them: and 
about the fourth watch of the night he com- 
eth unto them, walking upon the sea, and 
" would have passed by them. 

49 But when they saw him walking upon 
the sea, they supposed it had been a spirit, 
and cried out: 

20 For they all saw him, and were trou- 
bled. And immediately he talked with 


them, and saith unto them, Be of good 


cheer: it is I; be not afraid. 

51 And he went up unto them into the 
ship; and the wind ceased: and they were 
sore amazed in themselves beyond measure, 
and wondered. 

52 For ° they considered not the miracle 
of the loaves: for their > heart was har- 
dened. 

53 1And when they had passed over, 
they came into the land of Gennesaret, and 
drew to the shore. 

04 And when they were come out of the 
ship, straightway they knew him, 

50 And ran through that whole region 


-round about, and began to carry about in 


beds those that were sick, where they heard 
he was. 


96 And whithersoever he entered, into |! 


Villages, or cities, or country, they laid the 
Sick in the streets, and besought him that

1 The Pharisees find fault at the disciples for eating with tn- 
washen hands. 8 They break the commandment of God by 
the traditions of men. 14 Meat defileth not the man. 24 He 
healeth the Syrophenician woman’s daughter of an unclean 
spirit, 31 and one that was deaf, and stammered in his speech. . 
[ANNo Domini 32.] 


HEN *cametogether unto himthe Pha- 
risees, and certain of the scribes, which 
came from Jerusalem. 

2 And when they saw some of his disci- 
ples eat bread with “ defiled, that is to say, 
with unwashen, hands, they found fault. 

3 For the Pharisees, and all the Jews, 
except they wash their hands ° oft, eat not, 
holding the tradition of the elders. 

4 And when they come from the market, 
except they wash, they eat not. And many 
other things there be, which they have 
received to hold, as the washing of cups, 
and ° pots, brazen vessels, and of @ tables. 

° > Then the Pharisees and seribes asked 
him, Why walk not thy disciples aecording 
to the tradition of the elders, but eat bread 
with unwashen hands ? 

6 He answered and said unto them, Well 
hath Esaias prophesied of you hypocrites, 
as it is written, ° This people honoureth me 
with thezr lips, but their heart is far from me. 

7 Howbeit in vain do they worship me, 
teaching for doctrines the commandments 
‘of men. 

8 For laying aside the commandment 
of God, ye hold the tradition of men, as the 
washing of pots and cups: and many other 
such like things ye do. ae 

9 And he said unto them, Full well ye 
“reject the commandment of God, that ye 
may keep your own tradition. 

10 For Moses said, * Honour thy father 
and thy mother ; and, * Whoso curseth fa- 
ther or mother, let die the death: 

11 But ye say, If a man shall say to his 
father or mother, Jt is ‘Corban, that is to 
say, a gift, by whatsoever thou mightest be 
profited by me; he shall be free. 


5. 27, 28. 
CHAP. VII. ao 
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Meat defileth not the man. 


12 And ye suffer him no more to do 
aught for his father or his mother 5 

13 Making the word of God of none effect 
through your tradition, which ye have deli- 
vered: and many such like things do ye. 

14 4 And when he had called all the 
people unto him, he said untothem, Hearken 
unto me every one of you, and understand : 

15 There is nothing from without a man, 
that entering into him can defile him: but 
the things which come out of him, those 
are they that defile the man. 

16 *If any man have ears to hear, let him 
hear. 

17 ‘And when he was entered into the 
house from the people, his disciples asked 
him concerning the parable. 

18 And he saith unto them, Are ye so 
without understanding also? Do ye not 
perceive, that whatsoever thing from with- 
out entereth into the man, 2é cannot defile 
him; 

19 Because it entereth not into his heart, 
but into the belly, and goeth out into the 
draught, purging all meats ? . 

20 And he said, That which cometh out 
of the man, that defileth the man. 

21 «For from within, out of the heart of 
men, proceed evil thoughts, adulteries, for- 
nications, murders, 

22 Thefts, ‘covetousness, wickedness, 
deceit, lasciviousness, an evil eye, blasphe- 
my, pride, foolishness : 

23 All these evil things come 
in, and defile the man. 

24 4!And from thencehearose, and went 
into the borders of Tyre and Sidon, and 
entered into an house, and would have no 
man know it: but he could not be hid. 

25 For a certain woman, whose young 
daughter had an unclean spirit, heard of 
him, and came and fell at his feet:

31 9 ™And again, departing from the 
coasts of Tyre and Sidon, he came unto 
the sea of Galilee, through the midst of 
the coasts of Decapolis. 

32 And "they bring unto him one that 
was deaf, and had an impediment in his 
speech; and they beseech him to put his 
hand upon him. 


83 And he took him aside from the mul- 


titude, and put his fingers into his ears, 


and °he spit, and touched his tongue ; 

34 And ? looking up to heaven, “he sigh- 
ed, and saith unto him, Ephphatha, that is, 
Be opened. n 

35 * And straightway his ears were open- 
ed, and the string of his tongue was loosed, 
and he spake plain. 

36 And ‘he charged them that they should 
tell noman: but the more he charged them,

37 And were beyond measure astonished, 
saying, He hath done all things well: he

1 Fa those days *the multitude being ver 
great, and having nothing to eat, Jesus 
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Christ feedeth four thousand. 


called his disciples unto him, and saith 
unto them, | | 
_ 2 Ihave compassion on the multitude, 
because they have now been with me three 
days, and have nothing to eat : 

3 And if I send them away fasting to 
their own houses, they will faint by the 


way: for divers of them came from far. 


4 And his disciples answered him, From 
whence can a man satisfy these men with 
bread here in the wilderness ? 

5° And he asked them, How many loaves 
have ye? And they said, Seven. 

6 And he commanded the people to sit 
down on the ground: and he took the seven 
loaves, and gave thanks, and brake, and 
gave to his disciples to set before them ; 
and they did set them before the people. 

7 And they had a few small fishes: and 
*he blessed, and commanded to set them 
also before them. 

8 So they did eat, and were filled: and 
they took up of the broken meat that was 
left seven baskets. 

9 And they that had eaten were about 


four thousand: and he sent them away. 


10 { And ‘straightway he entered into a 


ship with his disciples, and came into the 


parts of Dalmanutha. 

11 * And the Pharisees came forth, and 
began to question with him, seeking of him 
a sign from heaven, tempting him. 

12 And he sighed deeply in his spirit, and 
saith, Why doth this generation seek after 
a sign? verily I say unto you, There shall 
no sign be given unto this generation.

19 * When I brake the five loaves among 
five thousand, how many baskets full of 
fragments took ye up? They say unto him, 
Twelve. 

20 And 'whenthe seven among fourthou- 
sand, how many baskets full of fragments 
took ye up? And they said, Seven. 

21 And he said unto them, How is it that 
™ye do not understand ? 

22 4 And he cometh to Bethsaida; and 
they bring a blind man unto him, and-be- 
sought him to touch him. 

23 And he took the blind man bythehand, 
and led him out of the town; and when "he 
had spit on his eyes, and put his hands upon 
him, he asked him if he saw aught. 

24 And he looked up, and said, I see men 
as trees, walking. 

25 Afterthat he put his hands again upon 
his eyes,and made him look up: and he was 
restored, and saw every man clearly. 

26 And he sent him away to his house, 
saying, Neither go into the town, ° nor tell 
vt to any in the town. 

27 4? And Jesus went out, and his dis- 
ciples, into the towns of Cesarea Philippi: 
and by the way he asked hisdisciples, saying 
unto them, Whom do men say that I am ? 

28 And they answered, ‘John the Bap- 
tist: but some say, Elias; and others, 
One of the prophets. 

29 And he saith unto them, But whom 
say ye that Iam? And Peter answereth 
and saith unto him, ' Thou art the Christ. 

30 *And he charged them that they 
should tell no man of him. 

31 And the began to teach them, that

chief priests, and scribes, and be killed, 
and after three days rise again. 

32 And he spake that saying openly. 
And Peter took him, and began to rebuke 
him. , 

33 But when he had turned about and 
looked on his disciples, he rebuked Peter, 
saying, Get thee behind me, Satan: for 
thou savourest not the things that be of 
God, but the things that be of men. 

34 { And when he had called the people 
unto him with his disciples also, he said 
unto them, "Whosoever will come after 
me, let him deny himself, and take up his 
cross, and follow me. 

35 For * whosoever will save his life 
shall lose it; but whosoever shall lose his 
life for my sake and the gospel’s, the same 
shall save it. 

36 For what shall it profit a man, if he 
shall gain the whole world, and lose his 
own soul ? 

37 Or what shall a man give in exchange 
for his soul ? 

38 ¥ Whosoever therefore * shall be 
ashamed of me and of my words in this 
adulterous and sinful generation; of him 
also shall the Son of man be ashamed, 
when he cometh in the glory of his Father 
with the holy angels.

and hypocrisy : 41 and commendeth the poor widow for her 
two mites, above all.

_ ND *he began to speak unto them by 
parables. A certain man planted a 
vineyard, and.set an hedge about it, and 
digged a place for the wine-fat, and built 
a tower, and let it out to husbandmen, and 
went into a far country. 

2 And at the season he sent to the hus- 
bandmen a servant, that he might receive 
from the husbandmen of the fruit of the 
vineyard. 

3 And they caught him, and beat him, 
and sent him away empty. 

4 And again he sent unto them another 
servant; and at him they cast stones, and 
wounded him in the head, and sent him 
away shamefully handled.

12 And Pilate answered and said again 
unto them, What will ye then that I shall 
do unto him whom ye call the King of 
the Jews ?

14 Then Pilate said unto them, Why, 
what evil hath he done? And they cried 
out the more exceedingly, Crucify him. 

15 4 ® And so Pilate, willing to content 
the people, released Barabbas unto them, 
and delivered Jesus, when he had scourged 
him, to be crucified. 

16 * And the soldiers led him away into 
the hall, called Pretorium; and they call 
together the whole band. 

17 And they clothed him with purple, 
and platted a crown of thorns, and put it 
about his head,

18 And began to salute him, Hail, King 
of the Jews ! 

19 And they smote him on the head with 
a reed, and did spit upon him, and bowing 
their knees worshipped him. 

20 And when they had mocked him, 
they took off the purple from him, and put 
his own clothes on him, and led him out 
to crucify him. 

21 ‘And they compel one Simon a Cy- 


renian, who passed by, coming out of the 


country, the father of Alexander and Ru- 
fus, to bear his cross. 

22 * And they bring him unto the place 
Golgotha, which is, being interpreted, The 
place of a scull. 

23 ' And they gave him to drink wine 
mingled with myrrh: but he received 7 not. 

24 And when they had crucified him, 
they parted his garments, casting lots 
upon them, what every man should take. 

25 And *it was the third hour, and they 
crucified him. 

26 And °the superscription of his ac- 
cusation was written over, THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. 

27 And ? with him they crucify two 
thieves; the one on his right hand, and 
the other on his left. 

28 And the scripture was fulfilled, which 
saith, 41And he was numbered with the 
transgressors. 

29 And‘ they that passed by railed on 
him, wagging their heads, and saying, Ah, 
‘thou that destroyest the temple, and 
buildest 2¢ in three days, 

30 Save thyself, and come down from 
the cross. 

31 Likewise also the chief priests mock- 
ing said among themselves with the scribes, 
He saved others; himself he cannot save. 

32 Let Christ the King of Israel de- 
scend now from the cross, that we may see 
and believe.

28 And all they in the synagogue, when 
they heard these things, were filled with

29 And rose up, and thrust him out of

the city, and led him unto the * brow of the 
hill whereon their city was built, that they 
might cast him down headlong.

32 And they were astonished at his doc- 
trine : ° for his word was with power.

ND *it came to pass, that, as the peo- 

ple pressed upon him to hear the word 

of God, he stood by the lake of Gennesaret, 

2 And saw two ships standing by the 

lake : but the fishermen were gone out of 
them, and were washing their nets. 

3 And he entered into one of the ships, 
which was Simon’s, and prayed him that he 
would thrust out a little from the land. And 
he sat down, and taught the people out of 
the ship.

23 Whether is easier, to say, Thy sins be 
forgiven thee; or to say, Rise up and walk ? 

24 But that ye may know that the Son 
of man hath power upon earth to forgive 
sins, (he said unto the sick of the palsy,) I 
say unto thee, Arise, and take up thy couch, 
and go unto thine house. 

25 And immediately he rose up before 
them, and took up that whereon he lay, and 
departed to his own house, glorifying God. 

26 And they were all amazed, and they 
glorified God, and were filled with fear, say- 
ing, We have seen strange things to-day. 

27 §/° And after these things he went 
forth, and saw a publican, named Levi, 
sitting at the receipt of custom: and he 
said unto him, Follow me. 

28 And he left all, rose up, and followed 
him. ; 

29 ® And Levi made him a great feast in 
his own house: and ‘there was a great 
company of publicans and of others that 
sat down with them. 

30 But their scribes and Pharisees mur- 
mured against his disciples, saying, Why do

31 And Jesus answering said unto them, 
They that are whole need not a physician ; 
but they that are sick. 

32 * I came not to call the righteous, but 
sinners to repentance. 

33 § And they said unto him, * Why do 
the disciples of John fast often, and make 
prayers, and likewise the disciples of the 
Pharisees ; but thine eat and drink ? 

34 And he said unto them, Can ye make 
the children of the bride-chamber fast, 
while the bridegroom is with them ? 

35 But the days will come, when the

13 chooseth twelve apostles: 17 healeth the diseased: 20 
preacheth to his disciples before the people of blessings and 
curses : 27 how we must love our enemies: 46 and Join the 
obedience of good works to the hearing of the word: lest in 
the evil day of temptation we fall like an house built upon 
the face of the earth, without any foundation. [ANNO DO- 
MINI 31.] 

ND *it came to pass on the second 
sabbath after the first, that he went 
through the corn-fields; and his disciples 
plucked the ears of corn, and did eat, rub- 
bing them in their hands. 

2 And certain of the Pharisees said unto 
them, Why do ye that » which is not law- 
ful to do on the sabbath-days ? 

3 And Jesus answering them said, Have 
ye not read so much as this, ° what David 
did, when himself was an hungered, and 
they which were with him ; 

4 How he went into the house of God, 
and did take and eat the show-bread, and 
gave also to them that were with him; 
“which it is not lawful to eat but for the 
priests alone ? ; 

5 And he said unto them, That the Son 
of man is Lord also of the sabbath. 

6 ° And it came to pass also on another 
sabbath, that he entered into the synagogue

Rise up, and stand forth in the midst. And. 


he arose and stood forth. 

9 Then said Jesus unto them, I will ask 
you one thing ; Is it lawful on the sabbath- 
days to do good, or to do evil? to save life, 
or to destroy 16 ? 

10 And looking round about upon them 
all, he said unto the man, Stretch forth thy 
hand. And he did so: and his hand was 
restored whole as the other. 

11 And they were filled with madness ; 
and communed one with another what they 
might do to Jesus. 

12 ‘And it came to pass in those days, 
that he went out into a mountain to pray, 
and continued all night in prayer to God. 

13 And when it was day, he called unto 
him his disciples : & and of them he chose 
twelve, whom also he named apostles ; 

14 Simon, ("whom he also named Pe- 
ter,) and Andrew his brother, James and 
John, Philip and Bartholomew, 

15 Matthew and Thomas, James the son 
of Alpheus, and Simon called Zelotes, 

16 And Judas ‘ithe brother of James, 
and Judas Iscariot, which also was the 
traitor. 

17 4 And he came down with them, and 
stood in the plain, and the company of his 
disciples, * and a great multitude of people 
out of all Judea and Jerusalem, and from 
the sea-coast of Tyre and Sidon, which 
came to hear him, and to be healed of 
their diseases ; 

18 And they that were vexed with un- 
clean spirits: and they were healed. 

19 And the whole multitude ! sought to

Blessed are ye 
that weep now: for ye shall laugh. 

224 Blessed are ye, when men shall hate 


you, and when they “shall separate you 


‘from their company, and shall reproach 
you, and cast out your name as evil, for 
the Son of man’s sake. 

23 * Rejoice ye in that day, and leap for 
joy: for, behold, your reward as great in 
heaven: for * in the like manner did their 
fathers unto the prophets. 

24 * But wo unto you * that are rich ! for 
y ye have received your consolation. 

25 Wo unto you that are full! for ye 
shall hunger. * Wo unto you that laugh 
now! for ye shall mourn and weep. 

26 » Wo unto you, when all men shall 
speak well of you! for so did their fathers 
to the false prophets. 

27 4° But I say unto you which hear, 
Love your enemies, do good to them which 
hate you, 

28 Bless them that curse you, and “pray 
for them which despitefully use you. 

29 ¢ And unto him that smiteth thee on 
the one check offer also the other; ‘and 
him that taketh away thy cloak forbid not 
to take thy coat also. 

30 s Give to every man that asketh of 
thee; and of him that taketh away thy 
goods ask them not again. 

31 " And as ye would that men should 
do to you, do ye also to them likewise. 

32 ‘For if ye love them which love you, 
what thank have ye? for sinners also love 
those that love them. 

33 And if ye do good to them which do 
good to you, what thank have ye? for sin- 
ners also do even the same.

34 * And if ye lend to them of whom ye 
hope to receive, what thank have ye? for 
sinners also lend to sinners, to receive as 
much again.

and your reward shall be great, and "ye 
shall be the children of the Highest : for he 
is kind unto the unthankful and to the evil. 

36 ° Be ye therefore merciful, as your 
Father also is merciful. 

37? Judge not, and ye shall not be judged: 
condemn not, and ye shall not be condemn- 
ed: forgive, and ye shall be forgiven: 

38 1Give, and it shall be given unto 
you; good measure, pressed down, and 
shaken together, and running over, shall 


“men give into your "bosom. For * with 


the same measure that ye mete withal it 
shall be measured to you again. » 

39 And he spake a parable unto them, 
*Can the blind lead the blind ? shall they 
not both fall into the ditch ? 

40 " The disciple is not above his mas- 
ter: but every one “that is perfect shall be 
as his master. 

41 * And why beholdest thou the mote 

that is in thy brother’s eye, but perceivest 
not the beam that is in thine own eye ? 
__ 42 Either how canst thou say to thy bro- 
ther, Brother, let me pull out the mote that 
is in thine eye, when thou thyself beholdest 
not the beam that is in thine own eye? 
Thou hypocrite, ’ cast out first the beam 
out of thine own eye, and then shalt thou 
see clearly to pull out the mote that is in 
thy brother’s eye. 

43 * For a good tree bringeth not forth 
corrupt fruit ; neither doth a corrupt tree 
bring forth good fruit. 

44 For * every tree is known by his own 
fruit. For of thorns men do not gather figs, 
nor of a bramble-bush gather they 'grapes. 

45_° A good man out of the good treasure 
of his heart bringeth forththat which is good; 
and an evil man out of the evil treasure of

his heart bringeth forth that which is evil : 

for °of the abundance of the heart his 

mouth speaketh. 

46 4 * And why call ye me, Lord, Lord, 
and do not the things which I say ? 

47 * Whosoever cometh to me, and hear- 
eth my sayings, and doeth them, I will 
show you to whom he is like: 

48 He is like a man which built an 
house, and digged deep, and laid the foun- 
dation on arock : and when the flood arose, 
the stream beat vehemently upon that 
house, and could not shake it: for it was 
founded upon a rock. 

49 But he that heareth, and doeth not, 
is like a man that without a foundation built 
an house upon the earth; against which 
the stream did: beat vehemently, and im- 
mediately it fell; and the ruin of that 
house was great. gt 

CHAP. VIL. 

1 Christ findeth a greater faith in the centurion a Gentile, than 
in any of the Jews : 10 healeth his servant being absent: 11 
raiseth from death the widow’s son at Nain: 19 answercth 
John’s messengers with the declaration of his miracles: 24 
testifieth to the people what opinion he held of John: 30 in- 
veigheth against the Jews, who with neither the manners of 
John nor of Jesus could be won: 86 and shaweth by occasion 
of Mary Magdalene, how he is a friend to sinners, not to 


maintain them in sins, but to forgive them their sins, upon 
their faith and repentance. [ANNO Domini 81.] 


Now when he had ended all his sayings 
in the audience of the people, * he en- 
tered into Capernaum. 

2 And a certain centurion’s servant, who 
was dear unto him, was sick, andready todie. 

3 And when he heard of Jesus, he sent 
unto him the elders of the Jews, beseeching 
him that he would come and heal his ser- 
vant. 

4 And when they came to Jesus, they 
besought him instantly, saying, That he 
was worthy for whom he should do this : 

5 For he loveth our nation, and he hath 
built us a synagogue. 

6 Then Jesus went with them. And 
when he was now not far from the house, 
the centurion sent friends to him, saying 
unto him, Lord, trouble not thyself: for I

8 For I also am a man set under au- 
thority, having under me soldiers, and I say 
unto “one, Go, and he goeth; and to ano- 
ther, Come, and he cometh; and to my 
servant, Do this, and he doeth @. 

9 When Jesus heard these things, he 
marvelled at him, and turned him about, 
and said unto the people that followed him, 
I say unto you, I have not found so great 
faith, no, not in Israel. 

10 And they that were sent, returning to 
the house, found the servant whole that 
had been sick. : 

11 4 And it came to pass the day after, 
that he went into a city called Nain; and 
many of his disciples went with him, and 
much people. 

12 Now when he came nigh to the gate 
of the city, behold, there was a dead man 
carried out, the only son of his mother, 
and she was a widow: and much people 
of the city was with her. 

13 And when the Lord saw her, he had 
compassion on her, and said unto her, Weep 
not. 

14 And he came and touched the ® bier: 
and they that bare ham stood still. And he 
said, Young man, I say unto thee, ? Arise. 

15 And he that was dead sat up, and 
began to speak. And he delivered him to 
his mother. 

16 ° And there came a fear on all: and 
they glorified God, saying, 4 That a great 
prophet is risen up among us; and, * That 
God hath visited his people. 

17 And this rumour of him went forth 
throughout all Judea, and throughout all 
the region round about. 

18 ‘And the disciples of John showed 
him of all these things. 

19 ¥ And John calling wnto him two of

21 And in that same hour he cured many 
of their infirmities and plagues, and of evil 
spirits; and unto many that were blind he 
gave sight. 

22 *Then Jesus answering said unto 
them, Go your way, and tell John what 
things ye have seen and heard; » how that 
the blind see, the lame walk, the lepers are 
cleansed, the deaf hear, the dead are raised, 
‘to the poor the gospel is preached.

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23 And blessed is he, whosoever shall : 


not be offended in me. 


24 q * And when the messengers of John : 
were departed, he began to speak unto the 


people concerning John, What went ye out 
into the wilderness for to see? 
shaken with the wind ? 


25 But what went ye out for to see? A 
man clothed in soft raiment? Behold, they — 


which are gorgeously apparelled, and live 
delicately, are in kings’ courts. 


26 But what went ye out for to see? A 


prophet ? Yea, I say unto you, and much 
more than a prophet. 

27 This is he, of whom it is written, ! Be- 
hold, I send my messenger before thy face, 
which shall prepare thy way before thee. 

28 For I say unto you, Among those that 
are born of women there is not a greater 
prophet than John the Baptist: but he 
that is least in the kingdom of God is 
greater than he. 

29 And all the people that heard him, 
and the publicans, justified God, ™ being 
baptized with the baptism of John. 

30 But the Pharisees and lawyers “ re- 
jected * the counsel of God “against them- 
selves, being not baptized of him. 

31 4 And the Lord said, ° Whereunto

the market-place, and calling one to ano- 
ther, and saying, We have piped unto you, 
and ye have not danced ; we have mourn- 
ed to you, and ye have not wept. 

33 For ? John the Baptist came neither 
eating bread nor drinking wine; and ye 
say, He hath a devil. 

34 The Son of man is come eating and 
drinking ; and ye say, Behold a gluttonous 
man, and.a wine-bibber, a friend of publi- 
cans and sinners! 

35 1 But Wisdom is justified of all her chil- 
dren. 

36 4°" And one of the Pharisees desired 
him that he would eat with him. And he 
went into the Pharisee’s house, and sat 
down to meat. 

37 And, behold, a woman in the city, 


which was a sinner, when she knew that 


Jesus sat at meat in the Pharisee’s house, 
brought an alabaster-box of ointment, 

38 And stood at his feet behind him 
weeping, and began to wash his feet with 
tears, and did wipe them with the hairs of 
her head, and kissed his feet, and anointed 
them with the ointment. 

39 Now when the Pharisee which had 
bidden him saw it, he spake within himself, 
saying, * This man, if he were a prophet, 
would have known who and what manner 
of woman this is that toucheth him: for 
she is a sinner. 

40 And Jesus answering said unto him, 
Simon, I have somewhat to say unto thee. 
And he saith, Master, say on. 

41 There was a certain creditor which 
had two debtors: the one owed five hun- 
dred “pence, and the other fifty. 

42 And when they had nothing to pay, 
he frankly forgave them both. Tell me 
therefore, which of them will love him 


/ most 2 
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43 Simon answered and said, I suppose 
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A woman anointeth the feet of Christ. CHAP. VILL 


Devout women minister unto him. 
that he, to whom he forgave most. And he 


said unto him, Thou hast rightly judged. 


44 And he turned to the woman, and said 
unto Simon, Seest thou this woman? I en- 
tered into thine house, thou gavest me no 
water for my feet: but she hath washed my 
feet with tears, and wiped them with the 
hairs of her head. 

45 Thou gavest me no kiss: but this 
woman since the time I came in hath not 
ceased to kiss my feet. 

46 *My head with oil thou didst not 
anoint: but this woman hath anointed my 
feet with ointment. 

47 * Wherefore I say unto thee, Her sins, 
which are many, are forgiven; for she loved 
much: but to whom little is forgiven, the 
same loveth little. 

48 And he said unto her, * Thy sins are 
forgiven. 

49 And they that sat at meat with him 
began to say within themselves, ’ Who is 
this that forgiveth sins also ? 

50 And he said to the woman, * Thy faith 
hath saved thee; go in peace. 

CHAP. VIII. 


3 Women minister unto Christ of their substance. 4 Christ, 
after he had preached from place to place, attended with his 
apostles, propoundeth the parable of the sower, 16 and of 
the candle: 21 declareth who are his mother, and brethren: 
22 rebuketh the winds : 26 casteth the legion of devils out 
of the man into the herd of swine: 37 is rejected of the Gada- 
renes: 43 healeth the woman of her bloody issue, 49 and 
raiseth from death Jairus’ daughter. [ANNO pomtnt 31.] 


AN D it came to pass afterward, that he 

went throughout every city and vil- 
lage, preaching and showing the glad 
tidings of the kingdom of God: and the 
twelve were with him, 

2 And * certain women, which had been 
healed of evil spirits and infirmities, Mary 
called Magdalene, "out of whom went 
seven devils, 

3 And Joanna the wife of Chuza Herod’s 
steward, and Susanna, and many others, 
which ministered unto him of their sub- 
stance. 

4 4°And when much people were ga- 
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The parable of the sower. 


thered together, and were come to him out 
of every city, he spake by a parable : 

5 A sower went out to sow his seed: 
and as he sowed, some fell by the way- 
side; and.it was trodden down, and the 
fowls of the air devoured it. 

6 And somé fell upon a rock; and as 
soon as it was sprung up, it withered away, 
because it lacked moisture. 

7 And some fell among thorns; and the 
thorns sprang up with it, and choked it. 

8 And other fell on good ground, and 
sprang up, and bare fruit an hundred-fold. 
Andwhen he had said these things, he cried, 
He that hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

9 4 And his disciples asked him, saying, 
What might this parable be ? 

10 And he said, Unto you it is given to 
know the mysteries of the kingdom of God: 
but to others in parables; ° that seeing they 
might not see, and hearing they might not 
understand. 

11 ‘ Now the parable is this: The seed 
is the word of God. 

12 Those by the way-side are they that 
hear; then cometh the devil, and taketh 
away the word out of their hearts, lest they 
should believe and be saved. 

13 They on the rock are they, which, 
when they hear, receive the word with joy ; 
and these have no root, which for a while 
believe, and in time of temptation fall away. 

14 And that which fell among thorns are 
they, which, when they have heard, go forth, 


and are choked with cares and riches and 


pleasures of this life, and bring no fruit to 
perfection. 

15 But that on the good ground are they, 
which in an honest and good heart, having 
heard the word, keep it, and bring forth 
fruit with patience. . 

16 4 No man, when he hath lighted a 
candle, covereth it with a vessel, or putteth 
it under a bed; but setteth zt on a candle- 
a that they which enter in may see the 
ight.

17 * For nothing is secret, that shall not 
be made manifest ; neither any thing hid, 
that shall not be known and come abroad. 

18 Take heed therefore how ye hear: ‘for 
whosoever hath, to him shall be given; 
and whosoever hath not, from him shall be 
taken even that which he “seemeth to have. 

19 4* Then came to him his mother and 
his brethren, and could not come at him 
for the press. | 

20 And it was told him by certain which 
said, Thy mother and thy brethren stand 
without, desiring to see thee. 

21 And he answered and said unto them, 
My mother and my brethren are these 
which hear the word of God, and do. it. 

22 ¢ | Now it came to pass on a certain 
day, that he went into a ship with his dis- 
ciples: and he said unto them, Let us go 
over unto the other side of the lake. 
they launched forth. : 

23 But as they sailed he fell asleep: and

32 And there was there an herd of many 
swine feeding on the mountain: and they 
besought him that he would suffer them to 
enter intothem. And he suffered them. 

33 Then went the devils out of the man, 
and entered into the swine: and the herd 
ran violently down a steep place into the 
lake, and were choked. 

34 When they that fed them saw what 
was done, they fled, and went and told éé 
in the city and in the country. 

35 Then they went out to see what was 
done ; and came to Jesus, and found the 
man, out of whom the devils were departed, 
sitting at the feet of Jesus, clothed, and in 
his right mind: and they were afraid. 

36 They also which saw it told them by 
what means he that was possessed of the 
devils was healed. 

37 4 °'Then the whole multitude of the 
country of the Gadarenes round about 
P besought him to depart from them ; for 
they were taken with great fear: and he 
went up into the ship, and returned back 
again. 

38 Now ‘the man out of whom the de- 
vils were departed besought him that he 
might be with him: but Jesus sent him 
away, saying, 

39 Return to thine own house, and show 
how great things God hath done unto thee. 
And he went his way, and published through- 
out the whole city how great things Jesus 
had done unto him. }

40 And it came to pass, that, when Je- 
sus was returned, the people gladly received 
him: for they were all waiting for him. 

41 {* And, behold, there came a man 
named Jairus, and he was a ruler of the 
Synagogue: and he fell down at Jesus’ 
feet, and besought him that he would come 
into his house: 

42 For he had one only daughter, about 
twelve years of age, and she lay a dying. 
But as he went the people thronged him. 

43 {* And a woman having an issue of

48 And he said unto her, Daughter, be 
of good comfort: thy faith hath made thee 
whole; go in peace. 

49 4" While he yet spake, there cometh 
one from the ruler of the synagogue’s house, 
‘saying to him, Thy daughter is dead ; trou- 
ble not the Master. ; 

50 But when Jesus heard tf, he answer- 
ed him, saying, Fear not: believe only, and 
she shall be made whole. 

51 And when he came into the house, 
he suffered no man to go in, save Peter, 
and James, and John, and the father and 
the mother of the maiden. 

52 And all wept, and bewailed her: but 


Jaurus’ daughter raised to life. 
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Christ sendeth his apostles to preach. 


he-said, Weep not; she is not dead, * but 
sleepeth. 

53 And they laughed him to scorn, know- 
ing that she was dead. 

54 And he put them all out, and took 
her by the hand, and called, saying, Maid, 
Y arise. 

55 And her spirit came again, and she 
arose straightway : and he commanded to 
give her meat. 

56 And her parents were astonished: but 
“he charged them that they should.tell no

2 And ” he sent them to preach the king- 
dom of God, and to heal the sick. 

3 ¢ And he said unto them, Take nothing 
for your journey, neither staves, nor serip, 
neither bread, neither money; neither have 
two coats apiece.

25 ‘For what is a man advantaged, if 
he gain the whole world, and lose himself, 
or be cast away ? 

26 * For whosoever shall be ashamed of 
me and of my words, of him shall the Son 
of man be ashamed, when he shall come in 
his own glory, and in his Father’s, and of 
the holy angels. 

27 * But I tell you of a truth, there be 
some standing here, which shall not taste 
of death, till they see the kingdom of 
God. 

28 7 And it came to pass about an eight 
days after these “sayings, he took Peter 
and John and James, and went up into a 
mountain to pray. 

29 And as he prayed, the fashion of his. 
countenance was altered, and his raiment 
was white and glisterine. 

30 And, behold, there talked with him 
two men, which were Moses and Elias: 

31 Who appeared in glory, and spake 
of his decease which he should accomplish

47 And Jesus, perceiving the thought of 
their heart, took a child, and set him by

shall receive this child in my name receiv- 
eth me: and whosoever shall receive me 
receiveth him that sent me: ‘for he that is 
least among you all, the same shall be great. 

49 ¢* And John answered and said, 
Master, we saw one casting out devils in 
thy name; and we forbade him, because he 
followeth not with us. | 

50 And Jesus said unto him, Forbid him 
not: for |he that is not against us 1s for us. 

51 4 And it came to pass, when the time 
was come that ™he should be received up, 
he stedfastly set his face to go to Jerusalem, 

52 And sent messengers before his face: 
and they went, and entered into a village 
of the Samaritans, to make ready for him. 

53 And * they did not receive him, be- 
cause his face was as though he would go 
to Jerusalem. 

54 Andwhen hisdisciples James and John 
saw this, they said, Lord, wilt thou that we 
command fire to come down from heaven, 
and,consume them, even as ° Elias did ? 

55 But he turned, and rebuked them, and 
said, Ye know not what manner of spirit 
ye are of. 

56 For? the Son of man is not come to 
destroy men’s lives, but to save them. And 
they went to another village. 

57 § 4 And it came to pass, that, as they 
went in the way, a certain man said unto 
him, Lord, I will follow thee whithersoever 
thou goest. 

58 And Jesus said unto him, Foxes have 
holes, and birds of the air have nests; but 
the Son of man hath not where to lay his 
head. 

59 * And he said unto another, Follow 
me. But he said, Lord, suffer me first to 
go and bury my father. 

60 Jesus said unto him, Let the dead 
bury their dead: but go thou and preach 
the kingdom of God. 

61 And another also said, Lord, * I will 
follow thee ; but let me first go bid them 
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farewell, which are at home at my house. 


62 And Jesus said unto him, No man, 


having put his hand to the plough, and look- 
ing back, is fit for the kingdom of God.

1 Christ sendeth out at once seventy disciples to porktmikoo i 
and to preach: 17 admonisheth them to be humble, and where- 
in to rejoice: 21 thanketh his Father for his grace: 23 
magnificth the happy estate of his church : 25 teacheth the 
lawyer how to obtain eternal life, and to take every one for 
his neighbour that needeth his mercy : 41 reprehendeth Mar- 
tha, and commendeth Mary her sister.

A these things the Lord appointed 
other seventy also, and *sent them two 
and two before his face into every city and 
place, whither he himself would come. 

2 Therefore said he unto them, ® The 
harvest truly is great, but the labourers 
are few: ° pray ye therefore the Lord of 
the harvest, that he would send forth la- 
bourers into his harvest. 

3 Go your ways: ‘ behold, Isend you 
forth as lambs,among wolves. 


4 ¢Carry neither purse, nor scrip, nor 


shoes: and ‘salute no man by the way. 

5 & And into whatsoever house ye enter, 
first say, Peace be to this house. 

6 And if the son of peace be there, your 
peace shall rest upon it: if not, it shall 
turn to you again. 

7 » And in the same house remain, ‘eat- 
ing and drinking such things as they give: 
for * the labourer is worthy of his hire. Go 
not from house to house. | 

8 And into whatsoever city ye enter, 
and they receive you, eat such things as 
are set before you: 

9 1 And heal the sick that are therein, 
and say unto them, ™ The kingdom of God 
is come nigh unto you. 

10 But into whatsoever city ye enter, 
and they receive you not, go your ways 
out into the streets of the same, and say, 

11 "Even thevery dust of your city, which 
cleaveth on us, we do wipe off against you: 
notwithstanding be ye sure of this, that the 
kingdom of God is come njgh unto you. 
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Christ thanketh his Father forshis grace. 


12 But I say unto you, That ° it shall be 
more tolerable inthat day for Sodom, than 
for that city. 

13 » Wo unto thee, Chorazin! wo unto 
dite, Bethsaida! 4 for if the mighty works 
had been done in Tyre and Sidon, which 
have been done in you, they had a great 


while ago repented, sitting in sackcloth| 


and ashes. 
14 But it shall be more tolerable for Tyre 


and Sidon at the judgment, than for you. 


15 * And thou, Capernaum, which art 
* exalted to heaven, ‘shalt be thrust down 


to hell. 


16 "He that heareth you heareth me; 
and *he that despiseth you despiseth me ; 
¥ and he that despiseth me despiseth him 
that sent me. 

17 4 And *the seventy returned again 
with joy, saying, Lord, even the devils are 
subject unto us through thy name. 

18 And he said unto them, ?I beheld 
Satan as lightning fall from heaven. 

19 Behold, ®I give unto you power to 
tread on serpents and scorpions, and over 
all the power of the enemy: and nothing 
shall by any means hurt you. ° 

20 Notwithstanding in this rejoice not, 
that the spirits are subject unto you ; but 
rather rejoice, because ° your names are 
written in heaven. 

21 4° In that hour Jesus rejoiced in spi- 
rit, and said, I thank thee, O Father, Lord 
of heaven andearth, that thou hast hid these 
things from the wise and prudent, and hast 
revealed them unto babes: even so, Father; 
for so it seemed good in thy sight. 

22 °“All things are delivered to me of 
my Father: and ‘no man knoweth who the 


' Son is, but the Father; and who the Fa- 


ther is, but the Son, and he to whom the 
Son will reveal him. 


23 7 And he turned him unto his disci- ||

CHAP. X. 


The parable of the good Samaritan. 


24 For J tell you, > that many prophets 
and kings have desired to see those things 
which ye see, and have not seen them; and 
to hear those things which ye hear, and 
have not heard them. 

25 4 And, behold, a certain lawyer stood 
up, and tempted him, saying, ‘ Master, 
what shall I do to inherit eternal life ? 

26 He said unto him, What is written in 
the law ? how readest thou ? . 

27 And he answering said, * Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with all thy 
strength, and with all thy mind; and'thy 
neighbour as thyself. 

28 And he said unto him, Thou hast an- 
swered right: this do, and ™ thou shalt live. 

29 But he, willing to "justify himself, 
said unto Jesus, And who is my neighbour ? 

30 And Jesus answering said, A certain 
man went down from Jerusalem to Jeri- 
cho, and fell among thieves, which strip- 
ped him of his raiment, and wounded him, 
and departed, leaving him half dead. 

31 And by chance there came down a 
certain priest that way: and when he saw 
him, ° he passed by on the other side. 

32 And likewise a Levite, when he was 
at the place, came and looked on him, and 
passed by on the other side. 

33 But a certain ? Samaritan, as he jour- 
neyed, came where he was: and when he 
saw him, he had compassion on him, 

34 And went to him, and bound up his 
wounds, pouring in oil and wine, and set 
him on his own beast, and brought him to 
an inn, and took care of him. 

35 And on the perros when he depart- 
ed, he took out two ° pence, and gave them 
to ane host, and said unto him, Take care 
of him ; and whatsoever thouspendest more, 
when I come.again, I will repay thee. 

36 Which now of these three, thinkest 
thou, was neighbour unto him that fell 
among the thieves ? 
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Christ teacheth to pray. 


37 And he said, He that showed mercy 
on him. Then said Jesus unto him, Go, 
and do thou likewise. 

38 { Now it came to pass, as they went, 
that he entered into a certain village: and 
a certain woman named 4 Martha received 
him into her house. 

39 And she had a sister called Mary, 
* which also * sat at Jesus’ feet, and heard 
his word. 

40 But Martha was cumbered about 
much serving, and came to him, and said, 
Lord, dost thou not care that my sister hath 
left me to serve alone? bid her therefore 
that she help me. 

41 And Jesus answered and said unto 
her, Martha, Martha, thou art careful and 
troubled about many things : 

42 But ‘ one thing is needful : and Mary 
hath chosen that good .part, which shall 
not be taken away from her. 


CHAP. XI.

14 He, casting out a 
dumb devil, rebuketh the blasphemous Pharisees: 28 and 
showeth who are blessed: 29 preacheth to the people, 37 and 
reprehendeth the outward show of holiness in the Pharisees, 
scribes, and lawyers. [ANNO DOMINI 33. ] 


ND it came to pass, that, as he was 
praying in a certain place, when he 
ceased, one of his disciples said unto him, 
Lord, teach us to pray, as John also taught 
his disciples. 

2 And he said unto them, When ye pray, 
say, *Our Father which art in heaven, 
Hallowed be thy name. Thy kingdom 
come. ‘Thy will be done, as in heaven, so 
in earth. 

3 Give us “day by day our daily bread. 

4 And forgive us our sins; for we also 
forgive every one that is indebted to us. 
And lead us not into temptation ; but de- 
liver us from evil. 

5 And he said unto them, Which of you 
shall have a friend, and shall go unto him 


at midnight, and say unto him, Friend, lend 


me three loaves ;

and give him as many as he needeth. 

9 ° And I say unto you, Ask, and it shall 
be given you; seek, and ye shall find;

10 For every one that asketh receiveth ; 
and he that seeketh findeth ; and to him 
that knocketh it shall be opened. 

11 “Ifason shall ask bread of any of 
you that is a father, will he give hima stone? 
or if he ask a fish, will he for a fish give him 
a serpent ? ° 

12 Or if he shall ask an egg, will he 


‘offer him a scorpion? 


13 If ye then, being evil, know how to 


‘give good gifts unto your children: how 
much more shall your heavenly Father © 


give the Holy Spirit to them that ask him ? 


14°41 * And he was casting out a devil, — 
jand it was dumb. And it came to pass, © 


when the devil was gone out, the dumb 
Spake; and the people wondered. 
15 But some of them said, ‘ He casteth 


out devils through ¢ Beelzebub the chief of 


the devils. 


16 And others, tempting him, § sought of —

17 * But the, knowing their thoughts, 
said unto them, Every kingdom divided 
against itself is brought to desolation ; and 
a house divided against a house falleth. 

18 If Satan also be divided against 
himself, how shall his kingdom stand ? be-

19 Andif I by Beelzebub cast out devils, 
by whom do your sons cast them out? there- 
fore shall they be your judges.

22 But ™ when astronger than he shall 
come upon him and overcome him, he tak- 
eth from him all his armour wherein he 
trusted, and divideth his spoils. 

23 "He that is not with me is against 
me: and he that gathereth not with me 
scattereth. 

24 ° When the unclean spirit is gone out 
of a man, he walketh through dry places, 
seeking rest; and finding none, he saith, I 
willreturnuntomy house whence I came out. 

25 And when he cometh, he findeth ié 
swept and garnished. 

26 Then goeth he, and taketh to him 
seven other spirits more wicked than him- 
self; and they enter in, and dwell there: 


and Pthe last state of that man is worse 


than the first. 

27 4 And it came to pass, as he spake 
these things, a certain woman of the com- 
pany lifted up her voice, and said unto him, 
1 Blessed is the womb that bare thee, and 
the paps which thou hast sucked. 

. 28 But he said, Yea, ‘rather, blessed are 
they that hear the word of God, and keep it. 

29 4 *And when the people were _ga- 
thered thick together, he began to say, 
This is an evil generation: they seek a 
sign; and there shall no sign be given it, 
but the sign of Jonas the prophet. 

30 For as ‘Jonas was a sign unto the 
Ninevites, so shall also the Son of man be 
to this generation. 

31 "The queen of the south shall rise up 
in the judgment with the men of this ge- 
neration, and condemn them: for she came 
from the utmost parts of the earth to hear 
the wisdom of Solomon; and, behold, a 
greater than Solomon is here. 


32 The men of Nineveh shall rise up in|

shall condemn it : for * they repented at the 
preaching of Jonas; and, behold, a great- 
er than Jonas is here. 

33 Y No man, when he hath lighted a 
candle, putteth it in a secret place, neither 
under a ° bushel, but ona candlestick, that 
they which come in may sce the light. 

34 * The light of the body is the eye: 
therefore when thine eye is sin gle, thy whole 
body also is full of light; but when thine 
eye is evil, thy body also is full of darkness. 

35 Take heed therefore that the hight 
which is in thee be not darkness. 

36 If thy whole body therefore be full of 
light, having no part dark, the whole shall 
be full of light, as when ‘the bright shin: 
ing of a candle doth give thee light. 

37 4 And as he spake, a certain Phari- 
see besought him to dine with him: and 
he went in, and sat down to meat. 

38 And * when the Pharisees saw if, he 
marvelled that he had not first washed be- 
fore dinner. 

39 » And the Lord said unto him, Now do 
ye Pharisees make clean the outside of the 
cup and the platter ; but ° your inward part 
is full of ravening and wickedness. 

40 Ye fools, did not he that made that 
which is without make that which is with- 
in also ? 

41 “But rather give alms * of such things 
as ye have; and, behold, all things are 
clean unto you. 

42 ° But wo unto you, Pharisees! for ye 
tithe mint and rue and all manner of herbs, 
and pass over judgment and the love of: 
God: these ought ye to have done, and not 


ito leave the other undone. 


43 ‘Wo unto you, Pharisees! for ye love 
the uppermost seats in the synagogues, and 
greetings in the markets. 

44 * Wo unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites! "for ye are as graves which 
appear not, and the men that walk over 
them are not aware of them. 

45 4 Then answered one of the lawyers, 
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Christ teacheth to avoid hypocrisy. 


and said unto him, Master, thus saying thou 
reproachest us also. 

46 And he said, Wo unto you also, ye 
lawyers! ifor ye lade men with burdens 
grievous to be borne, and ye yourselves touch 
not the burdens with one of your fingers. 

47 * Wo unto you! for ye build the se- 
pulchres of the prophets, and your fathers 
killed them. 


48 Truly ye bear witness that ye allow the | 


deeds of your fathers: for they indeed kill- 
ed them, and ye build their sepulchres. 

49 Therefore alsosaid the wisdom of God, 
1T will send them prophets and apostles, and 
some of them they shall slay and perse- 
cute: 

50 That the blood of all the prophets, 
which was shed from the foundation of the 
world, may be required of this generation ; 

51 ™From the blood of Abel unto * the 
blood of Zacharias, which perished between 
the altar and the temple: verily I say unto 
you, It shall be required of this generation. 

52 ° Wo unto you, lawyers! for ye have 
taken away the key of knowledge : ye en- 
ter not in yourselves, and them that were 
entering in ye * hindered. 

53 And as he said these things unto 
them, the scribes and the Pharisees began 
to urge hum vehemently, and to provoke 
him to speak of many things: 

54 Laying wait for him, and ? seeking 
to catch something out of his mouth, that 
they might accuse him. i 


CHAP. XII. ° 

Christ preacheth to his disciples to avoid hypocrisy, and fear- 
Sulness in publishing his doctrine : 13 warneth the people to 
beware of covetousness, by the parable of the rich man who 
set up greater barns. 22 We must. not be over careful of 
earthly things, 31 but seek the kingdom of God, 33 give 
alms, 36 be ready at a knock to open to our Lord whensoever 
he cometh.

25 And which of you with taking thought 
can add to his stature one cubit ? 

26 If ye then be not able to do that 
thing which is least, why take ye thought 
for the rest ? 

27 Consider the lilies how they grow: 
they toil not, they spin not; and yet I say 


unto you, that Solomon in all his glory was | 


not arrayed like one of these. 

28 Ifthen God so clothe the grass, which 
is to-day in the field, and to-morrow is cast 
into the oven; how muchmorevwillhe clothe 
you, O ye of little faith ? 

29 And seek not ye what ye shall eat, 
or what ye shall drink, ‘neither be ye of 
doubtful mind.

58 4° When thou goest with thine ad- 
versary to the magistrate, ? as thou art in 
the way, give diligence that thou mayest 
be delivered from him; lest he hale thee 
to the judge, and the judge deliver thee to 
the officer, and the officer cast thee into 
prison. 

59 Itellthee, thoushalt not depart thence, 
till thou hast paid the very last / mite.

3 [tell you, Nay: but, except ye repent, 
ye shall all likewise perish. 

4 Or those eighteen, upon whom the 
tower in Siloam fell, and slew them, think 
ye that they were “sinners above all men 
that dwelt in Jerusalem ? 

5 Itell you, Nay: but, except ye repent, 
ye shall all likewise perish. 

6 4 He spake also this parable ; * A cer- 
tain man had a fig-tree planted in his vine- 
yard; and he came and sought fruit there- 
on, and found none. 

7 Then said he unto the dresser of his 
vineyard, Behold, these three years I come 
seeking fruit on this fig-tree, and find 
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The parable of the mustard-seed.

8 And he answering said unto him,| 


Lord, let it alone this year also, till I shall 
dig about it, and dung it :

11 4 And, behold, there was a woman 
which had a spirit of infirmity eighteen 
years, and was bowed together, and could 
in no wise lift up herself. 

12 And when Jesus saw her, he called 
her to him, and said unto her, Woman, thou 
art loosed from thine infirmity. 

13 ° And he laid his hands on her: and 
immediately she was made straight, and 
glorified God. 

14 And the ruler of the synagogue an- 
swered with indignation, because that Je- 
sus had healed on the sabbath-day, and 
said unto the people, * There are six days 
in which men ought to work: in them there- 
fore come and be healed, and * not on the 
sabbath-day.

| 20 And again he said, Whereunto shall 
I liken the kingdom of God? 

21 It is like leaven, which a woman took 
and hid in three > measures of meal, till 
the whole was leavened. 

22 * And he went through the cities and 
villages, teaching, and journeying toward 
Jerusalem. | 

23 Then said one unto him, Lord, ‘are 
there few that be saved? And he said unto 
them, 

24 4 * Strive to enter in at the strait 
gate: for ' many, I say unto you, will seek 
to enter in, and shall not be able. 

25 ™ When once the master of the house 
is risen up, and “hath shut to the door, 
and ye begin to stand without, and to knock 
at the door, saying, ° Lord, Lord, open unto 
us; and he shall answer and say unto you, 
'’ I know you not whence ye are: 

26 Then shall ye begin to say, We have 
eaten and drunk in thy presence, and thou 
hast taught in our streets. 

27 4 But he shall say, I tell you, I know 
you not whence ye are; ‘depart from me, 
all ye workers of iniquity. 

28 *'There shall be weeping and gnash- 
ing of teeth, ‘when ye shall see Abraham, 
and Isaac, and Jacob, and all the prophets, 
in the kingdom of God, and you yourselves 
thrust out. ' 

29 And they shall come from the east, 
and from the west, and from the north, and 
from the south, and shall sit down in the 
kingdom of God.

31 4 The same day there came certain 
of the Pharisees, saying unto him, Get 
thee out, and depart hence: for Herod will 
kill thee. 

32 And he said unto them, Go ye, and 
tell that fox, Behold, I cast out devils, and 
I do cures to-day and to-morrow, and the 
third day * I shall be perfected. 
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Christ teacheth humility. 


33 Nevertheless I must walk to-day, and 
to-morrow, and the day following : for it 
cannot be that a prophet perish out of Je- 
rusalem. 

34 ¥ OJerusalem, Jerusalem, which kill- 
est the prophets, and stonest them that are 
sent unto thee ; how often would I have ga- 
thered thy children together, as a hen doth 
gather her brood under her wings, and ye 
would not ! 

35 Behold, 7 your house is left unto you 
desolate: and verily I say unto you, Ye 
shall not see me, until the time come when 
ye shall say, * Blessed is he that cometh in 
the name of the Lord. 

CHAP. XIV. 


2 Christ healeth the dropsy on the sabbath : 7 teacheth humi- 
lity: 12 to feast the poor: 15 under the parable of the 
great supper, showeth how worldly minded men, who contemn 
the word of God, shall be shut out of heaven.

10 ° But when thou art bidden, go and sit 
down in the lowest room; that when he that 
bade thee cometh, he may say unto thee, 
Friend, go up higher : then shalt thou have 
worship in the presence of them that sit at 
meat with thee. 

11 ‘For whosoever exalteth himselfshall 
be abased ; and he that humbleth himself 


shall be exalted. 


12 4 Then said he also to him that bade 


him, When thou makest a dinner or asup- — 


per, call not thy friends, nor thy brethren, 
neither thy kinsmen, nor thy rich neigh- 
bours ; lest they also bid thee again, and a 
recompense be made thee. 

13 But when thou makest a feast, call 
© the poor, the maimed, the lame, the blind: 

14 And thou shalt be blessed ; for they 
cannot recompense thee: for thou shalt be 
recompensed at the resurrection of the just. 

15 { And when one of them that sat at 
meat with him. heard these things, he said 
unto him, ‘ Blessed is he that shall eat 
bread in the kingdom of God. 

16 ¢ Then said he unto him, A certain 
man made a great supper, and bade many : 

17 And * sent his servant at supper-time 
to say to them that were bidden, Come ; 
for all things are now ready. 

18 And they all with one consent began 
to make excuse. The first said unto him, 
I have bought a piece of ground, and I 
must needs go and see it: I pray thee have 
me excused. 

19 And another said, I have bought five 


yoke of oxen, and I go to prove them: I 


pray thee have me excused. 

20 And another said, I have married a 
wife, and therefore I cannot come.

‘selves friends of the ‘mammon of unright- 


eousness ; that, when ye fail, they may re- 
ceive you into everlasting habitations. 

10 ° He that is faithful in that which is 
least is faithful also in much: and he that 
is unjust in the least is unjust also in 
much. 

11 If therefore ye have not been faithful 
in the unrighteous “mammon, who will 
commit to your trust the true riches ? 

12 And if ye have not been faithful in 
that which is another man’s, who shall give 
you that which is your own ? 

13 4 “No servant can serve two mas- 
ters: for either he will hate the one, and 
love the other; or else he will hold to the 
one, and despise the other. Ye cannot 
serve God and mammon. 

14 And the Pharisees also, * who were 
covetous, heard all these things: and they 
derided him. 

15 And he said unto them, Ye are they 
which ‘justify yourselves before men; but 
®God knoweth your hearts: for *that which 
is highly esteemed among men is abomina- 
tion in the sight of God. 

16 ‘The law and the prophets were un- 
til John: since that time the kingdom of 
God is preached, and every man presseth 
into it. 

17 * And it is easier for heaven and earth 
to pass, than one tittle of the law to fail. 

18 ‘Whosoever putteth away his wife, 
and marrieth another, committeth adulte- 
ty : and whosoever marrieth her that is put 
away from her husband committeth adul- 
tery. 

19 4 There was a certain rich man,

which was clothed in purple, and fine linen, 
and fared sumptuously every day : 

20 And there was a certain beggar 
named Lazarus, which was laid at his

22 And it came to pass, that the beggar 
died, and was carried by the angels into 
Abraham’s bosom : the rich man also died, 
and was buried ;

5 And the apostles said unto the Lord, 
Increase our faith. 

6 “And the Lord said, If ye had faith as 
a grain of mustard-seed, ye might say unto 
this sycamine-tree, Be thou plucked up by 
the root, and be thou planted in the sea ;

7 But which of you, having a servant 
ploughing or feeding cattle, will say unto 
him by and by, when he is come from the 
field, Go and sit down to meat ?

9 And he spake this parable unto certain 
*which trusted in themselves ® that they 
were righteous, and despised others: 

10 ''wo men went up into the temple 
to pray; the one a Pharisee, and the other 
a publican. 

11 The Pharisee ‘stood and prayed thus 
with himself, § God, I thank thee, that Iam 
not as other men are, extortioners, unjust, 
adulterers, or even as this publican. 

12 I fast twice in the week, I give tithes 
of all that I possess. 

13 And the publican, standing afar off, 
would not lift up so much as his eyes unto 
heaven, but smote upon his breast, saying, 
God be merciful to me a sinner. 

14 I tell you, this man went down to his 
house justified raiher than the other : * for 
every one that exalteth himself shall be 
abased; and he that humbleth himself 
shall be exalted. 

15 * And they brought unto him also in- 
fants, that he would touch them: but when 
his disciples saw it, they rebuked them. 

16 But Jesus called them wnto him, and 
said, Suffer little children to come unto me, 
and forbid them not: for * of such is the 
kingdom of God. 

17 ! Verily I say unto you, Whosoever 
shall not receive the kingdom of God as a 
little child shall in no wise enter therein. 

18 ™ And a certain ruler asked him, say- 
ing, Good Master, what shall I do to in- 
herit eternal life ? 

19 And Jesus said unto him, Why call- 
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Christ foretelleth his own death. 


est thou me good ? none 1s good, save one, 
that 1s, God. . 

20 Thou knowest the commandments, 
"Do not commit adultery, Do not kill, Do 
not steal, Do not bear false witness, ° Ho- 
nour thy father and thy mother. 

21 And he said, All these have I kept 
from my youth up. ay 

22 Now when Jesus heard these things, 
he said unto him, Yet lackest thou one 
thing: ? sell all that thou hast, and distri- 
bute unto the poor, and thou shalt have 
treasure in heaven: and come, follow me. 

23 And when he heard this, he was very 
sorrowful: for he was very rich. 

24 And when Jesus saw that he was 
very sorrowful, he said, 1 How hardly shall 
they that have riches enter into the king- 
dom of God! 

25 For it is easier for a camel to go 
through a needle’s eye, than for a rich man 
to enter into the kingdom of God. 

26 And they that heard a said, Who 
then can be saved ? 

27 And he said, " The things which are 
impossible with men are possible with God. 

28 * Then Peter said, Lo, we have left 
all, and followed thee. 

29 And he said unto them, Verily I say 
unto you, ' There is no man that hath left 
house, or parents, or brethren, or wife, or 
children, for the kingdom of God’s sake, 

30 "Who shall not receive manifold more 
in this present time, and in the world to 
come life everlasting. 

31 €*Then he took unto him the twelve, 
and said unto them, Behold, we go up to 
‘Jerusalem, and all things ” that are written 
by the prophets concerning the Son of man 
shall be accomplished. 

32 For Zhe shall be delivered unto the 
Gentiles, and shall be mocked, and spite- 
fully entreated, and spitted on:

AN D Jesus entered and passed through 
Jericho. 
2 And, behold, there was a man named 


Zaccheus, which was the chief among the 


publicans, and he was rich. 

3 And he sought to see Jesus who he 
was; and could not for the press, because 
he was little of stature. 

4 And he ran before, and climbed up 
into a syeamore-tree to see him: for he 
was to pass that way. 

5 And when Jesus came to the place, 
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The ten pieces of money. 


he looked up, and saw him, and said unto 
him, Zaccheus;make haste, and come down; 
for to-day I must abide at thy house. 

6 And he made haste, and came down, 
and received him joyfully. 

7 And when they saw 7é, they all mur- 
mured, saying, * That he was gone to be 
guest with a man that is a sinner... 


8 And Zaccheus stood, and said unto 


the Lord; Behold, Lord, the half of my 
goods I give to the poor; and if IT have 
taken any thing from any man by ° false 
accusation, °I restore him four-fold. 

9 And Jesus said unto him, This day is 
salvation come to this house, forasmuch as 
“he also is *a son of Abraham. 

10 ‘For the Son of man is come to seek 
and to save that which was lost. 

11 And as they heard these things, he 
added and spake a parable, because he was 
nigh to Jerusalem, and because £ the 
thought that the kingdom of God should 
immediately appear. 

12 » He said therefore, A certain noble- 
man went into a far country to receive for 
himself a kingdom, and to return. 

18 And he called his ten servants, and 
delivered them ten “pounds, and said unto 
them, Occupy till I come. 

14 ‘ But his citizens hated him, and sent 
a message after him, saying, We will not 
have this man to reign over us. 

15 And it came to pass, that when he 
was returned, having received the kingdom, 
then he commanded these servants to be 
called unto him, to whom he had given the 
*money, that he might know how much 
every man had gained by trading. 

16 Then came the first, saying, Lord, 
thy pound hath gained ten pounds. 

17 And he said unto him, Well, thou 
good servant: because thou hast been 
‘faithful in a very little, have thou autho- 
rity over ten cities.

21 'For I feared thee, because thou art 
an austere man: thou takest up that thou 
layedst not down, and reapest that thou 
didst not sow. 

22 And he saith unto him, ™ Out of thine 
own mouth will I judge thee, thou wicked 
servant. ™ Thou knewest that I was an 
austere man, taking up that [laid not down, 
and reaping that I did not sow: 

23 Wherefore then gavest not thou my 
money into the bank, that at my coming | 
might have required mine own with usury ? 

24 And he said unto them that stood by, 
Take from him the pound, and give it to 
him that hath ten pounds. 

25 (And they said unto him, Lord, he 
hath ten pounds.) 

26 For Isay unto you, ° That unto every 
one which hath shall be given; and from 
him that hath not, even that he hath shall 
be taken away from him. 

27 But those mine enemies, which would 
not that I should reign over them, bring 
hither, and slay them before me. 

28 4 And when he had thus spoken, ? he 
went before, ascending up to Jerusalem. 

29 1 And it came to pass, when he was 
come nigh to Bethphage and Bethany, at 
the mount called the mount of Olives, he 
sent two of his disciples, 

30 Saying, Go ye into the village over 
against you; in the which at your enter- 
‘ing ye shall find a colt tied, whereon yet 
never man sat: loose him, and bring him 
hither. 

31 And if any man ask you, Why do ye 
loose him ? thus shall ye say unto him, Be- 
cause the Lord hath need of him. 

32 And they that were sent went their 
way, and found even as he had said unto 
|them.

3 And he answered and said unto them, I 
will alsoask youone thing; and answer me: 

4 The baptism of John, was it from hea- 
ven, or of men? 

5 And they reasoned with themselves, 
saying, If we shall say, From heaven; he 
will say, Why then believed ye him not ? 

6 But and if we say, Of men; all the 
people will stone us: ° for they be per- 
suaded that John was a prophet. 

7 And they answered, that they could 
not tell whence 2 was.

15 So they cast him out of the vine- 
yard, and killed him. What therefore shall 
the lord of the vineyard do unto them 2?

1 Christ, preparing his apostles to the beholding of his ascen- 
ston gathereth them together into the mount Olivet, command- 
eth them to expect in Jerusalem the sending down of the 
Holy Ghost, promiseth after few days to send it : by virtue 
whereof they should be witnesses unto him, even to the utmost 
parts of the earth. 9 After his ascension they are warned 
by two angels to depart, and to set their minds upon his second 
coming. “12 They accordingly return, and, giving them- 
selves to prayer, choose Matthias apostle i in the place of Ju- 
das.

CHAP. II. 


The descent of the Holy’ Ghost.

21 Wherefore of these men which have 
companied with us all the time that the 
Lord Jesus went in and out among us,

CHAP. II. 


1 The apostles, filled with the Holy Ghost, and speaking di- is 


vers languages, are admired by some, and derided by others, 
14 Whom Peter disproving, and showing that the apostles 
spake by the power of the Holy Ghost, that Jesus was risen 
Jrom the dead, ascended into heaven, had poured down the 
same Holy Ghost, and was the Messias, a man known to 
them to be approved of God by his miracles, wonders, and 
signs, and not crucified without his determinate counsel and 
Soreknowledge : 37 he baptizeth a great number that were 
converted. 41 Who afterwards devoutly and charitably 
converse together : the apostles working many miracles, and 
God daily increasing his Church. [anno pomun1 33.] 


ND when *the day of Pentecost was 
fully come, >they were all with one 
accord in one place. 

2 And suddenly there came a sound from 
heaven as of a rushing mighty wind, and ° it 
filled all the house where they were sitting. 

3 And there appeared unto#hem cloven 
tongues like as of fire, and it sat upon each 
of them. . 

4 And ‘they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and began *to speak with other 
tongues, as the Spirit gave them utterance.

10. Phrygia, and Pamphylhia, in Egypt, 
and in'the parts of Libya about Cyrene, 
and strangersof Rome, Jews and proselytes,

works of God.

14 4 But Peter, standing up with the 
eleven, lifted up his voice, and said unto 
them, Ye men of Judea, and all ye that 
dwell at Jerusalem, be this known unto 
you, and hearken to my words : |

suppose, ®seeing it is bet the third hour 
of the day. 

16 But this is that which was spoken by 
the prophet Joel ; 

17 ® And it shall come to pass in the last 
days, saith God, ‘I will pour out of my 
Spirit upon all flesh: and your sons and 
k your daughters shall prophesy, and your 
young men shall see visions, and your old 
‘men shall dream dreams: 

18 And on my servants and on my hand- 
maidens I will pour out in those days of 
my Spirit; ‘and they shall prophesy: 


Many are converted by it. 


19 ™ And I will show wonders in heaven 
above, and signs in the earth beneath ; 
blood, and fire, and vapour of smoke : 

20°" The sun shall be turned into dark- 
ness, and the moon into blood, before that 
great and notable day of the Lord come: 

21 And it shall come to pass, that ° who- 
soever shall call on the name of the Lord 
shall be saved. ) 

22 Ye men of Israel, hear these words; 
Jesus of Nazareth, a man approved of God — 
among you ? by miracles and wonders and 
signs, which God did by him in the midst 
of you, as ye yourselves also know: 

23 Him, ‘being delivered by the deter- 
minate counsel and foreknowledge of God, 
"ye have taken, and by wicked hands have 
crucified and slain : 

24 * Whom God hath raised up, having 
loosed the pains of death: because it was 
not possible that he should be holden of it. 
_ 25 For David speaketh concerning him, 
tI foresaw the Lord always before my face, 
for he is on my right hand, that I should 
not be moved : 

26 Therefore did my heart rejoice, and 
my tongue was glad; moreover also my 
flesh shall rest in hope: 

27 Because thou wilt not leave my soul 
in hell, neither wilt thou suffer thine Holy 
One to see corruption. . 

28 Thou hast made known to me the 
ways of life; thou shalt make me full of 
joy with thy countenance. 

29 Men and brethren, “let me freely 
speak unto you “of the patriarch David, © 
that he is both dead and buried, and his — 
sepulchre is with us unto this day. 

30 Therefore being a prophet, * and 
knowing that God had sworn with an oath 
to him, that of the fruit of his loins, ac- 
cording to the flesh, he would raise up 
Christ to sit on his throne ; 

31 He seeing this before spake of the 
resurrection of Christ, ¥ that his soul was

the church fleeth to prayer. 31 And God, by moving the place 
where they were assembled, testified that he heard their prayer: 
confirming the church with the gift of the Holy Ghost, and 
with mutual love and charity. [ANNO DomIN1 33. | 


ND as they spake unto the people, the 

priests, and the “captain of the tem- 

ple, and the Sadducees, came upon them,

people, and preached through Jesus the re- 
surrection from the dead. 

3 And they laid hands on them, and 
put them in hold unto the next day: for it 
was now even-tide. 

4 Howbeit many of them which heard 
the word believed; and the number of the 
men was about five thousand. 

5 4 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that their rulers, and elders, and scribes,

‘11 & This is the stone which was set at 
nought of you builders, which is become the 
head of the corner. 

12 *Neither is there salvation in any 
other: for there is none other name under 
heaven given among men, whereby we must 
be saved. 

13 {| Now when they saw the boldness 
of Peter and John, ‘and perceived that they 
were unlearned and ignorant men, they 
marvelled; and they took knowledge of 
them, that they had been with Jesus. 

14 And beholding the man which was 
healed *standing with them, they could 
say nothing against it. 

15 But when they had commanded them 
to go aside out of the council, they confer- 
red among themselves, 

16 Saying, ' What shall we do to these 
men? for that indeed a notable miracle 
hath been done by them és ™ manifest to all 
them that dwell in Jerusalem; and we can- 
not deny i. 

17 But that it spread no further among the 
people, letusstraitly threaten them, that they 
speak henceforth to no man in this name. 

18*And they called them, and command- 
ed them not to speak at all nor teach in the 
name of Jesus. 

19 But Peter and John answered and

° Whether it be right in the 
sight of God to hearken unto you more than 
unto God, judge ye.

21 So when they had further threaten- 
ed them, they let them go, finding nothing 
how they might punish them, * because of 
the people: for all men glorified God for 
‘that which was done. 

22 Forthe man was above forty years old, 
on whom thismiracle of healing was showed. 

23 4 And being let go, ‘they went to their 
own company, and reported all thatthe chief 
priests and elders had said unto them. 

24 And when they heard that, they lift- 
ed up their voice to God with one accord, 


‘and said, Lord, *thou art God, which hast 


made heaven, and earth, and the sea, and 
all that in them is: 

25 Who by the mouth of thy servant Da- 
vid hast said, * Why did the heathen rage, 
and the people imagine vain things ? 

26 The kings of the earth stood up, and 
the rulers were gathered together against 
the Lord, and against his Christ 

27 For ‘of a truth against “thy holy child 
Jesus, * whom thou hast anointed, both He- 
rod, and Pontius Pilate, with the Gentiles, 
and the people of Israel, were gathered 
together, 

28 > For to do whatsoever thy hand and 
thy counsel determined before to be done. 

29 And now, Lord, behold their threat- 
enings: and grant unto thy seryants, °*that 
with all boldness they may speak thy word, 

30 By stretching forth thine hand to 
heal; “and that signs and wonders may be 
done *by the name of ‘ thy holy child Jesus. 

31 4 And when they had prayed, the 
place was shaken where they were assem- 
bled together; and they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and they spake the word 
of God with boldness. 

32 And the multitude of them that be- 
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The sm of Ananias and Sapphira. 


lieved ‘were of one heart and of one soul : 
«neither said any of them that ought of the 
things which he possessed was his own; 
but they had all things common. 

33 And with! great power gave the apos- 
tles "witness of the resurrection of the Lord 
Jesus: and® great grace was.upon them all. 

34 Neither was there any among them that 
lacked: ° for as many as were possessors of 
lands or houses sold them, and brought the 
prices of the things that were sold, 

35 » And laid them down at the apostles’ 
feet: 1and distribution was made unto every 
man according as he had need. 

36 And Joses, who by the apostles was 
surnamed. Barnabas, (which is, being in- 
terpreted, The son of consolation,) a Levite,

\} CHAP. V. 

1 After that Ananias and Sapphira his wife for their hypoc- 
risy at Peter’s rebuke had fallen down dead, 12 and that the 
rest of the apostles had wrought many miracles, 14 to the 
increase of the faith : 17 the apostles are again imprisoned, 
19 but delivered by an angel bidding them to preach openly 
to all: 21 when, after their teaching accordingly in the tem- 
ple, 29 and before the council, 33 they are in danger to be 
killed, through the advice of Gamaliel, a great counsellor 
among the Jews, they be kept alive, 40 and are but beaten : 
for which they glorify God, and cease no day Srom preaching. 
[Anno pomint 33.] 


FQUT a certain man named Ananias, with 
y *Sapphira his wife, sold a possession, 

2 And kept back part of the price, his 
wife also being privy éo it, *and brought a 
certain part, and laid a at the apostles’ 
feet. 

3 > But Peter said, Ananias, why hath 
‘Satan filled thine heart “to lie to the Holy 
Ghost, and to keep back part of the price 
-of the land ? ‘ 

4 While it remained, was it not thine 
own ? and after it was sold, was it not in 
thine own power ? why hast thou conceived 
this thing in thine heart ? thou hast not lied 
unto men, but unto God. 

5 And Ananias hearing these words “fell

Many signs and wonders wrought. 


down, and gave up the ghost: and greatfear 
came on all them that heard these things. 

6 And the young men arose, ‘wound him 
up, and carried him out, and buried him. 

7 And it was about the space of three 
hours after, when his wife, not knowing 
what was done, came in. Toe 

_8 And Peter answered unto her, Tellme 
whether ye sold the land for so much? And 
she said, Yea, for so much. 

9 Then Peter said unto her, Howisitthat 
ye have agreed together ‘to temptthe Spirit 
of the Lord? behold, the feet of them which 
have buried thy husband are at the door, 
and shall carry thee out. ter 

10 ¢ Then fellshedownstraightway athis 
feet, and yielded up the ghost: and the young 
men came in, and found her dead, and, car- 
rying her forth, buried her by her husband. 

11 * And great fear came upon all the 
church, and upon as many as heard these 
things. 

12 4 And ‘by the hands of the apostles 
were many signs and wonders wrought 
among the people; (and they were all 
with one accord in Solomon’s porch. 

13 And of the rest durstnoman join him- 
selftothem :™butthe people magnifiedthem. 

14 And believers were the more added to 
the Lord, multitudes both of men and wo- 
men.) 

15 Insomuch that they brought forth the 
sick °into the streets, and laid them on beds 
and couches, "that at the least the shadow 
of Peter passing by might overshadow some 
of them. 

16 There came also a multitude out of 
the citiesround about unto Jerusalem, bring- — 
ing ° sick folks, and them which were vexed | 
with unclean spirits: and they were healed 
every one. : q 

17 4? Then the high priest rose up, and 
all they that were with him, (which is the © 
sect of the Sadducees,) and were filled with — 
‘indignation, ; 
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‘The apostles imprisoned. 


18 4 And laid their hands on the apos- 
tles, and put them in the common prison. 

19 But * the angel of the Lord by night 
opened the prison-doors, and brought them 
forth, and said, , - 

20 Go, stand and speak in the temple to 
the people ‘ all the words of this life. 

21 And when they heard that, they enter- 
ed into the temple early in the morning, and 
taught. ‘But the high priest came, and 
they that were with him, and called the 
council together, and all the senate of the 
children of Israel, and sent to the prison to 
have them brought. 

22 But when the officers came, and found 
them notin the prison, they returned, and told, 

23 Saying, The prison truly found we 
shut with all safety, and the keepers stand- 
ing without before the doors: but when we 
had opened, we found no man within. 

24 Now when the high priest and " the 
captain of the temple and the chief priests 
heard these things, they doubted of them 
whereunto this would grow. 

25 Then came one and told them, say- 
ing, Behold, the men whom ye put in prison 
are standing in the temple, and teaching the 
people. 

26 Then went the captain with the offi- 
cers, and brought them without violence: 
*for they feared the people, lest they should 
have been stoned. 

27 And when they had brought them, 
they set them before the council : and the 
high priest asked them, 

28 Saying, ’ Did not westraitly command 
you that ye should not teach in this name ? 
and, behold, ye have filled Jerusalem with 
your doctrine, *7and intend to bring this 
man’s * blood upon us. 

29 4 Then Peter and the other apostles 
answered and said, > We ought to obey God 
rather than men. 

30 ° The God of our fathers raised up Je- 


sus, whom ye slew and ‘hanged on a tree. 


CHAP. V. 


Gamaliel’s advice to the council. 


31 ° Him hath God exalted with his 
right hand to be ‘a Prince and ¢a Saviour, 
* for to give repentance to Israel, and for- 
giveness of sins. 

32 And ' we are his witnesses of these 


things; and so isalsothe Holy Ghost, «whom 


God hath given to them that obey him. 

33 {| When they heard that, they were 
cut tothe heart, and took counseltoslay them. 

34 Then stood thereuponeinthe council, 
a Pharisee, named ™ Gamaliel, a doctor of 
the law, had in reputation among all the 
people, and commanded to put the apostles 
forth a little space ; 

39 And said unto them, Ye men of Is- 
rael, take heed to yourselves what ye intend. 
to do as touching these men. 

36 * For before these days rose up Theu- 
das, boasting himself to be somebody ; to 
whom a number of men, about four hun- 
dred, joined themselves: who was slain ; 
and all, as many as 7 obeyed him, were 
scattered, and brought to nought. 

37 After this man rose up Judas of Ga- 
lilee in the days of the taxing, and drew 
away much people after him: he also pe- 
rished ; and all, even as many as obeyed 
him, were dispersed. 

38 And now I say unto you, Refrain from 
these men, and let them alone: " for if this 
counsel or this work be of men, it will come 
to nought : 

39 ° But if it be of God, ye cannot over- 
throw it; lest haply ye be found even ? to 
fight against God. 

40 And to him they agreed: and when 
they had ‘called the apostles, "and beaten 
them, they commanded that they should not 
speak in the name of Jesus, and let them go. 

41 4 And they departed from the presence 
of the council, ‘rejoicing that they were 
counted worthy tosuffer shame for his name. 

42 And daily ‘in the temple, and in every 
house, "they ceased not to teach and preach 
Jesus Christ. 
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Seven deacons chosen. 


CHAP. VI. 

1 The apostles, desirous to have the poor regarded for their 
bodily sustenance, as also careful themselves to dispense the 
word of God, the food of the soul, 3 appoint the office of 
deaconship to seven chosen men. 5 Of whom Stephen, a man 
full of faith, and of the Holy Ghost, is one. 12 Who is 
taken of those, whom he confounded in disputing, 13 and af- 
ter falsely accused of blasphemy against the law and the 
temple. [ANNo Domini 33. ] 

ND in those days, *when the number 

- of the disciples was multiplied, there 
» arose amurmuring of the” Grecians against 
the Hebrews, because their widows were 
neglected °in the daily ministration. 

2 Then the twelve called the multitude 
of the disciples unto them, and said, mek 
is not reason that we should leave the word 
of God, and serve tables. 

3 Wherefore, brethren, °look ye out 
among you seven men of honest report, 
full of the Holy Ghost and wisdom, whom 
we may appoint over this business. 

4 But we ‘will give ourselves continually 
to prayer, and to the ministry of the word. 

5 q And the saying pleased the whole 
multitude: and they chose Stephen, &a 
man full of faith and of the Holy Ghost, 
and ® Philip, and Prochorus, and Nicanor, 
and Timon, and Parmenas, and ‘ Nicolas 
a proselyte of Antioch : 

6 Whom they set before the apostles: 
and «when they had prayed, 'they laid 
their hands on them. 

7 And ™the word of God increased; and 
the number of the disciples multiplied in 
Jerusalem greatly; and a great company 
*of the priests were obedient to the faith. 

8 And Stephen, full of faith and power, 
did great wonders and miracles among the 
people. 

9 { Then there arose certain of the syna- 
gogue, which is called the synagogue of 
the Libertines, and Cyrenians, and Alexan- 
drians, and of them of Cilicia and of Asia, 
disputing with Stephen. 

10 And °they were not able to resist the 
wisdom and the spirit by which he spake. 

11 » Then they suborned men, which

said, We have heard him speak blasphemous |

words against Moses, and against God. 

12 And they stirred up the people, and 
the elders, and the scribes, and came upon 
him, and caught him, and brought him to 
the council, . 

13 And set up false witnesses, which said, 
This man ceaseth not to speak blasphemous 
words against this holy place, and the law: 

14 1 For we have heard him say, that 
this Jesus of Nazareth shall * destroy this 


place, and shall change the “ customs which 


Moses delivered us. 

15 And all that sat in the council, look- 
ing stedfastly on him, saw his face as it 
had been the face of an angel. 

CHAP. VII. 


1 Stephen, permitted to answer to the accusation of blasphemy, 
2 showeth that Abraham worshipped God rightly, and how 
God chose the fathers 20 before Moses was born, and before 
the tabernacle and temple were built: 37 that Moses himself 
witnessed of Christ: 44 and that all outward ceremonies 
were ordained according to the heavenly pattern, to last but 
for atime: 51 reprehending their rebellion, and murdering 
of Christ, the Just One, whom the prophets foretold should 
come into the world. 54 Whereupon they stone him to death, 
who commendeth his soul to Jesus, and humbly prayeth for 
them. [ANNO DOMINI 83.] 


AP REN said the high priest, Are these 
things so ? 

2 And he said, * Men, brethren, and fa- 
thers, hearken; The God of glory appeared 
unto our father Abraham, when he was in 
Mesopotamia, before he dwelt in Charran, 

3 And said unto him, > Get thee out of 
thy country, and from thy kindred, and come 
into the land which I shall show thee. 

4 Then °came he out of the land of the 
Chaldeans, and dwelt in Charran: and from 
thence, when his father was dead, he re- 
moved him into this land, wherein ye now 
dwell. 

5 And he gave him none inheritance in 
it, no, not so much as to set his foot on: 
4 yet he promised that he would give it to 
him for a possession, and to his seed after 
him, when as yet he had no child. 

6. And God spake on this wise, ° That his 
seed should sojourn ina strange land; and 
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Stephen’s apology. 
| that they should bring them into bondage, 
and entreat them evil ‘ four hundred years. 
7 And the nation to whom they shall 
be in bondage will I judge, said God: 
and after that shall they come forth, and 

_ §serve me in this place. ‘ 

8 * And he gave him the covenant of cir- 
cumcision : ‘and so Abraham begat Isaac, 
and circumcised him the eighth day ; "and 
Isaac begat Jacob ; and! Jacob begat the 
twelve patriarchs. 

9 ™ And the patriarchs, moved with envy, 
sold Joseph into Egypt: "but God was 

with him, 

10 And delivered him out of all his af- 
flictions, °and gave him favour and wis- 
dom in the sight of Pharaoh king of Egypt; 
and he made him governor over Egypt and 
all his house. 

11 ? Now there came a dearth over all the 
landof Egyptand Chanaan, and great afflic- 
tion : and our fathers found no sustenance. 

124 But when Jacob heard thatthere was 
corn in Egypt, he sent out our fathers first. 

13 * And at the second time Joseph was 
made known to his brethren ; and Joseph’s 
kindred was made known unto Pharaoh. 

14 * Then sent Joseph, and called his fa- 
ther Jacob to him, and tall his kindred, 
threescore and fifteen souls. 

15 “So Jacob went down into Egypt, 
“and died, he, and our fathers, 

16 And *were carried over into Sychem, 
and laid in ¥ the sepulchre that Abraham 
bought for a sum of money of the sons of 
Emmor the father of Sychem. | 

17 But when *the time of the promise 
drewnigh,whichGod hadsworntoAbraham, 
*the people grew and multiplied in Egypt, 

18 Till another king arose, which knew 
not Joseph. 

19 The same dealt subtilly with our kin- 
dred, and evil entreated our fathers, ” so 
that they cast out their young children, to 
the end they might not live. . 

_ 20 °In which time Moses was born, and

Stephen’s apology. 
“was “ exceeding fair, and nourished up in 
his father’s house three months: 

21 And *when he was cast out, Pharaoh’s 
daughter took him up, and nourished him 
for her own son. 

22 And Moses was learned in all the 
wisdom of the Egyptians, and was ! migh- 
ty in words and in deeds, | 

23 And when he was full forty years 
old, it came into his heart to visit his bre > 
thren the children of Israel. 

24 And seeing one of them suffer wrong, 
he defended him, and avenged him that 
was oppressed, and smote the Egyptian : 

25 ’ For he supposed his brethren would 
have understood how that God by his hand 
would deliverthem: butthey understood not, 

26 * And the next day he showed himself 
unto them as they strove, and would have 
set them at one again, saying, Sirs, ye are 
brethren; why do ye wrong one to another? 

27 But he that did his neighbour wrong 
thrust him away, saying, ‘ Who made thee 
a ruler and a judge over us?

29 «Then fled Moses at this saying, and 
was a stranger in the land of Midian, 
where he begat two sons. 

30 ' And when forty years were expired, 
there appeared to him in the wilderness of 
mount Sina an angel of the Lord in a flame 
of fire in a bush. 

31 When Moses saw it, he wondered at 
the sight: and as he drew near to behold 
ait, the voice of the Lord came unto him, 

32 Saying, ™l am the God of thy fa- 
thers, the God of Abraham, and the God 
of Isaac, and the God of Jacob.. Then 
Moses trembled, and durst not behold. 

33 "Then said the Lord to him, Put off 
thy shoes from thy feet: for the place 
where thou standest is holy ground. 

34 °T have seen, I have seen the afflic- 
tion of my people which is in Egypt, and I 
have heard their groaning, and am come

down to deliver them. And now come, I 
will send thee into Egypt. 

35 This Moses whom they refused, say- 
ing, Who made thee a ruler and a judge? 
the same did God send to be a ruler and a 
deliverer ? by the hand of the angel which 
appeared to him in the bush. 

36 1 He brought them out, after that he 
had tshowed wonders and signs in the 
land of Egypt, ‘and in the Red sea, * and 
in the wilderness forty years. 

37 { This is that Moses, which said unto 
the children of Israel, * A prophet shall the 
Lord your God raise up unto you of your 
brethren, ‘like unto me; *him shall ye hear. 

38 ¥ This is he, that was inthe church 
in the wilderness with 7the angel which 
spake to him in the mount Sina, and with 
our fathers: * who received the lively °ora- 
cles to give unto us: ' 

39 To whom our fathers would not obey, 
but thrust him from them, and in their 
hearts turned back again into Egypt, 

40 °Saying unto Aaron, Make us gods 
to go before us: for as for this Moses, 
which brought us out of the land of Egypt, 
we wot not what is become of him. 

41 4 And they made a calf in those days, 
and offered sacrifice unto the idol, and re- 
joiced in the works of their own hands. 

42 Then ° God turned, and gave them 
up to worship ‘the host of heaven; as it is 
written in the book of the prophets, *O ye 
house of Israel, have ye offered to me slain 
beasts and sacrifices by the space of forty 
years in the wilderness ? . 

43 Yea, ye took up the tabernacle of 
Moloch, and the star of your god Rem- 
phan, figures which ye made to worship 
them: and I will carry you away beyond 
Babylon. 

44 Our fathers had the tabernacle of wit- 
ness in the wilderness, as he had appointed, 
4speaking unto Moses, *that he should 
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Stephen’s apology. 
make it according to the fashion that he 
had seen. 

45 i Which also our fathers “that cam 
after brought in with Jesus into the posses- 
sion of the Gentiles, “whom God drave 
out before the face of our fathers, unto the 
days of David ; 

46 ! Who found favour before God, and 
m desired to find a tabernacle for the God 
of Jacob. 

47 *» But Solomon built him an house. 

48 Howbeit °the Most High dwelleth not 
in temples made with hands; as saith the 
prophet, 

49 ? Heaven ts my throne, and earthismy 
footstool: what house will ye build me? saith 
the Lord: or what is the place of my rest? 

50 Hath not my hand made all these 
things ? 

51 9 Ye 4stiff-necked and "uncircumcised 
in heart and ears, ye do always resist the 
Holy Ghost: as your fathers did, so do ye. 

52 * Which of the prophets have not your 
fathers persecuted? and they have slain 
them which showed before of the coming 
of tthe Just One; of whom ye have been 
now the betrayers and murderers: 

53 "Who have received the law by the 
disposition of angels, and have not kept at. 

54 4 * When they heard these things, they 
were cut to the heart, and they gnashed on 
him with their teeth. 

55 But he, ’being full of the Holy Ghost, 
looked up stedfastly into heaven, and saw 
the glory of God, and Jesus standing on 
the right hand of God, 


56 And said, Behold, 7 I see the heavens © 


opened, and the * Son of man standing on. 
the right hand of God. 


57 Then they cried out with a loud voice, — 


and stopped their ears, and ran upon him ~

12 But when they believed Philip preach- 
ing the things ‘concerning the kingdom 
of God, and the name of Jesus Christ, they 
were baptized, both men and women. 

13 Then Simon himself believed also : 
and when he was baptized, he continued 
with Philip, and wondered, beholding the 
“miracles and signs which were done. 

14 Now when the apostles which were 
at Jerusalem heard that Samaria had re- 
ceived the word of God, they sent unto 
them Peter and John: 

15 Who, when they were come down, 
prayed for them, 'that they might receive 
the Holy Ghost : 

16 (For™ as yet he was fallen upon none 
of them: only *they were baptized in °the 
name of the Lord Jesus.) 

17 Then ?laid they their hands on them, 
and they received the Holy Ghost. 

18 And when Simon gaw that through 
laying on of the apostles’ hands the Holy 
Ghost was given, he offered them money, 

19 Saying, Give me also this power, that 
on whomsoever I lay hands, he may receive 
the Holy Ghost. 

20 But Peter said unto him, Thy money 
perish with thee, because ‘thou hast thought 
that "the gift of God may be purchased with 
money. 

21 Thou hast neither part nor lot in this 
matter: for thy heart is not right in the 
sight of God. 

22 Repent therefore of this thy wicked- 
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Phalip baptizeth an Ethiopian eunuch. 


ness, and pray God, ‘if perhaps the thought 
of thine heart may be forgiven thee. 

23 For I perceive that thou artin ‘the gall 
of bitterness, and in the bond of iniquity. 

24 Then answered Simon, and said, 
« Pray ye to the Lord for me, that none of 
these things which ye have spoken come 
upon me. 

25 And they, when they had testified and 
preached the word of the Lord, returned 
to Jerusalem, and preached the gospel in 
many villages of the Samaritans. 

26 And the angel of the Lord spake unto 
Philip, saying, Arise, and go toward the 
south unto the way that goeth down from 
Jerusalem unto Gaza, which is desert. 

27 And he arose and went: and, behold, 
=e man of Ethiopia, an eunuch of great au- 
thority under Candace queen of the Ethio- 
pians, whohadthe charge of allhertreasure, 
and Yhad come to Jerusalem for to worship, 

28 Was returning, and sitting in his 
chariot read Esaias the prophet. 

29 Then the Spirit said unto Philip, 
Go near, and join thyself to this chariot. 

30 And Philip ran thither to him, and 
heard him read the prophet Esaias, and said, 
Understandest thou what thou readest ? 

831 And he said, How can I, except some 
man should guide me? And he desired Philip 
that he would come up and sit with him. 

32 The place of the scripture which he 
read was this, 7He was led as a sheep to 
the slaughter; ‘and like a lamb dumb before 
his shearer, so opened he not his mouth: 

33 In his humiliation his judgment was 
taken away: and who shall declare his ge- 
neration? for hislife is taken from the earth. 

84 And the eunuch answered Philip, and 
said, I pray thee, of whom speaketh the 
prophet this? of himself, or of some other 
man? ; 

35 Then Philip opened his mouth, *and 
began at the same scripture, and preached 
unto him Jesus. 

36 And as they went on their way, they

came unto a certain water: andthe eunuch © 


said, See, here is water; >what doth hinder 
me to be baptized? 

17 And Philip said, *If thou believest 
with all thine heart, thou mayest. And he 
answered and said, ‘I believe that Jesus 
Christ is the Son of God. 

38 And he commanded the chariot to 
stand still: and they went down both into 
the water, both Philip and the eunuch ; 
and he baptized him. 

39 And when they were come up out of 
the water, ‘the Spirit of the Lord caught 
away Philip, that the eunuch saw him no 
more: and he went on his way rejoicing. 

40 But Philip was found at Azotus: and 
passing through he preached in all the 


cities, till he came to Cesarea. 
CHAP. IX. 

1 Suul, going towards Damascus, is stricken down to the earth, 
10 is called to the apostleship, 1 8 and is baptized by Ananias. 
20 He preacheth Christ boldly. 23 The Jews lay wait to kilt 
him: 29 so do the 'Grecians, but he escapeth both. 31 The 
Church having rest, Peter healeth Eneas of the palsy, 
36 and restoreth Tabitha to life. [anno pomini 35.] 


A ND *Saul, yet breathing out threaten- 
ings and slaughter against the disci- 
ples of the Lord, went unto the high priest, 
2 And desired of him letters to Damascus 
to the synagogues, that if he found any “of 
this way, whether they were men or women, 
he might bring them bound unto Jerusalem. 
83 And as he journeyed, he came near 
Damascus: and suddenly there shined 
round about him a light from heaven: 
4 And he fell to the earth, and heard a 
yoice saying unto him, Saul, Saul, °why 
persecutest thou me ? 


5 And he said, Who art thou, Lord ? : 


And the Lord said, 1am Jesus whom thou — 


persecutest: 478 is hard for thee to kick © 


against the pricks. 

6 And he trembling and astonished said, 
Lord, ‘what wilt thou have me to do? And 
the Lord said unto him, Arise, and go into 
the city, and it shall be told thee what thou 
must do. 

7 And fthe men which journeyed with 
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The conversion of Saul. 


him stood speechless, hearing a voice, but 
seeing no man. 

8 And Saul arose from the earth; and 
when his eyes were opened, he saw no man: 
but they led him by the hand, and brought 
him into Damascus. 

9 And he was three days without sight, 
and neither did eat nor drink. © 

18 { And there was a certain disciple at 
Damascus, named Ananias; and to him 
said the Lord in a vision, Ananias. And he 
said, Behold, 1 am here, Lord. 

11 And the Lord said unto him, Arise, 
and go into the street which is called 
Straight, and inquire in the house of Judas 
for one called Saul, tof Tarsus: for, be- 
hold, he prayeth, 

12 Andhathseenin a visionamannamed 
Ananias coming in, and putting his hand 
on him, that he might receive his sight. 

138 Then Ananias answered, Lord, I 
have heard by many of this man, ‘how 
much evil he hath done to thy saints at 
Jerusalem: | 

14 And here he hath authority from the 
chief priests to bind all ‘that call on thy 
name. 

15 But the Lord at unto him, Go thy 
way: for ‘he is a chosen vessel unto me, 
to bear my name before “the Gentiles, and 
»kings, and the children of Israel : 

16 For °I will show him how great things 
he must suffer for my name’s sake. 

17 ?And Ananias went his way, and en- 
tered into the house; and ‘putting his hands 
on him said, Brother Saul, the Lord, even 
Jesus, that appeared unto thee in the way 
as thou camest, hath sent me, that thou 
mightest receive thy sight, and * be filled 
with the Holy Ghost. 

18 And immediately there fell from his 
eyes as it had been seales: and he re- 
ceived sight forthwith, and arose, and was 
baptized. 

19 And when he had received meat, he 
was strengthened. ‘Then was Saul certain

20 And Lg esc mteas he preached Christ 
in the synagogues, ‘that he is the sp 
of God. 

21 But all that heard him were amazed,

rusalem, and came hither for that intent, 
that he might bring them bound unto the 
chief priests? 

22 But Saul increased the more in 
strength, *and confounded the Jews which 
dwelt at Damascus, proving that this is 
very Christ. 

23 {| And after that many days were 
¥the Jews took counsel to kill 
him : 

24 *But their laying wait was known 
of Saul. And they watched the gates day 
and night to kill him. , 

25 Then the disciples took him by night, 
and *let han: down by the wall in a basket. 

26 And ’when Saul was come to Jeru- 
salem, he assayed to join himself to the dis- 
ciples: but they were all afraid of him, and 
believed not that he was a disciple. 

27 °But Barnabas took him, and brought 
him to the apostles, and declared unto them 
how he had seen the Lord in the way, and 
that he had spoken to him, ‘and how he 
had preached boldly at Damascus in the — 
name of Jesus. 

28 And *he was with them coming in 
and going out at Jerusalem. 

29 And he spake boldly in the name of 
the Lord Jesus, and disputed against the 
‘Grecians: ‘butthey went about toslay him. 

30 Which when the brethren knew, they 
brought him down to Cesarea, and sent 
him forth to Tarsus. 

31 Then had the churches restthrough- 
out all Judea and Galilee and Samaria, 
and were edified; and walking in the fear 
of the Lord, and in the comfort of the 
Holy Ghost, were multiplied. 
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Peter restoreth Tabitha to life. 


32 {And it came to pass, as Peter 
passed ‘throughout all quarters, he came 
down also to the saints which dwelt at 
Lydda. 

33 And there he found a certain man 
named Eneas, which had kept his bed 
eight years, and was sick of the palsy. 

34 And Peter said unto him, Eneas, 
k Jesus Christ maketh thee whole: arise, 
and make thy bed. And he arose im- 
mediately. 

35 And all that dwelt in Lydda and 'Sa- 
ron saw him, and “turned to the Lord. 

36 ¥ Now there was at Joppa a certain 
disciple named Tabitha, which by interpre- 
tation is called’ Dorcas: this woman was 
full "of good works and alms-deeds which 
she did. 

837 And it came to pass in those days, 
that she was sick, and died: whom when 
they had washed, they laid her in°an up- 
per chamber. 

88 And forasmuch as Lydda was nigh 
to Joppa, and the disciples had heard that 
Peter was there, they sent unto him two 
men, desiring him that he would not “delay 
to come to them. 

39 Then Peter arose and went with them. 
When he was come, they brought him into 
the upper chamber: and all the widows 
stood by him weeping, and showing the 
coats and garments which Dorcas made, 
while she was with them. 

40 But Peter ?put them all forth, and 
‘kneeled down, and prayed; and turning 
him to the body*said, Tabitha, arise. And 
she opened her eyes: and when she saw 
Peter, she sat up. 

41 And he gave her his hand, and lifted 
her up, and when he had called the saints 
and widows, he presented her alive. 


42 And it was known throughout all | 


Joppa; *and many believed in the Lord. 

43 And it came to pass, that he tarried 
many days in Joppa with one ‘Simon a 
tanner. _ 


THE ACTS. 


Cornelius sendeth for Peter. 

CHAP. X. 

1 Cornelius, a devout man, 5 being commanded by an angel, 
sendeth for Peter: 11 who by a vision 15, 20 2s taught 
not to despise the Gentiles. 34 As he preacheth Christ to 

Cornelius and his company, 44 the Holy Ghost falleth on 

them, 48 and they are baptized. [ANNO pomini 41.] 
HERE was a certain man in Cesarea 
called Cornelius, a centurion of the 
band called the Italian band, 

2 2A devout man, and one that ’feared 
God with all his house, which gave much 
alms to the people, and prayed to God 
always. 

3 °He saw in a vision evidently about the ~ 
ninth hour of the day an angel of God com- 
ing into him, and saying unto him, Cornelius. 

4 And when he looked on him, he was 
afraid, and said, What is it, Lord? And he 
said unto him, Thy prayers and thine alms 
are come up for a memorial before God. 

5 And now send men to Joppa, and call 
for one Simon, whose surname is Peter: 

6 He lodgeth with one ‘Simon a tanner, 
whose house is by the sea-side: *he shall 
tell thee what thou oughtest to do. 

7 And when the angel which spake unto 
Cornelius was departed, he called two of 
his household servants, and a devout soldier 
of them that waited on him continually ; 

8 And when he had declared all these 
things unto them, he sent them to Joppa. 

9 4 On the morrow, as they went on 
their journey, and drew nigh unto the city, 
‘ Peter went up upon the house-top to pray 
about the sixth hour : 

10 And he became very hungry, and 
would have eaten: but while they made 
ready, he fell into a trance, . 

11 And # saw heaven opened, and a cer- 
tain vessel descending unto him, as it had 
been a great sheet knit at the four corners, 
and let down to the earth: 

12 Wherein were all manner of four-foot- — 
ed beasts of the earth, and wild beasts, and 
creeping things, and fowls of the air. 

13 And there came a voice to him, Rise, 
Peter; kill, and eat. 
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Peter goeth to Cesarea. | 

14 But Peter said, Not so, Lord; * for 
I have never eaten any thing that is com- 
mon or unclean. 

15 And the voice spake unto him again 
the second time, ‘What God hath cleansed, 
that call not thou common. 

16 This was done thrice: and the ves- 
sel was received up again into heaven. 

17 Now while Peter doubted in himself 
what this vision which he had seen should 
mean, behold, the men which were sent 
from Cornelius had made inquiry for Si- 
mon’s house, and stood before the gate, 

18 And called, and asked whether Simon, 
which was surnamed Peter, were lodged 
there. 

19 {| While Peter thought on the vision, 
*the Spirit said unto him, Behold, three 
men seek thee. 

20 ‘Arise therefore, and get thee down, 
and go with them, doubting nothing: for 
I have sent them. 

21 Then Peter went down to the men 
which were sent unto him from Cornelius : 
and said, Behold, 1 am he whom ye seek: 
what ts the cause wherefore ye are come 2 

22 And they said, ™ Cornelius the centu- 
rion, a just man, and one that feareth God, 
and "of good report among all the nation 
of the Jews, was warned from God by an 
holy angel to send for thee into his house, 
and to hear words of thee. 

23 Then called he them in, and lodged 
them. And on the morrow Peter went 
away with them, °and certain brethren 
from Joppa accompanied him. 

24 And the morrow after they entered 
into Cesarea. And Cornelius waited for 
them, and had called together his kinsmen 
and near friends. 

25 And as Peter was coming in, Corne- 
lius met him, and fell down at his feet, and 
worshipped him. 

26 But Peter took him up, saying, Stand 
up; Imyself also am aman. 

h Ley. 11.4, & 20, 
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CHAP. X. 
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He preacheth Christ to Cornelius. 


27 And as he talked with him, he went in, 
and found many that were come together. 

28 And he said unto them, Ye know how 
‘that it is an unlawful thing for a man that 
is a Jew to keep company, or come unto 
one of another nation; but *God hath 
showed me that I should not call any man 
common or unclean. | 

29 Therefore came I unto you without 
gainsaying, as soon as I was sent for: I 
ask therefore for what intent ye have sent 
for me? 

30 And Cornelius said, Four days ago I 
was fasting until this hour; and at the ninth 
hour I prayed in my house, and, behold,‘ a 
man stood before me ‘in bright clothing, 

31 And said, Cornelius, “thy prayer is 
heard, * and thine alms are had in remem- 
brance in the sight of God. 

32 Send therefore to Joppa, and call 
hither Simon, whose surname is Peter; he 
is lodged in the house of one Simon a tan- 
ner by the sea-side: who, when he cometh, 
shall speak unto thee. 

33 Immediately therefore I sent to thee; 
and thou hast well done that thou art 
come. Now therefore are we all here pre- 
sent before God, to hear all things that are 
commanded thee of God. 

34 J Then Peter opened his mouth, and 
said, Of a truth I perceive that God is no 
respecter of persons: 

35 But 7in every nation he that feareth 
him, and worketh righteousness, is accept- 
ed with him. 

36 The word which God sent unto the 
children of Israel, * preaching peace by 
Jesus Christ: (” he is Lord of all:) 

37 That word, £ say, ye know, which 
was published throughout all Judea, and 


|° began from Galilee, after the baptism 


which John preached; 

38 How “God anointed Jesus of Naza- 
reth with the Holy Ghost and with power: 
who went about doing good, and healing 
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Peter preacheth Christ to Cornelius, &c. THE ACTS. He maketh his defence, which is accepted. 


all that were oppressed of the devil; ° for 
God was with him. 

39 And ‘we are witnesses of all things 
which he did both in the land of the Jews, 
and in Jerusalem; *whom they slew and 
hanged on a tree: 

40 Him * God raised up the third day, 
and showed him openly ; 

41 ‘Not to all the people, but unto wit- 
nesses chosen before of God, even to us, 
k who did eat and drink with him after he 
rose from the dead. 

42 And ‘he commanded. us to preach 
unto the people, and to testify ™that it is 
he which was ordained of God to be the 
Judge » of quick and dead. 

43 ° To him give all the prophets wit- 
ness, that through his name ? whosoever 
believeth in him shall receive remission 
of sins. 

44 4 While Peter yet spake these words, 
‘the Holy Ghost fell on all them which 
heard the word. 

45 * And they of the circumcision which 
believed were astonished, as many as came 
with Peter, *because that on the Gentilesal- 
so was poured out the gift of the Holy Ghost. 

46 For they heard them speak with 
tongues, and magnify God. Then answer- 
ed Peter, 

47 Can any man forbid water, that these 
should not be ia which have receiv- 
ed the Holy Ghost ‘as well as we ? 

48 "And he commanded them to be 
baptized *in the name of the Lord. Then 
prayed they him to tarry certain days. 

CHAP. XI. 


1 Peter, being accused for going in to the Gentiles, 5 maketh 
his defence, 18 which is accepted. 19 The gospel being 
spread into Phenice, and Cyprus, and Antioch, Barnabas 
as sent to confirm them. 26 The disciples there are Siarst 
called Christians. 27 They send relief to the brethren in 
Judea in time of famine. [snno pomrnt 41 51 


AS? the apostles and brethren that were 
in J udea heard that the Gentiles had 
also received the word of God. 
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2 And when Peter was come up to Jeru- 
salem, *they that were of the circumci- 
sion contended with him, 

3 Saying, ® Thou wentest in to men un- 
circumcised, ° and didst eat with them. 

4 Bureee rehearsed the matter from 


|the beginning, and expounded 2t * by order 


unto them, saying, 

5 ° 1 was in the city of Joppa praying : 
and in a trance I saw a vision, A certain 
vessel descend, as it had been a great 
sheet, let down from heaven by four cor- 
ners; and it came even to me: 

6 Upon the which when I had fastened 
mine eyes, I considered, and saw four-footed 
beasts of the earth, and wild beasts, and 
creeping things, and fowls of the air. 

7 And I heard a voice saying unto me, 
Arise, Peter; slay and eat. 

8 But I said, Not so, Lord: for nothing 
common or unclean hath at any time en- 
tered into my mouth. 

9 But the voice answered me again from 
heaven, What God hath cleansed, that 
call not thou common. 

10 And this was done three times: 
all were drawn up again into heaven. 

11 And, behold, immediately there were 
three men already come unto the house 
where I was, sent from Cesarea unto me. 

12 And ‘the spirit bade me go with them, 
nothing doubting. Moreover & these six 
brethren accompanied me, and we entered. 
into the man’s house : 

13 ® And he showed us how he had seen 
an angel in his house, which stood and 
said unto him, Send men to Joppa, and call’. 
for Simon, whose surname is Peter ; 

14 Who shall tell thee words, whereby 
thou and all thy house shall be saved. 

15 And as I began to speak, the Holy 
Ghost fell on them, ‘ as on us at the be- 
ginning. 

16 Then remembered 1 the word of the 
Lord, how.that he said, * John indeed bap-

tized with water ; but ' ye shall be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. | | 

17 ™ Forasmuch then as God gave them 
the like gift as he did unto us, who believed 
on the Lord Jesus Christ ; * what was I, 
that I could withstand God 2 

18 When they heard these things, they 
held their peace, and glorified God, say- 
ing, °' Then hath God also to the Gentiles 
granted repentance unto life. 


19 4 » Now they which were scattered | 


abroad upon the persecution that arose 
about Stephen travelled as far as Phenice, 
and Cyprus, and Antioch, preaching the 
word to none but unto the Jews only. 

20 And some of them were men of Cy- 
prus and Cyrene, which, when they were 
come to Antioch, spake unto ‘the Grecians, 
preaching the Lord Jesus. 

21 And *the hand of the Lord was with 
them : and a great number believed, and 
* turned unto the Lord. 

22 4 Then tidings of these things came 
unto the ears of the church which was in 
Jerusalem : and they sent forth *t Barnabas, 
that he should go as far as Antioch. 

23 Who, when he came, and had seen 
the grace of God, was glad, and “exhorted 
them all, that with purpose of heart they 
would cleave unto the Lord. 

24 For he was a good man, and * full of 
the Holy Ghost and of faith: ¥ and much 
people was added unto the Lord. 

‘25 Then departed Barnabas to 7 Tar- 
sus, for to seek Saul: 

26 And when he had found him, he 
brought him unto Antioch. And it came to 
pass, that a whole year they assembled 
themselves “with the church, and taught 
much people. And the disciples were call- 
ed Christians first in Antioch. 

27 4 And in these days came * prophets 
from Jerusalem unto Antioch. 

28 And there stood up one of them 
named ® Agabus, and signified by the spirit 


_ that there should be great dearth through-

out all the world: which came to pass in 
the days of Claudius Cesar. | 
29 Then the disciples, every man accord- 
ing to his ability, determined to send © relief 
unto the brethren which dwelt in Judea : 
30 “Which also they did, and sent it to the 


elders by the hands of Barnabas and Saul. 
. CHAP. XII. 

1 King Herod persecuteth the Christians, killeth James, and 
imprisoneth Peter; whom an angel delivereth upon the 
prayers of the church. 20 In his pride taking to him- 
self the honour due to God, he is stricken by an angel, 
and dieth miserably, 24 After his death, the word of God 
prospereth. [ANNO Domini 43.] 


Now about that time Herod the king 
~“ “stretched forth his hands to vex cer. 
tain of the church. 

2 And he killed James *the brother of 
John with the sword. 

3 And because he saw it pleased the 
Jews, he proceeded further to take Peter 
also. (Then were the days of unleaven- 
ed bread.) 

4 And ‘when he had apprehended him, 
he put him in prison, and delivered him to 
four quaternions of soldiers to keep him; 
intending after Easter to bring him forth 
to the people. , 


5 Peter therefore was kept in prison : 


but prayer was made without ceasing of 
the church unto God for him. 

6 And when Herod would have brought 
him forth, the same night Peter was sleep- 
ing between two soldiers, bound with two 
chains: and the keepers before the door 
kept the prison. 

7 And, behold, ¢the angel of the Lord 
came upon him, and a light shined in the 
prison: and he smote Peter on the side, and 
raised him up, saying, Arise up quickly. 
And his chains fell off from his hands. 

8 And the angel said unto him, Gird 
thyself, and bind on thy sandals. And so 
he did. And he saith unto him, Cast thy 
garment about thee, and follow me. 

9 And he went out, and followed him; and 
°wist not that it was true which was done by 
the angel; but thought ‘he saw a vision. 
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second ward, they came unto the iron gate 
that leadeth unto the city ; * which opened 
‘to them of his own accord: and they went 
out, and passed on through one street; and 
forthwith the angel departed from him. 

11 And when Peter was come to himself, 
he said, Now I know of a surety, that "the 
Lord hath sent his angel, and ‘hath deliver- 
ed me out of the hand of Herod, and from 
all the expectation of the people of the 
Jews. 

12 Andwhen hehad considered the thing, 
khe came to the house of Mary the mother 
of 'John, whose surname was Mark; where 
many were gathered together ™ praying. 

13 And as Peter knocked at the door 
of the gate, a damsel came “to hearken, 
named Rhoda. 

14 And when she knew Peter’s voice, she 
opened not the gate for gladness, but ran in, 
and told how Peter stood before the gate. 

15 And they said unto her, Thouart mad. 
But she constantly affirmed that it waseven 
so. Then said they, "It is his angel. 

16 But Peter continued knocking: and 
when they had opened the door, and saw 
him, they were astonished. 

17 But he, °beckoning untothem withthe 
hand to hold their peace, declared untothem 
how the Lord had brought him out of” the 
prison. And he said, Go show these things 
unto James, and to the brethren. And he 
departed, and went into another place. 

18 Now as soon as it was day, there 
was no small stir among the soldiers, what 
was become of Peter. 

19 And when Herod had sought for 
him, and found him not, he examined the 
keepers, and commanded that they should 
be put to death. And he went down from 
Judea to Cesarea, and there abode. 

20 4 And Herod ‘was highly displeased 
with themof Tyreand Sidon: butthey came 
with one accord to him, and, having made

desired peace; because ?their country was 
nourished by the king’s country. 

21 And upon a set day Herod, arrayed 
in royal apparel, sat upon his throne, and 
made an oration unto them. 

22 And the people gave a shout, saying, 
fi is the voice of a god, and not of a man. 

23 And immediately the angel of the 
Lord ‘smote him, because "he gave not 
God the glory: and he was eaten of 
worms, and gave up the ghost. 

24 7 But *the word of God grew 
multiplied. 

25 And Barnabas and Saul returned 
from Jerusalem, when they had fulfilled 
their ‘ministry, and ‘took with them

OW there were *in the church that 
was at Antioch certain prophets and 
teachers; as > Barnabas, and Simeon that 
was called Niger, and ° Lucius of Cyrene, 
and Manaen, “which had been brought up 
with Herod the tetrarch, and Saul. 

2 As they ministered to the Lord, and 
fasted, the Holy Ghost said, * Separate me 
Barnabas and Saul for the work *where- 
unto I have called them. ) 

3 And ‘when they had fasted and pray- 
ed, and laid their hands on them, they 
sent them away. ‘ 

4 ¢So they, being sent forth by the ~ 
Holy Ghost, departed unto Seleucia; and 
from thence they sailed to § Cyprus. 

2 And when they were at Salamis, 
* they preached the word of God in the 
synagogues of the Jews: and they had 
also ' John to their minister. 

6 And when they had gone through the

\isle unto Paphos, they found *a certain 
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Paul preacheth at Antioch, 


_ sorcerer, a false prophet, a Jew, whose 


name was Bar-jesus : er 
7 Which was with the deputy of the 
country, Sergius Paulus, a prudent man; 
who called for Barnabas and Saul, and 
desired to hear the word of God. , 
~8 But 'Elymas the sorcerer (for so is 


his name by interpretation) withstood | 


them, seeking to turn away the deputy from 
the faith. 

9 ‘Then Saul, (who also is called Paul,) 
™ filled with the Holy Ghost, set his eyes 
on him, : 

10 And said, O full of all subtilty and 
all mischief, "thou child of the devil, thou 
enemy of all righteousness, wilt thou not 
cease to pervert the right ways of the 
Lord ? 

11 And now, behold, °the hand of the 
Lord is upon thee, and thou shalt be blind, 
not seeing the sun for a season. And im- 


mediately there fell on him a mist and a 


darkness; and he went about seeking some 
to lead him by the hand. | 

12 Then the deputy, when he saw what 
was done, believed, being astonished at the 
doctrine of the Lord. 

13 Now when Paul and his company 
loosed from Paphos, they came to Perga 
in Pamphylia: and ? John departing from 
them returned to Jerusalem. 

14 4 But when they departed from 
Perga, they came to Antioch in Pisidia, 
and ‘went into the synagogue on the 
sabbath-day, and sat down. 

15 And ‘after the reading of the law 
and the prophets the rulers of the syna- 
gogue sent unto them, saying, Ye men and 
brethren, if ye have ‘any word of exhor- 
tation for the people, say on. 

16 Then Paul stood up, and ‘beckoning 
with has hand said, Men of Israel, and "ye 
that fear God, give audience. 

17 The God of this people of Israel

20 And after that “he gave unto them 
judges about the space of four hundred 
and fifty years, ‘until Samuel the prophet. 

21 ‘And afterward they desired a king: 
and God gave unto them Saul the son of 
Cis, a man of the tribe of Benjamin, by 
the space of forty years. | 

22 And *when he had removed him, 
"he raised up unto them David to be their 
king; to whom also he gave testimony, 
and said, ‘I have found David the son of 
Jesse, *a man after mine own heart, which 
shall fulfil all my will. 

23 ‘Of this man’s seed hath God ac- 
cording ™to his promise raised unto Israel 
"a Saviour, Jesus: 

24 ° When John had first preached be- 
fore his coming the baptism of repentance 
to all the people of Israel. 

25 And as John fulfilled his course, he 
said, ? Whom think ye that I am? Iam 
not he. But, behold, there cometh one 
after me, whose shoes of his feet 1 am not 
worthy to loose. 

26 Men and brethren, children of the 
stock of Abraham, and whosoever among 
you feareth God, ‘to you is the word of 
this salvation sent. 

27 For they that dwell at Jerusalem, 
and their rulers, "because they knew him 
not, nor yet the voices of the prophets 
‘which are read every sabbath-day, ' they 
have fulfilled them in condemning him. 

28 "And though they found no cause of 
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Paul preacheth at Antioch. 


death in him, * yet desired they Pilate that 
he should be slain. 

29 y And when they had fulfilled all that 
was written of him, 7they took him down 
from the tree, and laid him in a sepul- 
chre. 

30 *But God raised him from the dead: 

31 And he was seen many days of 
them which came up with him ‘from 
Galilee to Jerusalem, ‘who are his wit- 
nesses unto the people. 

32 And we declare unto you glad tidings, 
how that ¢the promise which was made un- 
to the fathers, 

33 God hath fulfilled the same unto us 
their children, in that he hath raised up 
Jesus again; as it is also written in the 
second psalm, ‘Thou art my Son, this day 
have I begotten thee. 

34 And as concerning that he raised him 
up from the dead, now no more to return to 
corruption, he said on this wise, *I will give 
you the sure ’ mercies of David. 

35 Wherefore he saith also in another 
psalm, » Thou shalt not suffer thine Holy 
One to see corruption. 

36 For David, ° after he had served his 
own generation by the will of God, ‘fell on 
sleep, and was laid unto his fathers, and 
saw corruption : 

37 But he, whom God raised again, 
saw no corruption. 

38 9 Be it known unto you therefore, 
men and brethren, that ‘through this man 
is preached unto you the forgiveness of 
sins : 

39 And 'by him all that believe are jus- 
tified from all things, from which ye could 
not be justified by the law of Moses. 

40. Beware therefore, lest that come 
upon you, which is spoken of in ™the pro- 
phets ; 

41 Behold, ye despisers, and wonder, and 
perish: for I work a work in your days, a

work which ye shall in no wise believe, 
though a man declare it unto you. 

42 And when the Jews were gone out of 
the synagogue, the Gentiles besought that 
these words might be preached to them 
4the next sabbath. | . 

43 Now when the congregation was bro- 
ken up, many of the Jews and religious 
proselytes followed Paul and Barnabas: 
who, speaking to them, ” persuaded them 
to continue in °the grace of God. 

44 4 And the next sabbath-day came 

almost the whole city together to hear the 
word of God. 
« 45 But when the Jews saw the multi- 
tudes, they were filled with envy, and 
Pspake against those things which were 
spoken by Paul, contradicting and blas- 
pheming. 

46 Then Paul and Barnabas waxed bold, 
and said, 1 It was necessary that the word 
of God should first’ have been spoken to 
you: but ‘seeing ye put it from you, and 
judge yourselves unworthy of everlasting 
life, lo, * we turn to the Gentiles. 

47 For so hath the Lord commanded 
us, saying, ‘I have set thee to be a light 
of the Gentiles, that thou shouldest be for 
salvation unto the ends of the earth. 

48 And when the Gentiles heard this, 
they were glad, and glorified the word of 
the Lord: "and as many as were ordain- 
ed to eternal life believed. re 

49 And the word of the Lord was pub- 
lished throughout all the region. 


» 


50 But the Jews stirred up the devout — 
and honourable women, and the chief men 


of the city, and *raised persecution against 
Paul and Barnabas, and expelled them out 
of their coasts. 
51 ¥ But they shook off the dust of their’ 
feet against them, and came unto Iconium. 
52 And the disciples “were filled with 
joy, and with the Holy Ghost. 
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At Lystra Paul healeth a cripple.

5 And when there was an assault made 
both of the Gentiles, and also of the Jews

Lystra and Derbe, cities of Lycaonia, and 
unto the region that lieth round about: 

7 And there they preached the gospel. 

8 {°And there sat a certain man at Lys- 


tra,impotentin his feet, being acripple from | 


his mother’s womb, who never had walked: 
. 9 The same heard Paul speak: who 
stedfastly beholding him, and ‘ perceiving 
that he had faith to be healed, 
10 Saidwithaloud voice, *Standupright 
on thy feet. And he leaped and walked. 
11 And when the people saw what Paul 
had done, they lifted up their voices, saying 
in the speech of Lycaonia, >The gods are 
come down to us in the likeness of men. 
12 And they called Barnabas, Jupiter ;| 
and Paul, Mercurius, because he was the 
chief speaker. 
18 Then the priest of Jupiter, which 
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_ Paul ws stoned.

18 And with these sayings scarce re- 
stramed they the people, that they had 
not done sacrifice unto them. 

19 4 ‘And there came thither certain 
Jews from Antioch and Iconium, who per- 
suaded the people, “and, having stoned 
Paul, drew him out of the city, Supposing 
he had been dead. 

20 Howbeit, as the disciples stood round 
about him, he rose up, and came into the 
city: and the next day he departed with 
Barnabas to Derbe. 

21 And when they had preached the 
gospel to that city, *and “had taught 
many, they returned again to Lystra, and 
to Iconium, and Antioch, 

22 Confirming the souls of the disciples, 
and ¥ exhorting them to continue in the 
faith, and that * we must through much tri- 
bulation enter into the kingdom of God. 

23 And when they had * ordained them 
elders in every church, and had prayed 
with fasting, they commended them to the 
Lord, on whom they believed. 

24 And after they had passed throughout 
Pisidia, they came to Pamphylia. 
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Great dissension touching circumcision. 


25 And when they had preached the word 
in Perga, they went down into. Attalia: 

26 And thence sailed to Antioch, ° from 
whence they had been * recommended to 
the grace of God for the work which they 
fulfilled. 

27 And when they were come, and had 
gathered the church together, “they re- 
hearsed all that God had done with them, 
and how he had ° opened the door of faith 
unto the Gentiles. 

28 And there they abode long time with 
the disciples. 

CHAP. XV. 


Great dissension ariseth touching circumcision. 6 The 
apostles consult about it, 22 and send their determination 
by letters to the churches, 36 Paul and Barnabas, think- 
ing to visit the brethren together, fall at strife, and depart 
asunder. [ANNO pomini 51.] 


ND *certain men which came down 

from Judea taught the brethren, and 

said, » xcept ye be circumcised ° after the 
manner of Moses, ye cannot be saved. 

2 When therefore Paul and Barnabas 
had no small dissension and disputation 
with them, they determined that “Paul and 
Barnabas, and certain other of them, 
should go up to Jerusalem unto the apos- 
tles and elders about this question. 

3 And *being brought on their way by 
the church, they passed through Phenice 
and Samaria, ‘declaring the conversion 
of the Gentiles: and they caused great 
joy unto all the brethren. 

4 And when they were come to Jerusa- 
lem, they were received of the church, and 
of the apostles and elders, and ®they declar- 
ed all things that God had done with them. 

> But there “rose up certain of the sect 
of the Pharisees which believed, saying, 
"That it was needful to circumcise them, 
and to command them to keep the law of 
Moses. 

6 { And the apostles and elders came 
together for to consider of this matter. 

7 And when there had been much dis-

puting, Peter rose up, and said unto them, 
‘Men and brethren, ye know how that a 
good while ago God made choice among 
us, that the Gentiles by my mouth should 
hear the word of the gospel, and believe. 
8 And God, which knoweth the hearts, 
bare them witness, ' giving them the Holy 
Ghost, even as he did unto us ; 
9 ™ And put no difference between us 
beer them, "purifying their hearts by faith. 
10 Now therefore why tempt ye God,

were able to bear ? 

11 But ’ we believe that eae the 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ we shall 
be saved, even as they. 

12 4 Then all the multitude kept silence, 
and gave audience to Barnabas and Paul, 
declaring what miracles and wonders God 
had ‘wrought among the Gentiles by 
them. 

138 4 And after they had held their 
peace, ’James answered, saying, Men and 
brethren, hearken unto me: 

14 * Simeon hath declared how God at 
the first did visit the Gentiles, to take out 
of them a people for his name. 

15 And to this agree the words of the 
prophets j as it is written, 

16 t After this I will return, and will 
build again the tabernacle of David, which

17 That the residue of men might seek 
after the Lord, and all the Gentiles, upon 
whom my name is called, saith the Lord, 
who doeth all these things.

19 Wherefore * my sentence is, that we 
trouble not them, which from among the 
Gentiles * are turned to God: 

20 But that we write unto them, that 
they abstain ¥from pollutions of idols, and

21 For Moses of old time hath in every 
city them that preach him, ’being read in 
the synagogues every sabbath-day. | 

22 Then pleased it the apostles and el- 


ders, with the whole church, to send chosen 


men of their own company to Antioch 
with Paul and Barnabas ; 


among the brethren : 

23 And they wrote letters by them after 
this manner; The apostles and elders and 
brethren send greeting unto the brethren 
which are of the Gentiles in Antioch and 
Syria and Cilicia: 

24 Forasmuch as we have heard, that 
“certain which went out from us have 
troubled you with words, subverting your 
souls, saying, Ye must be circumcised, and 
keep ‘the law : to whom we gave no such 
commandment : 

25 It seemed good unto us, being assem- 
bled with one accord, to send chosen men 
unto you with our beloved Barnabas and 
Paul; 

26 °Men that have hazarded their lives 
for the name of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

27 We have sent therefore Judas and 
Silas, who shall also tell yow the same 
things by ® mouth. 

28 For it seemed good to the Holy 
Ghost, and to us, to lay upon you no 
greater burden than these necessary things; 

29 ' That ye abstain from meats offered 
to idols, and * from blood, and from things 
strangled, and from fornication: from which 
if ye keep yourselves, ye shall do well. Fare 
ye well. 

30 So when they were dismissed, they 
came to Antioch: and when they had 
gathered the multitude together, they de- 
livered the epistle : 

31 Which when they had read, they

38 But Paul thought not good to take 
him with them, * who departed from them 
from Pamphylia, and went not with them 
to the work. 

39 And the contention was so sharp be- 
tween them, that they departed asunder 
one from the other: and so Barnabas took 
Mark, and sailed unto Cyprus; 

40 And Paul chose Silas, and departed, 
*being recommended by the brethren unto 
the grace.of God., 

41 And he went through Syria and_ 


Cilicia, ? confirming the churches. 
CHAP. XVI. 

1 Paul having circumcised Timothy, 7 and being called by 
the Spirit from one country to another, 14 converteth Lydia, 
16 casteth out a spirit of divination. 19 For which cause 
he and Silas are whipped and imprisoned, 26 The prison- 
doors are opened. 31 The jailer is converted, 37 and they 
are delivered. [ANNO Domini 53. 


HEN came he to * Derbe and Lystra: 
and, behold, a certain disciple was 
there, "named Timotheus, ‘the son of a 
certam woman, which was a Jewess, and 

believed; but his father was a Greek: 
2 Which “was well reported of by the 
brethren that were at Lystra and Iconium. 
3 Him would Paul have to go forth with 
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Paul converteth Lydia. 


him; and °took and circumcised him because 
of the Jews which were in those quarters: for 
they knew all that his father was a Greek. 

4 And as they went through the cities, 
they delivered them the decrees for to 
keep, ‘that were ordained of the apostles 
and elders which were at Jerusalem. 

5 And £so were the churches established 
in the faith, and increased in number daily. 

6 Now when they had gone throughout 
Phrygia and the region of Galatia, and 
were forbidden of the Holy Ghost to preach 
the word in Asia, 

7 After they were come to Mysia, they 
assayed to go into Bithynia: but the Spirit 
suffered them not. 


8 And they passing by Mysia *came | 


down to Troas. 


9 And a vision appeared to Paul in the 


night; There stood a ‘man of Macedonia, 
and prayed him, saying, Come over into 
Macedonia, and help us. 

10 And after he had seen the vision, 
immediately we endeavoured to go ‘into 
Macedonia, assuredly gathering that the 
Lord had called us for to preach the gos- 
pel unto them. 

11 Therefore loosing from Troas, we 
came with a straight course to Samothra- 
cia, and the next day to Neapolis ; 

12 And from thence to ' Philippi, which 
is “the chief city of that part of Macedo- 
nia, and a colony: and we were in that 
city abiding certain days. _ 

13 And on the ’sabbath we went out of 
the city by a river-side, where prayer was 
wont to be made; and we sat down, and 
spake unto the women which resorted 
thither. 

14 { And a certain woman named Lydia, 
a seller of purple, of the city of Thyatira, 
which worshipped God, heard us: whose 
"heart the Lord opened, that she attended 
unto the things which were spoken of Paul. 

15 And when she was baptized, and her 
household, she besought us, saying, If ye

prayer, a certain damsel °possessed with a 
spirit “of divination met us, which brought 
her masters "much gain by soothsaying: 

17 The same followed Paul and us, and 
cried, saying, These men are the servants 
of the most high God, which show unto us 
the way of salvation. 

18 And this did she many days. But 
Paul, ‘being grieved, turned and said to 
the spirit, | command thee in the name of 
Jesus Christ to come out of her. "And he 


| came out the same hour. 


19 { And *when her masters saw that 
the hope of their gains was gone, ‘they 
caught Paul and Silas, and "drew them 
into the “market-place unto the rulers, 

20 And brought them to the magistrates, 
saying, These men, being Jews, *do ex- 
ceedingly trouble our city, 

21 And teach customs, which are not 
lawful for us to receive, neither to observe, 
being Romans. 

22 And the multitude rose up together 
against them: and the magistrates rent off 
their clothes, ’and commanded to beat them. 

23 And when they had laid many stripes 
upon them, they cast them into prison, 
charging the jailer to keep them safely: 

24 Who, having received such a charge, 
thrust them into the inner prison, and made 
their feet fast in the stocks. | 

25 4 And at midnight Paul and Silas 
prayed, and sang praises unto God: and‘: 
the prisoners heard them. | 

26 *And suddenly there was a great 
earthquake, so that the foundations of the 
prison were shaken: and immediately *all 
the doors were opened, and every one’s 
bands were loosed. 

27 And the keeper of the prison awak-~- 
ing out of his sleep, and seeing the prison- 
doors open, he drew out. his sword, and

would have killed himself, supposing that 
the prisoners had been fled. |

29 Then he called for a light, and sprang 
im, and came trembling, and fell down be- 
fore Paul and Silas, : 

30 And brought them out, and _ said, 
> Sirs, what must I do to be saved 2? 

31 And they said, ‘Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved, and 
thy house. 

32 And they spake unto him the word 
of the Lord, and to all that were in his 
house. 

33 And he took them the same hour 
of the night, and washed their stripes; 
and was baptized, he and all his, straight- 
way. 

34 And when he had brought them into 
his house, “he set meat before them, and 
rejoiced, believing in God with all his 
house. 

35 And when it was day, the magistrates 
sent the serjeants, saying, Letthose men go. 

36 And the keeper of the prison told 
this saying to Paul, The magistrates have 
sent to let you go: now therefore depart, 
and go in peace. 

37 But Paul said unto them, They have 
beaten us openly uncondemned, °being 
Romans, and have cast ws into prison ; and 
now do they thrust us out privily? nay 
verily; but let them come themselves and 
fetch us out. 

38 And the serjeants told these words 
unto the magistrates: and they feared, 
when they heard that they were Romans. 

39 And they came and besought them, 
and brought them out, and ‘desired them 
to depart out of the city. 

40 And they went out of the prison, 
Sand entered into the house of Lydia: and 
when they had seen the brethren, they com- 
forted them, and departed. 


CHAP. XVII, 


The envious Jews raise an uproar. 


CHAP. XVII. ; 

1 Paul preacheth at Thessalonica, 4 where some believe, and 
others persecute him. 10 He is sent to Berea, and preach-

NONe when they had passed through 

Amphipolis and Apollonia, they came 
to Thessalonica, where was a synagogue 
of the Jews: | 

2 And Paul, as his manner was, *went 
in unto them, and three sabbath-days 
reasoned with them out of the scriptures, 

3 Opening and alleging, »that Christ 
must needs have suffered, and risen again 
from the dead; and that this Jesus, “whom 
I preach unto you, is Christ. 

4 °And some of them believed, and con- 
sorted with Paul and ‘Silas; and of the 
devout Greeks a great multitude, and of 
the chief women not a few. 

2 4 But the Jews which believed not, 
moved with envy, took unto them certain 
lewd fellows of the baser sort, and gather- 
ed a company, and set all the city on an up- 
roar, and assaulted the house of °Jason, and 
sought to bring them out to the people. 

6 And when they found them not, they 
drew Jason and certain brethren unto the 
rulers of the city, erying, ‘These that have 
turned the world upside down are come 
hither also ; 

7 Whom Jason hath received: and these 
all do contrary to the decrees of Cesar, *say- 
ing that there is another king, one Jesus. 

8 And they troubled the people and the 
rulers of the city, when they heard these 
things. 

9 And when they had taken security of 
Jason, and of the other, they let them go. 

10 4 And *the brethren immediately 
sent away Paul and Silas by night unto 
Berea: who coming thither went into the 
synagogue of the Jews. 

11 These were more noble than those in 
Thessalonica, in that they received the word 
with all readiness of mind, and ‘searched 
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Paul preacheth at Athens. 


the scriptures daily, whether those things 
were so. 

12 Therefore many of them believed ; 
also of honourable women which were 
Greeks, and of men, not a few. 

18 But when the Jews of Thessalonica 
had knowledge that the word of God was 
preached of Paul at Berea, they came 
thither also, and stirred up the people. 

14 * And thenimmediately the brethren 
sent away Paul to go as it were to the sea: 
but Silas and Timotheus abode there still. 

15 And theythat conducted Paul brought 
him unto Athens: and ' receiving a com- 
mandment unto Silas and Timotheus for to 
come to him with all speed, they departed. 

16 4 Now while Paul waited for them at 
Athens, ™his spirit was stirred in him, when 
he saw the city ’ wholly given to idolatry. 

17 Therefore disputed he in the syna- 
gogue with the Jews, and with the devout 
persons, and in the market daily with them 
that met with him. 

18 Then certain philosophers of the Epi- 
cureans, and of the Stoics, encountered 
him. And some said, What will this ° bab- 
bler say ? other some, He seemeth to be a 
setter forth of strange gods: because he 
preached unto them Jesus, and the resur- 
rection. . 

19 And they took him, and brought him 
unto ¢Areopagus, saying, May we know 
what this new doctrine, whereof thou 
speakest, as ? 

20 For thou bringest certain strange 
things to our ears: we would know there- 
fore what these things mean. 

21 (or all the Athenians and strangers 
which were there spent their time in no- 
thing else, but either to tell, or to hear 
some new thing.) 

22 {Then Paul stood in the midst of 
“Mars’ hill, and said, Ye men of Athens, I 
perceive that in all things ye are too su- 
perstitious. 

23 For as I passed by, and beheld your

Many are.converted unto Christ. 


F devotions, I found an altar with this in- 
scription, TO THE UNKNOWN GOD. 
Whom therefore ye ignorantly worship, him 
declare I unto you. 

24 "God that made the world and all 
things therein, seeing that he is ° Lord of 
heaven and earth, ? dwelleth not in temples 
made with hands; 

25 Neither is worshipped with men’s 
hands, tas though he needed any thing, 
seeing *he giveth to all life, and breath, 
and all things ; 

26 And hath made of one blood all na- 
tions of men for to dwell on all the face of 
the earth, and hath determined the times 
before appointed, and ‘the bounds of their 
habitation ; 

27 *'That they should seek the Lord, if 
haply they might feelafter him, and find him, 
“though he be not far from every one of us: 

28 For *in him we live, and move, and 
have our being; Yas certain also of your 
own poets have said, For we are also his 
offspring. | 

29 Forasmuch then as we are the off- 
spring of God, 7 we ought not to think that 
the Godhead is like unto gold, or silver, or 
stone, graven by art and man’s device. 

30 And * the times of this ignorance God 
winked at; but > now commandeth all men 
every where to repent: 

31 Because he hath appointed a day, in 
the which *he will judge the world in 
righteousness by that man whom he hath 
ordained ; whereof he hath ‘given assur- 


i 


ance unto all men, in that “he hath raised 


him from the dead. 

32 {And when they heard of the resur- 
rection of the dead, some mocked: and 
others said, We will hear thee again of 
this matter. er 

33 So Paul departed from among them. 

34 Howbeit certain men clave unto him, 
and believed: among the which was Dio- 
nysius the Areopagite, and a woman named 
Damaris, and others with them. 
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Paul preacheth at Corinth. CHAP. 


CHAP. XVIII. 


3 Paul laboureth with his hands, and preacheth at Corinth to 
the Gentiles. 9 The Lord encourageth him ina vision. 12 
He is accused before Gallio the deputy, but is dismissed. 18 

» Afterwards passing from city to city he strengtheneth the 
disciples. 24 Apollos, being more perfectly instructed by 
Aquila and Priscilla, 28 preacheth Christ with great effi- 
cacy. [ANNO pomint 54. ] 


A® TER these things Paul departed from 
Athens, and came to Corinth : 

2 And found a certain Jew named 
* Aquila, born in Pontus, lately come from 
Italy, with his wife Priscilla; (because that 
Claudius had commanded all Jews to de- 
part from Rome :) and came unto them. 

3 And because he was of the same craft, 
he abode with them, » and wrought: for by 
their occupation they were tent-makers. 

4 °And he reasoned in the synagogue 
every sabbath, and persuaded the Jews and 
the Greeks. 

> And ‘when Silas and Timotheus were 
come from Macedonia, Paul was ° pressed 
in the spirit, and testified to the Jews that 
Jesus “was Christ. 

6 And ‘when they opposed themselves, 
and blasphemed, ¢he shook his raiment, | 
and said unto them, * Your blood be upon 
your own heads; ‘I am clean: * from| 
henceforth I will go unto the Gentiles. 

7 4 And he departed thence, and enter- 
ed into a certain man’s house, named Jus- 
tus, one that worshipped God, whose house 
joined hard to the synagogue. 

8 ‘And Crispus, the chief ruler of the 
synagogue, believed on the Lord with all 
his house; and many of the Corinthians 
hearing believed, and were baptized. 

9 Then ™ spake the Lord to Paul in the 
night by a vision, Be not afraid, but speak, 
and hold not thy peace : 

10 * For I am with thee, and no man 
shall set on thee to hurt thee: for I have 
much people in this city. 

11 And he ° continued there a year and 
six months, teaching the word of God 
among them. 


XVIII. He reasoneth with the Jews, . 


12 4 And when Gallio was the deputy 
of Achaia, the Jews made insurrection with 
one accord against Paul, and brought him 
to the judgment-seat, 

13 Saying, This fellow persuadeth men 
to worship God contrary to the law. 

14 And when Paul was now about to 
open his mouth, Gallio said unto the J ews, 
° If it were a matter of wrong or wicked 
lewdness, O ye Jews, reason would that I 
should bear with you : 

15 But if it be a question of words and 
names, and of your law, look yeto it; for 
I will be no judge of such matters. 

16 And he drave them from the judg- 
ment-seat. 

17 Then all the Greeks took P Sosthenes, 


the chief ruler of the synagogue, and beat 


him before the judgment-seat. And Gallio 
cared for none of those things. 

18 4 And Paul after this tarried there 
yet a good while, and then took his leave 
of the brethren, and sailed thence into Sy- 
ria, and with him Priscilla and Aquila ; 
having ‘shorn his head in * Cenchrea: for 
he had a vow. 

19 And he came to Ephesus, and left 
them there: but he himself entered into the 
synagogue, and reasoned with the Jews. 

20 When they desired him to tarry 
longer time with them, he consented not; 

21 Butbadethem farewell, saying, * [must 
by all means keep this feast that cometh in 
Jerusalem: but Iwill return again unto you, 
‘if God will. And he sailed from Ephesus. 

22 And when he had landed at Cesarea, 
and gone up, and saluted the church, he 
went down to Antioch. 

23 And after he had spent some time 
there, he departed, and went over all the 
country of " Galatia and Phrygia in order, 
* strengthening all the disciples. 

24 4 ¥ And a certain Jew named Apollos, 
born at Alexandria, an eloquent man, and 
mighty in the scriptures, came to Ephesus. 
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The Holy Ghost given by Paul’s hands. THE ACTS. 


25 This man was instructed in the way || 


of the Lord; and being “fervent in the 
spirit, he spake and taught diligently the 
things of the Lord, * knowing only the bap- 
tism of John. 

26 And he began to speak boldly in the 
synagogue : whom when Aquila and Pris- 
cilla had heard, they took him unto them, 
and expounded unto him the way of God 
more perfectly. 

27 And when he was disposed to pass 
into Achaia, the brethren wrote, exhorting 
the: disciples to receive him: who, when 
he was come, ”helped them much which 
had believed through grace : 

28 For he mightily convinced the Jews, 
and that publicly, ‘showing by the scrip- 


tures that Jesus “was Christ. 
CHAP. XIX. 

6 The Holy Ghost is given by Paul’s hands. 9 The Jews 
blaspheme his doctrine, which is confirmed by miracles. 13 
The Jewish evorcists 16 are beaten by the devil. 19 Conjur- 
ing books are burnt. 24 Demetrius, for love of gain, rais- 


eth an uproar against Paul, 35 which is appeased by the 


town-clerk. [ANNo pomini 56.] 

ND it came to pass, that, while * Apol- 

los was at Corinth, Paul having pass- 

ed through ’the upper coastscame to Eiphe- 
sus: and finding certain disciples, 

2 He said unto them, Have ye received 
the Holy Ghost since ye believed? And 
they said unto him, ° We have not so much 
as heard whether there be any Holy 
Ghost. 

& 3 And he said unto them, Unto what 
then were ye baptized? And they said, 
4Unto John’s baptism. 

4 Then said Paul, *John verily baptized 
with the baptism of repentance, saying 
unto the people, that they should believe 
on him which should come after him, that 
is, on Christ Jesus. 

5 When they heard this, they were bap- 
tized ‘in the name of the Lord Jesus. 

6 And when Paul had ‘laid his hands 
upon them, the Holy Ghost came on them; 
and ® they spake with tongues, and pro- 
phesied. 


The Jewish exorcists are beaten. — 

7 And all the men were about twelve. 

8 ‘And he went into the synagogue, and 
spake boldly for the space of three months, 
disputing and persuading the things *con- 
cerning the kingdom of God. 

9 But ! when divers were hardened, and 
believed not, but spake evil ™ of that way 
before the multitude, he departed from 
them, and separated the disciples, disput- 
ing daily in the school of one Tyrannus. 

10 And * this continued by the space of 
two years; so that all they which dwelt in 


Asia heard the word of the Lord Jesus, ’ 


both Jews and Greeks. 

11 And ° God wrought special miracles 
by the hands of Paul: 

12 » So that from his body were brought 
unto the sick handkerchiefs or aprons, and 
the diseases departed from them, and the 
evil spirits went out of them. 

13 4 3 Then certain of the vagabond 
Jews, exorcists, *took upon them to call 
over them which had evil spirits the name 
of the Lord Jesus, saying, We adjure you 
by Jesus whom Paul preacheth. 

14 And there were seven sons of one 
Sceva, a Jew, and chief of the priests, 
which did so. 

15 And the evil spirit answered and said, 
Jesus I know, and Paul I know; but who 
are ye! 

16 And the man in whom the evil spirit 
was leaped on them, and overcame them, 
and prevailed against them, so that they 
fled out of that house naked and wounded. 

17 And this was known to all the Jews 
and Greeks also dwelling at Ephesus; and 
s fear fell on them all, and the name of the 
Lord Jesus was magnified. 

18 And many that believed came, and 
t confessed, and showed their deeds. 

19 Many of them also which used curi- 
ous arts brought their books together, and 
burned them before all men: and they 
counted the price of them, and found a 
fifty thousand pteces of silver. 
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_ passed through Macedonia and Achaia, to 


there, 7 I must also see Rome. 


Demetrius raseth an uproar, 


20 "So mightily grew the word of God 
and prevailed. _ ae tere 

21 4 * After these things were ended, 
Paul ¥ purposed in the spirit, when he had 


go to Jerusalem, saying, After I have been 


22 So he sent into Macedonia two of 
*them that ministered unto him, Timo- 
theus and ° Erastus; but he himself stayed 
in Asia for a season. 

23 And ‘the same time there arose no 
small stir about ‘that way. 

_ 24 For a certain man named Demetrius, 
a silversmith, which made silver shrines for 
Diana, brought ‘no small gain unto the 
craftsmen ; : 

25 Whom he called together with the 
workmen of like occupation, and said, Sirs, 
ye know that by this craft we have our wealth. 

26 Moreover ye see and hear, that not 
alone at Ephesus, but almost throughout all 
Asia, this Paul hath persuaded and turned 
away much people, saying that ‘they be no 
gods, which are made with hands: 

27 So that not only this our craft is in 
danger to be set at nought; but also that 
the temple of the great goddess Diana 
should be despised, and her magnificence | 
should be destroyed, whom all Asia and 
the world worshippeth. 

28 And when they heard these sayings, 
they were full of wrath, and cried out, say- 
ing, Great is Diana of the Ephesians. 

29 And the whole city was filled with 
confusion: and having caught § Gaius and 
» Aristarchus, men of Macedonia, Paul’s 
companions in travel, they rushed with one 
accord into the theatre. ' 

30 And when Paul would have entered in 
unto the people,the disciples suffered himnot. 

31 And certain of the chief of Asia, which 
were his friends, sent unto him, desiring 
him that he would not adventure himself | 
into the theatre. 

32 Some therefore cried one thing, and

which 1s appeased by the town-clerk. 


some another : for the assembly was con- 
fused ; and the more part knew not where- 
fore they were come together. 

33 And they drew Alexander out of the 
multitude, the Jews putting him forward. 
And ‘ Alexander * beckoned with the hand, 
and would have made his defence unto the 
people. 

_ 34 But when they knew that he was a 
Jew, all with one voice about the space of 
two hours cried out, Great is Diana of the 
Ephesians. 

39 And when the town-clerk had ap- 
peased the people, he said, Ye men of 
Ephesus, what man is there that knoweth 
not how that the city of the Ephesians is “a 
worshipper of the great goddess Diana, and 
of the umage which fell down from Jupiter? 

36 Seeing then that these things cannot 
be spoken against, ye ought to be quiet, and 
to do nothing rashly. ; 

37 For ye have brought hither these 
men, which are neither robbers of churches, 
nor yet blasphemers of your goddess. 

38, Wherefore if Demetrius, and the 
craftsmen which are with him, have a 
matter against any man, ’the law is open, 
and there are deputies: let them implead 
one another. q 

39 But if ye inquire any thing concern- 
ing other matters, it shall be determined 
in a “lawful assembly. 

40 For we are in danger to be called in 
question for this day’s uproar, there bemg 
no cause whereby we may give an ac- 
count of this concourse. , 

41 And when he had thus spoken, he 
dismissed the assembly. , 

CHAP. XX. 


1 Paul gocth to Macedonia. 7 He celebrateth the Lord's 
supper, and preacheth. 9 Eutychus having fallen down 
dead, 10 ts raised to life. 17 At Miletum he calleth the 
elders together, telleth them what shall befall to himself, 
28 committeth God’s flock to them, 29 warneth them of false 
teachers, 32 commendeth them to God, 36 prayeth with them, 
and goeth his way. [ANNo pomint 69. ] 


A ND after the uproar was ceased, Paul 


called unto him the disciples, and 
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THE 
embraced them, and * departed for to go 
into Macedonia. 

2 And when he had gone over those 
parts, and had given them much exhorta- 
tion, he came into Greece, 

3 And there abode three months. And 
bwhen the Jews laid wait for him, as he was 
about to sailinto Syria, he purposed to re- 
turn through Macedonia. 

4 And there accompanied him into Asia 
Sopaterof Berea; and of the Thessalonians, 
¢ Aristarchus and Secundus; and ¢ Gaius of 
Derbe, and ° Timotheus; and of Asia, ‘Ty- 
chicus and % Trophimus. 

5 These going before tarried for us at 
Troas. 

6 And we sailed away from Philippi 
after "the days of unleavened bread, and 
came unto them ‘to Troas in five days; 
where we abode seven days. 

7 And upon * the first day of the week, 
when the disciples came together ' to break 
bread, Paul preached unto them, ready to 
depart on the morrow ; and continued. his 
speech until midnight. 

8 And there were many lights ™1in the 
upper chamber, where they were gathered 
together. 

9 And there sat in a window a certain 
young man named Eutychus; being fallen 
into a deep sleep: and as Paul was long 
preaching, he sunk down with sleep, and 
fell down from the third loft, and was 
taken up dead. 

10. And Paul went down, and “fell on 
him, and embracing him said, ° Trouble not 
yourselves; for his life is in him. 

11 When he therefore was come up 
again, and had broken bread, and eaten, 
and talked along while, even till break of 
day, so he departed. 

12 And they brought the young man 
alive, and were not a little comforted. 

13 4 And we.went before to ship, and 
sailed unto Assos, there intending to take 


Eutychus restored to life. 


CHAP. XX. a1Cor.16.5. 1 Timothy 1. 3. bch.9. 23, & 23.12. & 25.3, 2 Cor. 
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in Paul: for so had he appointed, minding 
himself to go afoot. , Kit 

14 And when he met with us at Assos, 
we took him in, and came to Mitylene. 

15 And we sailed thence, and came the 
next day over against Chios; and the next 
day we arrived at Samos, and tarried at 
Trogyllium; and the next day we came 
to Miletus. ; 

16 For Paul had determined to sail by 
Ephesus, because he would not spend the 
time in Asia: for ? he -hasted, if it were 
possible for him, ‘to be at Jerusalem * the 
day of Pentecost. 

17 {And from Miletus he sent to Ephe- 
sus, and called the elders of the church. 

18 And when they were come to him, 
he said unto them, Ye know, ‘from the first 
day that I came into Asia, after what man- 
ner I have been with you at all seasons, 

19 Serving the Lord with all humility of 
mind, and with many tears, and tempta- 
tions, which befell me ‘by the lying in 
wait of the Jews: 

20 And how “I kept back nothing that 
was profitable unto you, but have showed 
you, and have taught you publicly, and 
from house to house, 

21 * Testifying both to the Jews, and also 
to the Greeks, Y repentance toward God, 
and faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ. 

22 And now, behold, 7I go bound in the 
spirit unto Jerusalem, not knowing the 
things that shall befall me there : 

23 Save that *the Holy Ghost witnesseth 
in every city, saying that bonds and afflic- 
tions “abide me. 

24 But ’none of these things move me, 
neither count I my life dear unto myself, 
‘so that I might finish my course with joy, 
4 and the ministry, * which I have received 
of the Lord Jesus, to testify the gospel of 
the grace of God. 

25 And now, behold, ‘I know that ye all, 
among whom I have gone preaching the 
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Paul’s charge to the elders of Ephesus. CHAP. XXI. 


kingdom of God, shall see my face no 


~ more. 


26 Wherefore I take you to record this 
day, that I am £ pure from the blood of all 
men. 

27 For *I have not shunned to declare 


- unto you all ‘the counsel of God. 


28 4 *'Take heed therefore unto your- 
selves, and to all the flock, over the which 
the Holy Ghost 'hath made you overseers, 
to feed the church of God, ™which he hath 
purchased * with his own blood. 

29 For I know this, that after my de- 
parting °shall grievous wolves enter in 
among you, not sparing the flock. 

30 Also ? of your own selves shall men 
arise, speaking perverse things, to draw 
away disciples after them. 

31 Therefore watch, and remember, 
that “by the space of three years I ceased 
not to warn every one night and day with 
tears. : 

32 And now, brethren, I commend you 
to God, and ‘to the word of his grace, 
which is able *to build you up, and to give 
you ‘an inheritance among all them which 
are sanctified. 

33 "Ihave coveted no man’s silver, or 
gold, or apparel. 

34 Yea, ye yourselves know, *that these 
hands have ministered unto my necessities, 
and to them that were with me. 

395 IT have showed you all things, ” how 
that so labouring ye ought to support the 
weak, and to remember the words of the 
Lord Jesus, how he said, It is more blessed 

0 give than to receive. | 

86 4 And when he had thus spoken, he 
“kneeled down, and prayed with them all. 

37 And they all wept sore, and *fell on 
Paul’s neck, and kissed him, 

38 Sorrowing most of all for the words 
*which he spake, that they should see his 
face no more. And they accompanied him 
unto the ship.

1 Paul will not by any means be dissuaded Srom going to 
Jerusalem. 9 Philip’s daughters prophetesses. 17 Paul 
cometh to Jerusalem: 27 where he is apprehended, and in 
great danger, 31 but by the chief captain is rescued, and 
permitted to speak to the people. [anno pomuni 60.] 


AND it came to pass, that after we were 
gotten from them, and had launched, 
we came with a straight course unto Coos, 
and the day following unto Rhodes, and 
from thence unto Patara: me 

2 And finding a ship sailing over unto 
Phenicia, we went aboard, and set forth. 

3 Now when we had discovered Cyprus, 
we left it on the left hand, and sailed into 
Syria, and landed at Tyre: for there the 
ship was to unlade her burden. 

4 And finding disciples, we tarried there 
seven days: *who said to Paul through 
the Spirit, that he should not go up to 
Jerusalem. 

9 And when we had accomplished those 
days, we departed and went our way ; and 
they all brought us on our way, with wives 
and children, till we were out of the city: 
and ’we kneeled down on the shore, and 
prayed. 

6 And when we had taken our leave one 
of another, we took ship; and they return- 
ed °home again. 

7 And when we had finished our course 
from Tyre, we came to Ptolemais, and sa- 
luted the brethren, and abode with them 
one day. 

8 And the next day we that were of 
Paul’s company departed, and came unto 
Cesarea: and we entered into the house 
of Philip ‘the evangelist, °which was one 
of the seven; and abode with him. 

9 And the same man had four daugh- 
ters, virgins, ‘which did prophesy. 

10 And as we tarried there many days, 
there came down from Judea a certain 
prophet, named % Agabus. 

11 And when he was come unto us, he 
took Paul’s girdle, and bound his own hands 
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Paul journeyeth to Jerusalem. 


and feet, and said, Thus saith the Holy 
Ghost, So shall the Jews at Jerusalem bind 
the man that owneth this girdle, and shall 
deliver Aim into the hands of the Gentiles. 
- 12 And when we heard these things, 
both we, and they of that place, besought 
him not to go up to Jerusalem. 

13 Then Paul answered, ‘ What mean ye 
to weep and to break mine heart ? for lam 
ready not to be bound only, but also to die 
at Jerusalem forthe name of the Lord Jesus. 

14 And when he would not be persuad- 
ed, we ceased, saying, * The will of the 
Lord be done. 

15 And after those days we took up our 
carriages, and went up to Jerusalem. 

16 There went with us also certain of 
the disciples of Cesarea, and brought with 
them one Mnason of Cyprus, an old dis- 
ciple, with whom we should lodge. 

17 1! And when we were come to Jerusa- 
lem, the brethren received us gladly. 

18 And the day following Paul went in 
with us unto ™James; and all the elders 
were present. 

19 And when he had saluted them, "he 
declared particularly what things God 
had wrought among the Gentiles °by his 
ministry. 

20 And when they heard it, they glori- 
fied the Lord, and said unto him, Thou 
seest, brother, how many thousands of Jews 
there are which believe; and they are all 
P zealous of the law: 

21 And they are informed of thee, that 
thou teachest all the Jews which are among 
the Gentiles to forsake Moses, saying that 
they ought not to circumcise their children, 
neither to walk after the customs. | 

22 What is it therefore? the multitude 
must needs come together: for they will 
hear that thou art come. 

~ 23 Do therefore this that we say to thee: 
We have four men whichhaveavow onthem ; 

24 Them take, and purify thyself with 

them, and be at charges with them, that

they may ‘shave their heads: and all may 
know that those things, whereof they were 
informed concerning thee, are nothing; but 
that thou thyself also walkest orderly, and 
keepest the law. ea 


25 As touching the Gentiles which be- 


lieve, "we have written and concluded that 


they observe no such thing, save only that 
they keep themselves from things offered 
to idols, and from blood, andfrom strangled, 
and from fornication. 

26 Then Paul took the men, and the next 
day purifying himself with them ‘entered 
into the temple, ‘to signify the accomplish- 
ment of the days of purification, until that 
an offering should be offered for every one 
of them. | 

27 And when the seven days were al- 
most ended, "the Jews which were of Asia, 
when they saw him in the temple, stirred 
up all the people, and * laid hands on him, 

28 Crying out, Men of Israel, help: This 
is the man, *that teacheth all men every 
where against the people, and the law, and 
this place: and further brought Greeks 
also into the temple, and hath polluted this 
holy place. 

29 (For they had seen before with him 
in the city * Trophimus an Ephesian, whom 
they supposed that Paul had brought into 
the temple.) 

30 And “all the city was moved, and 
the people ran together: and they took 
Paul, and drew him out of the temple: and 
forthwith the doors were shut. 

31 And as they went about to kill him, 
tidings came unto the chief captain of the 
band, that all Jerusalem was in an uproar. 

32 > Who immediately took soldiers and 
centurions, and ran down unto them: and 
when they saw the chief captain and the 
soldiers, they left beating of Paul. 

33 Then the chief captain came near, 
and took him, and °commanded him to be 
bound with two chains; and demanded who 
nb was, and what he had done. 
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Paul's harangue to the people. 


_ 34 And some cried one thing, some ano-| 
ther, among the multitude: and when. he 
could not know the certainty for the tu- 
mult, he commanded him to be carried in- 
to the castle. 3 

. 85 And when he came upon the stairs, 
so it was, that he was borne of the soldiers 
for the violence of the people. ” 

36 For the multitude of the people fol- 
lowed after, crying, ¢ Away with him. 

37 And as Paul was to be led into the 
castle, he said unto the chief captain, May 
I speak unto thee? Who said, Canst thou 
speak Greek ? 

38 * Art not thou that * Egyptian, which 
before these days madest an uproar, and 
leddest out into the wilderness four thou- 
sand men that were murderers? 

39 But Paul said, ‘I am a man which 
ama Jew of Tarsus, a city in Cilicia, a 
citizen of no mean city: and, I beseech 
thee, suffer me to speak unto the people. 

40 And when he had given him license, 
Paul stood on the stairs, and ¢beckoned 
with the hand unto the people. And when 
there was made a great silence, he spake 
unto them in the Hebrew tongue, saying, 

2G CHAP. XXII. 


1 Paul declaketh at large, how he was converted to the faith, 
17 and called to his apostleship. 22 At the very mentioning 
of the Gentiles, the people exclaim on him. 24 He should have 
been scourged, 25 but claiming the privilege of a Roman, 
he escapeth. [anno pominr 60.] 


EN, *brethren, and fathers, hear ye my 
defence which I make now unto you. 

2 (And when they heard that he spake 
in the Hebrew tongue to them, they kept 
the more silence: and he saith, ) 

3 °T am verily a man which am a Jew, 
born in Tarsus, a city in Cilicia, yet brought 
up in this city °at the feet of “ Gamaliel, 
and taught °* according to the perfect 
manner of the law of the fathers, and 
‘was zealous toward God, %as ye all are 
this day. 

4 * And I persecuted this way unto the 
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XXII. 
death, binding and delivering into prisons 
both men and women. , 

© As also the high priest doth bear me 
witness, and ‘all the estate of the elders: 
“from whom also I received letters unto 
the brethren, and went to Damascus, to 
bring them which were there bound unto 
Jerusalem, for to be punished. 

6 And ‘it came to pass, that, as I made 
my journey, and was come nigh unto Da- 
mascus about noon, suddenly there shone 
from heaven a great light round about me. 

7 And I fell unto the ground, and heard 
a voice Saying unto me, Saul, Saul, why 


He declareth at large his conversion. 


|persecutest thou me? 


8 And I answered, Who art thou, Lord? 
And he said unto me, I am Jesus of Naza- 
reth, whom thou persecutest. 

9 And ™ they that were with me saw in- 
deed the light, and were afraid; but they 
heard not the voice of him that spake to me. 

10 And I said, What shall I do, Lord 2 
And the Lord said unto me, Arise, and go 
into Damascus; and there it shall be told 
thee of all things which are appointed for 
thee to do. 

11 And when I could not see for the glory 
of that light, being led by the hand of them 
that were with me, I came into Damascus. 

12 And "one Ananias, a devout man ac- 
cording to the law, °having a good report 


jof all the ® Jews which dwelt there, 


13 Came unto me, and stood, and said 
unto me, Brother Saul, receive thy sight. 
And the same hour I looked up upon him. 

14 And he said, 41 The God of our fathers 
"hath chosen thee, that thou shouldest know 
his will, and *see tthat Just One, and 
"shouldest hear the voice of his mouth. 

15 *For thou shalt be his witness unto 
all men of what thou hast seen and heard. 

16 And now why tarriest thou? arise, 
and be baptized, *and wash away thy sins, 
* calling on the name of the Lord. 

17 And *it came to pass, that, when I 
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Paul clavmeth the privilege of a Roman. THE 


was come again to Jerusalem, even while 
I prayed in the temple, I was in a trance; 

18 And ‘saw him saying unto me, “Make 
haste, and get thee quickly out of Jerusa- 
lem: for they will not receive thy testi- 
mony concerning me. 

19 And I said, Lord, * they know that I 
imprisoned and ‘beat in every synagogue 
them that believed on thee: 

20 And when the blood of thy martyr 
Stephen was shed, I also was standing by, 
and "consenting unto hig death, and kept 
the raiment of them that slew him. 

21 And he said unto me, Depart: ‘for I 
will send thee far hence unto the Gentiles. 

22 And they gave him audience unto this 
word, and then lifted up their voices, and 
said, ‘Away with such a fellow from the 
earth: for it is not fit that 'he should live. 

23 And as they cried out, and cast off 
their clothes, and threw dust into the air, 

24 The chief captain commanded him 
to be brought into the castle, and bade 
that he should be examined by scourging ; 
that he might know wherefore they cried 
so against him. 

25 And as they bound him with thongs, 
Paul said unto the centurion that stood by, 
=Ts it lawful for you to scourge a man that 
is a Roman, and uncondemned ? 

26 Whenthe centurion heard that, he went 
andtoldthechief captain, saying, Take heed 
what thou doest: for this man is a Roman. 

27 Then the chief captain came, and 
said unto him, Tell me, art thou a Roman? 
He said, Yea. 

28 And the chief captain answered, 
With a great sum obtained I this freedom. 
And Paul said, But I was free-born. 

29 Then straightway they departed from 
him which should have “examined him: 
and the chief captain also was afraid, af- 
ter he knew that he was a Roman, and 
because he had bound him. 

30 Onthe morrow, because he would have 
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ACTS. 


known the certainty wherefore he was ac- 


Dissension among hus accusers. 


cused of the Jews, he loosed him from his 


bands, and commanded the chief priests 
and all their council to appear, and brought 
Paul down, and set him before them. 


CHAP. XXIII. 


1 As Paul pleadeth his cause, 2 Ananias commandeth them 
to smite him. ‘7 Dissension among his accusers. 11 God 
encourageth him. 14 The Jews’ laying wait for Paul 
20 is declared unto the chief captain. 27 He sendeth him 
to Felix the governor. [anno pominr 60.] 


AN D Paul, earnestly beholding the coun- 
cil, said, Men and brethren, * 1 have 
lived in all good conscience before God 
until this day. 

2 And the high priest Ananias com- 
manded them that stood by him * to smite 
him on the mouth. 

3 Then said Paul unto him, God shall 
smite thee, thow whited wall: for sittest 
thou to judge me after the law, and °com- 
mandest me to be smitten contrary to 
the law ? 

4 And they that stood by said, Revilest 
thou God’s high priest ? 

5 Then said Paul, ‘I wist not, brethren, 
that he was the high priest: for it is writ- 
ten, ® Thou shalt not speak evil of the ruler 
of thy people. 

6 But when Paul perceived that the one 
part were Sadducees, and the other Phari- 
sees, he cried out in the council, Men and 
brethren, ‘fam a Pharisee, the son of a 
Pharisee: *of the hope and resurrection 
of the dead I am called in question. 

7 And when he had so said, there arose 
a dissension between the Pharisees and the 
Sadducees: and the multitude was divided. 

8 » For the Sadducees say that there is 
no resurrection, neither angel, nor spirit: 
but the Pharisees confess both. 

9 And there arose a great cry: and the 
scribes that were of the Pharisees’ part 
arose, and strove, saying, ‘ We find no evil 
in this man: but ‘if a spirit or an angel hath 
spoken to him, ‘let us not fight against God. 
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A consmracy against Paul. 


10 And when there arose a great dissen- 
sion, the chief captain, fearing lest Paul 
should have been pulled in pieces of them, 
commanded the soldiers to go down, and 
to take him by force from among them, 
and to bring ham into the castle. 

11 And ™the night following the Lord 
stood by him, and said, Be of good cheer, 
Paul: for as thou hast testified of me in 
Jerusalem, so must thou bear witness also 
at Rome. 

12 And when it was day, " certain of the 
Jews banded together, and bound themselves 
“under a curse, saying that they would nei- 
ther eat nor drink till they had killed Paul. 

13 And they were more than forty which 
had made this conspiracy. 

14 And they came to the chief priests and 
elders, and said, We have bound ourselves 
under a great curse, that we will eat no- 
thing until we have slain Paul. 

15 Now therefore ye with the council 
signify to the chief captain that he bring 
him down unto you to-morrow, as though 
ye would inquire something more perfectly 
concerning him: and we, or ever he come 
near, are ready to kill him. 

16 And when Paul’s sister’s son heard 
of their lying in wait, he went and entered 
into the castle, and told Paul. 

17 Then Paul called one of the centu- 
rions unto him, and said, Bring this young 
man unto the chief captain: for he hath a 
certain thing to tell him. 

18 So he took him, and brought him to 
the chief captain, and said, Paul the pr- 
soner called me unto him, and prayed me 
to bring this young man unto thee, who 
hath something to say unto thee. 

19 Then the chief captain took him by 
the hand, and went with him aside pri- 
vately, and asked him, What is that thou 
hast to tell me? 

20 And he said, °The Jews have agreed 
to desire thee that thou wouldest bring 
down Paul to-morrow into the council, as 


CHAP.

though they would inquire somewhat of 
him more perfectly. 

21 But do not thou yield unto-them: for 
there lie in wait for him of them more than 
forty men, which have bound themselves 
with an oath, that they will neither eat nor 
drink till they have killed him: and now 
ae they ready, looking for a promise from 
thee. 

22 So the chief captain then let the 
young man depart, and charged him, See 
thou tell no man that thou hast showed 
these things to me. | 

23 And he called unto him two centu- 
rions, saying, Make ready two hundred 
soldiers to go to Cesarea, and horsemen 
threescore and ten, and spearmen two 
hundred, at the third hour of the night; 

24 And provide them beasts, that they 
may set Paul on, and bring him safe unto 
Felix the governor. 

25 And he wrote a letter after this 
manner: 

26 Claudius Lysias unto the most excel- 
lent governor Felix sendeth greeting. 

27 ? This man was taken of the Jews, 
and should have been killed of them: then 
came I with an army, and rescued him, 
having understood that he was a Roman. 

28 1And when I would have known the 
cause wherefore they accused him, I brought 
him forth into their council : 

29 Whom I perceived to be accused "of 
questions of their law, *but to have nothing 
laid to his charge worthy of death or of 
bonds. 

30 And ‘when it was told me howthatthe 
Jews laid wait for the man, I sent straight- 
way to thee, and "gave commandment to 
his accusers also to say before thee what 
they had against him. Farewell. 

31 Then the soldiers, as it was com- 
manded them, took Paul, and brought him 
by night to Antipatris.. 

32 On the morrow they left the horsemen 
to go with him, and returned to the castle: 


He is sent to Felix the governor. 
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Paul is accused by Tertullus. — 


33 Who, when they came to Cesarea, 
and delivered the epistle to the governor, 
presented Paul also before him. 
34 And when the governor had read the 
letter, he asked of what province he was. 

And when he understood that he was of 

* Cilicia ; 

35 y] will hear thee, said he, when thine 
accusers arealso come. Andhe commanded 
him to be kept in * Herod’s judgment-hall. 

CHAP. XXIV. 

1 Paul being accused by Tertullus the orator, 10 answereth 
for his life and doctrine. 24 He preacheth Christ to the 
governor and his wife. 
leaveth Paul in prison. [ANNO DOMINI 60.] 

ND after *five days ®Ananias the high 

priest descended with the elders, and 

with a certain orator named Tertullus, who 
informed the governor against Paul. - 

2 And when he was called forth, 'Ter- 
tullus began to accuse him, saying, Seeing 
that by thee we enjoy great quietness, and 
that very worthy deeds are done unto this 
nation by thy providence, , 

3 We accept it always, and in all places, 
most noble Felix, with all thankfulness. 

4 Notwithstanding, that I be not further 
tedious unto thee, I pray thee that thou 
wouldest hear us of thy clemency a few 
words. : 

5 ¢ For we have found this man a pesti- 
lent fellow, and a mover of sedition among 
all the Jews throughout the world, and a 
ringleader of the sect of the Nazarenes: 

6 4 Who also hath gone about to profane 
the temple: whom we took, and would 
ehave judged according to our law. 

7 ‘But the chief captain Lysias came 
upon us, and with great violence took him 
away out of our hands, 

8 * Commanding his accusers to come 
unto thee: by examining of whom thyself 
mayest take knowledge of all these things, 
whereof we accuse him. 

9 And the Jews also assented, saying 
that these things were so.

26 The governor hopeth for a 
bribe, but in vain. 27 At last, going out of his office, he, 


THE ACTS. He answereth for his life and doctrine. 


10 *Then Paul, after that the governor 
had beckoned unto him to speak, answered, 
Forasmuch as I know that thou hast been 
of many years a judge unto this nation, I 
do the more cheerfully answer for myself: 

11 Because that thou mayestunderstand, 
that there are yet but twelve days since I 
went up to Jerusalem *for to worship. 

12 ‘And they neither found me im the 


‘temple disputing with any man, neither 
‘raising up the people, neither in the syna- 


gogues, nor in the city : 

13 Neither can they prove the things 
whereof they now accuse me. 

14 But this I confess unto thee, that 
after ‘the way which they call heresy, so 
worship I the God of my fathers, believ- 
ing all things which are written in ™the 
law and in the prophets: 

15 And * have hope toward God, which 
they themselves also allow, °that there shall 
be a resurrection of the dead, both of the 
just and unjust. 

16 And? herein do I exercise myself, to 
have always a conscience void of offence 
toward God, and toward men. 

17 Now after many years ‘I came to 
bring alms to my nation, and offerings. 

18 * Whereupon certain Jews from Asia 


found me purified in the temple, neither i 


with multitude, nor with tumult. 

19 * Who ought to have been here be- 
fore thee, and object, if they had aught 
against me. 

20 Or else let these same here say, if 


they have found any evil-dong in me, 


while I stood before the council, 
21 Except it be for this one voice, that I 
cried standing among them, *Touching— 


the resurrection of the dead I am called in 


question by you this day. 


92 And when Felix heard these things, — 
having more perfect knowledge of that way, — 


he deferred them, and said, When * Lysias 
the chief captain shall come down, I will 
know the uttermost of your matter. 
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The Jews accuse Paul before Festus. 


23 And he commanded a centurion to 
keep Paul, and to let him have liberty, and 
*that he should forbid none of his ac- 
quaintance to minister or come unto him. 

24 And after certain days, when Felix 


came with his wife Drusilla, which was al 


Jewess, he sent for Paul, and heard him 
concerning the faith in Christ. 

25 And as he reasoned of righteousness, 
temperance, and judgment to come, Felix 
trembled, and answered, Go thy way for 
this time; when I have a convenient sea- 
son, I will call for thee. 


26 He hoped also that ’money should| 


have been given him of Paul, that he might 
loose him: Tw heeatere he sent for him the 
oftener, and communed with him. 

27 But after two years Porcius Festus 
came into Felix’ room: and Felix, “willing to 
Joy the Jews a pleasure, left Paul bound. 
o¢ G'}' ) CHAP. XXv. 

2 The Tews accuse Paul before Festus. 8 He answereth 
for himself, 14 and appealeth unto Cesar. 14 Afterwards 

Festus openeth his matter to king Agrippa, 23 and he is 


brought forth. 25 Festusdeclarethhim to have done nothing 
worthy of death. [aNNo pomINt 60. ] 


OW when Festus was come into the 
province, after three days he ascend- 
ed from Cesarea to Jerusalem. 

2 * Then the high priest and the chief 
of the Jews informed him against Paul, 
and besought him, 

3 And-desired favour against him, that 
he would send for him to Jerusalem, *lay- 
ing wait in the way to kill him. 

4 But Festus answered, that Paul should 
be kept at Cesarea, and that he himself 
would depart shortly thither. 

5 Let them therefore, said he, which 
among you are able, go down with me, and 
accuse this man, °if there be any wicked- 
ness in him. 

6 And when he had tarried among them 
“more than ten days, he went down unto 
Cesarea; and the next day sitting on the 
jJudgment-seat commanded Paul to be 
brought.

He appealeth unto Cesar. 


7 And when ys was come, the Jews 
which came down from Jerusalem stood 
round about, “and laid many and grievous 


;complaints against Paul, which they could 


not prove. 

8 While he answered for himself, ¢ Nei- 
ther against the law of the Jews, neither 
against the temple, nor yet against Cesar, 
have I offended aes thing at all. 

9 But Festus, ‘ willing to do Ms Jewsa 
pleasure, answered Paul, and said, § Wilt 
thou go up to Jerusalem, and there be 
judged of these things before me? 

10 Then said Paul, I stand at Ce- 
sar’s judgment-seat, where I ought to be 
judged: to the Jews have I done no wrong, 
as thou very well knowest. 

11 "For if I be an offender, or have 
committed any thing worthy of death, I 
refuse not to die: but if there be none of 
these things whereof these accuse me, no 
man may deliver me unto them. ‘I appeal 
unto Cesar. 

12 Then Festus, when he had confer- 
red with the council, answered, Hast thou 
appealed unto Cesar? unto Cesar shalt 
thou go. 

13 And after certain days king eee 
and Bernice came unto Cesarea to salute 
Festus. 

14 And when they had been there any 
days, Festus declared Paul’s cause unto 
the king, saying, “There is a certain man. 
left in bonds by Felix: 

15 ! About whom, when I was at Jeru- 
salem, the chief priests and the elders of 
the Jews informed me, desiring to have 
judgment against him. 

16 =To whom I answered, It is not the 
manner of the Romans to deliver any man 
to die, before that he which is accused 
have the accusers face to face, and have 
license to answer for himself concerning 
the crime laid against. him. 

‘17 Therefore, when they were come 
hither, » without any delay on the morrow 
ch, 24. 5,13. e ch. 6. 13, & 24, 12. & 28.17. fch. 24. 27. rse 20. h verse 25, ch. 
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Agrippa desireth to hear Paul. 


I sat on the judgment-seat, and command- 
ed the man to be brought forth. 

18 Against whom when the accusers 
stood up, they brought none accusation of 
such things as I supposed : 

19 °But had certain questions against 
him of their own superstition, and of one 
Jesus, which was dead, whom Paul af- 
firmed to be alive. 

20 And because °I doubted of such 
manner of questions, I asked him whether 
he would go to Jerusalem, and there be 
judged of these matters. 

21 But when Paul had appealed to be 
reserved unto the ‘hearing of Augustus, I 
commanded him to be kept till I might 
send him to Cesar. 

22 Then ? Agrippa said unto Festus, I 
would also hear the man myself. 'To-mor- 
row, said he, thou shalt hear him. 

23 And on the morrow, when Agrippa 
was come, and Bernice, with great pomp, 
and was entered into the place of hearing, 
with the chief captains, and principal men 
of the city, at Festus’ commandment Paul 
was brought forth. 

24 And Festus said, King Agrippa, and 
all men which are here present with us, ye 
see this man, about whom ‘all the multi- 
tude of the Jews have dealt with me, both 
at Jerusalem, and also here, crying that he 
ought * not to live any longer. 

25 But when I found that * he had com- 
mitted nothing worthy of death, * and that 
he himself hath appealed to Augustus, I 
have determined to send him. 

26 Of whom I have no certain thing to 
write unto my lord. Wherefore I have 
brought him forth before you, and spe- 
cially before thee, O king Agrippa, that, 
after examination had, I might have some- 
what to write. 

27 For it seemeth to me unreasonable to 
send a prisoner, and not withal to signify 
the crimes laid against him. 


THE ACTS. 


Paul’s defence before Agrippa. 


CHAP. XXVI. 

2 Paul,in the presence of Agrippa, declareth his life from his 
childhood, 12 and how miraculously he was converted, and 
called to his apostleship. 24 Festus chargeth him to be mad, 
whereunto he answereth modestly. 28 Agrippa is almost 
persuaded to be a christian. 31 The whole company pro- 
nounce him innocent. [ANNO DomINI 62.] 


HEN Agrippa said unto Paul, Thou 

art permitted to speak for thyself. 

Then Paul stretched forth the hand, and 
answered for himself : 

2 I think myself happy, king Agrippa, 
because I shall answer for myself this day 
before thee touching all the things whereof 
I am accused of the Jews: 

8 Especially because I know thee to be 
expert in all customs and questions which 
are among the Jews: wherefore I beseech 
thee to hear me patiently. 

4 My manner of life from my youth, 
which was at the first among mine own na- 
tion at Jerusalem, know all the Jews ; 

5 Which knew me from the beginning, Is 
they would testify, that after athe moststrait- 
est sect of our religion I lived a Pharisee. 

6 » And now I stand and am judged for 
the hope of *the promise made of God unto 
our fathers : 

7 Unto which promise ‘our twelve tribes, 
instantly serving God “*day and night, 
‘hope to come. For which hope’s sake, 
king Agrippa, I am accused of the Jews. 

8 Why should it be thought a thing in- 
credible with you, that God should raise 
the dead ? 

9 £1 verily thought with myself, that I 
ought to do many things contrary to the 
name of Jesus of Nazareth. 

10 * Which thing I also did in Jerusa- 
lem: and many of the saints did I shut up in 
prison, having received authority ‘from the 
chief priests; and when they were put to 
death, I gave my voice against them. 

11 ‘And I punished them oft in every sy- 
nagogue,and com pelledthemto blaspheme; 
and being exceedingly mad against them, I 
persecuted them even unto strange cities. 
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Paul’s defence before Agrippa. 
12 ' Whereupon as I went to Damascus 


with authority and commission from the 


chief priests, 

13 At mid-day, O king, I saw in the way 
a light from heaven, above the brightness 
of the sun, shining round about me and 
them which journeyed with me. 

14 And when we were all fallen to the 
earth, I heard a voice speaking unto me, 
and saying in the Hebrew tongue, Saul, 
Saul, why persecutest thou me? zt is hard 
for thee to kick against the pricks. 

15 And I said, Who art thou, Lord? And 
he said, I am Jesus whom thou persecutest. 

16 But rise, and stand upon thy feet : 
for I have appeared unto thee for this pur- 
pose, ™to make thee a minister and a wit- 
ness both of these things which thou hast 
seen, and of those things in the which I 
will appear unto thee ; 

17 Delivering thee from the people, and 
from the Gentiles, » unto whom now I send 
thee, 

18 °To open their eyes, and ? to turn 
them from darkness to light, and from the 
power of Satan unto God, ‘that they may 
receive forgiveness of sins, and ‘inheritance 
among them which are * sanctified by faith 
that is in me. 

19 Whereupon, O king Agrippa, I was 
not disobedient unto the heavenly vision : 

20 But ‘showed first unto them of Da- 
mascus, and at Jerusalem, and throughout 
all the coasts of Judea, and then to the 
Gentiles, that they should repent and turn 
to God, and do "works meet for repent- 
ance. 

21 For these causes * the Jews caught 
me in the temple, and went about to kill me. 

22 Having therefore obtained help of 
God, I continue unto this day, witnessing 
both to small and great, saying none other 
things than those ¥ which the prophets and 
* Moses did say should come: 

23 ? That Christ should suffer, and ’that 
he should be the first that should rise from 
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CHAP. 


XXVII. Fe ts pronounced innocent. 


the dead, and ° should show light unto the 
people, and to the Gentiles. 

24 And as he thus spake for himself, 
Festus said with a loud voice, Paul, ‘thou 
art beside thyself; much learning doth 
make thee mad. 

25 But he said, I am not mad, most no- 
ble Festus ; but speak forth the words of 
truth and soberness. 

26 For the king knoweth of these things, 
before whom also I speak freely: for Iam 
persuaded that none of these things are 
hidden from him; for this thing was not 
done in a corner, 

27 King Agrippa, believest thou the pro- 
phets ? I know that thou believest. 

28 Then Agrippa said unto Paul, Al- 
most thou persuadest me to be a Christian. 

29 And Paul said, ° I would to God, that 
not only thou, but also all that hear me this 
day, were both almost, and altogether such 
as I am, except these bonds. 

30 And when he had thus spoken, the 
king rose up, and the governor, and Ber- 
nice, and they that sat with them: 

31 And when they were gone aside, they 
talked between themselves, saying, ‘ This 
man doeth nothing worthy of death or of 
bonds. 

32 Then said Agrippa unto Festus, This 
man might have been set at liberty, *if he _ 
had not appealed unto Cesar. Lf ff Jn 43 

CHAP, XXVII. 


1 Paul shipping toward Rome, 10 foretelleth of the danger 
of the voyage, 11 but is not believed. 14 They are tossed 
to and fro with tempest, 41 and suffer shipwreck, 22, 84, 
44 yet all come safeto land. [anno pomint 62.] 


ND when *it was determined that we 
should sail into Italy, they delivered 
Paul and certain other prisoners unto one 
named Julius, a centurion of Augustus’ 
band. 

2 And entering into a ship of Adramyt- 
tium, we launched, meaning to sail by the 
coasts of Asia; one » Aristarchus, a Ma- 
cedonian of Thessalonica, being with us. 

3 And the next day we touched at Si- 
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Pauls voyage toward Rome.

don. And Julius “ courteously entreated | 16 And running under a certain island 


Paul, and gave him liberty to go unto his 
friends to refresh himself. 

4 And when we had launched from 
thence, we sailed under Cyprus, because 
the winds were contrary. 


5 And when we had sailed over the sea| 


of Cilicia and Pamphylia, we came to Myra, 
a city of Lycia. ‘ 

6 And there the centurion found a ship 
of Alexandria sailing into Italy ; and he 
put us therein. : 

7 And when we had sailed slowly many 
days, and scarce were come over against 
Cnidus, the wind not suffering us, we sail- 
ed under ° Crete, over against Salmone ; 

8 And, hardly passing it, came unto a 
place which is called The fair havens; nigh 
whereunto was the city of Lasea. 

9 Now when much time was spent, and 
when sailing was now dangerous, “be- 
cause the fast was now already past, Paul 
admonished them, 

10 And said unto them, Sirs, I perceive 
that this voyage will be with ’hurt and 
much damage, not only of the lading and 
ship, but also of our lives. 

11 Nevertheless the centurion believed 
the master and the owner of the ship, more 
than those things which were spoken by 
Paul. 

12 And because the haven was not com- 
modious to winter in, the more part advised 
to depart thence also, if by any means 
they might attain to Phenice, and there to 
winter; which is an haven of Crete, and 
lieth toward the south-west and north-west. 

13 And when the south wind blew softly, 
supposing that they had obtained their 
purpose, loosing thence, they sailed close 
by Crete. 

14 But notlong after there “arose against 
it a tempestuous wind, called Euroclydon. 

15 And when the ship was caught, and 
could not bear up into the wind, we let 
her drive.

17 Which when they had taken up, they 
used helps, undergirding the ship; and, 
fearing lest they should fall into the quick- 
sands, strake sail, and so were driven. 

18 And we being exceedingly tossed 
with a tempest, the next day they lighten- 
ed the ship; 

19 And the third day °we cast out with 
our own hands the tackling of the ship. 

20 And when neither sun nor stars in 


|many days appeared, and no small tempest 


lay on us, all hope that we should be saved 
was then taken away. 

21 But after long abstinence Paul stood 
forth in the midst of them, and said, Sirs, 
ye should have hearkened unto me, and 
not have loosed from Crete, and to have 
gained this harm and loss. 

22 And now I exhort you to be of good 
cheer: for there shall be no loss of any 
man’s life among you, but of the ship. 

23 ‘For there stood by me this night the 
angel of God, whose I am, and * whom I 
serve, 

24 Saying, Fear not, Paul; thou must 
be brought before Cesar: and, lo, God 
hath given thee all them that sail with thee. 

25 Wherefore, sirs, be of good cheer: 


h for I believe God, that it shall be even as 


it was told me. 

26 Howbeit iwe must be cast upon a 
certain island. 

27 But when the fourteenth night was 
come, as we were driven up and down in 
Adria, about midnight the shipmen deem- 
ed that they drew near to some country ; 

28 And sounded, and found a twenty 
fathoms: and when they had gone a little 
further, they sounded again, and found at 
fifteen fathoms. 

29 Then fearing lest they should have 
fallen upon rocks, they cast four anchors 
out of the stern, and wished for the day.

32 Then the soldiers cut off the ropes 
of the boat, and let her fall off. 

33 And while the day was coming on, 
Paul besought them all to take meat, say- 
ing, This day is the fourteenth day that 
ye have tarried and continued fasting, hav- 

ing taken nothing. 

34 Wherefore I pray you to take some 
meat: for this is for your health: for there 
shall not an hair fall from the head of any 
of you. : 

32 And when he had thus spoken, he 
took bread, and 'gave thanks to God in 
presence of them all: and when he had 
broken @t, he began to eat. 

36 Then were they all of good cheer, 
and they also took some meat. 

_ 87 And we were in all in the ship two 
hundred threescore and sixteen “souls. 

38 And when they had eaten enough, 
they lightened the ship, and cast out the 
wheat into the sea. 

39 And when it was day, they knew not 
the land: but they discovered a certain 
ereek with a shore, into the which they 
were minded, if it were possible, to thrust 
in the ship. 

40 And when they had “taken up the an- 
chors, they committed themselves unto the 
sea, and loosed the rudder-bands, and 
hoised up the mainsail to the wind, and 
made toward shore.

4 And when the barbarians saw the 
venomous beast hang on his hand, they said 
among themselves, No doubt this man isa 
murderer, whom, though he hath escaped 
the sea, yet vengeance suffereth not to live. 

5» And he shook off the beast into the 
fire, and ‘felt no harm. 

6 Howbeit they looked when he should 
have swollen, or fallen down dead sudden- 
ly: but after they had looked a great while, 
and saw noharm come to him, they changed 
their minds, and ‘said that he was.a god. 

7 In the same quarters were possessions 
of the chief man of the island, whose name 
was Publius; who received us, and lodged 
us three days courteously. 

8 And it came to pass, that the father of 
Publius lay sick of a fever and of a bloody 
flux: towhom Paul entered in, and °prayed, 
and ‘laid his hands on him, and healed him.

17 And it came to pass, that after three 
days Paul called the chief of the Jews to- 
gether: and when they were come together, 
he said unto them, Men and brethren, 
ithough I have committed nothing against 
the people, or customs of our fathers, yet 
kwas I delivered prisoner from Jerusalem 
into the hands of the Romans. 

18 Who, !when they had examined me, 
would have let me go, because there was 
no cause of death in me. 

19 But when the Jews spake against 2, 
m] was constrained to appeal unto Cesar; 
not that [had aught to accuse my nation of. 

20 For this cause therefore have I call- 
ed for you, to see you, and to speak with 
you: because that "for the hope of Israel 
fam bound with °this chain.

5° But if our unrighteousness commend 
the righteousness of God, what shall we 
say? Zs God unrighteous who taketh ven- 
geance? ('I speak as a man,) 

6 God forbid: for then ‘ how shall God 
judge the world ? 

7 For if the truth of God hath more 
abounded through my lie unto his glory ; 
why yet am I also judged as a sinner 2 

8 And not rather, (as we be slanderously 
reported, and as some aflirm that we say,) 
‘Let us do evil, that good may come? whose 
damnation is just. 

9 What then? are we better than they? 
No, in no wise: for we have before * proved 
both Jews and Gentiles, that ‘ they are all 
under sin ; 

10 As it is written, ™ There is none right- 
eous, no, not one: 
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a 


The Jews universally sinners. 


11 There is none that understandeth, 
there is none that seeketh after God. 

12 They are all gone out of the way, they 
are together become unprofitable ; there is 
none that doeth good, no, not one. 

13 ° Their throat ts an open sepulchre ; 
with their tongues they have used deceit ; 
>the poison of asps is under their lips: 

14 » Whose mouth és full of cursing and 
bitterness : 

15 «Their feet are swift to shed blood: 

16 Destruction and misery are in their 


ways: 
i7 And the way of peace have they not 


known : 
18 * There 1s no 
eyes. 


fear of God before their 


ever ‘the law saith, it saith to them who 
are under the law: that * every mouth may 
be stopped, and “all the world may become 
> guilty before God. 

90 Therefore * by the deeds of the law 
there shall no flesh be justified in his 
sight: for ¥ by the law is the knowledge 
of sin. 

21 But now ” the righteousness of God 
without the law is manifested, * being wit- 
nessed; by the law > and the prophets ; 

22 Even the righteousness of God which 
is °by faith of Jesus Christ unto all and 
upon all them that believe: for * there is 
no difference : 

23 For all have sinned, and come short 
of the glory of God; 

24 Being justified freely ‘by his grace 
s through the redemption that is in Christ 
Jesus: 

25 Whom God hath ° set forth to be a 
propitiation through faith * in his blood, to 
declare his righteousness k for the @ remis- 
gion of !sins that are past, through the for- 
bearance of God ; 

26 Todeclare, I say, at thistime his right- 
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19 Now we know that what things so- ( 


Of Abraham's faith, ee 8 
eousness: thathe mightbe just, andthe jus- 
tifier of him which believeth in Jesus. | 

27 ™Where is boasting then? It is ex- 
cluded. By what law? of works? Nay: 
but by the law of faith. y 

28 Therefore we conclude * that a man 
is justified by faith without the deeds of 
the law. 

29 Is he the God of the Jews only? ts 
he not also of the Gentiles? Yes, of the 
Gentiles also: 

30 Seeing °it is one God, which shall 
justify the circumcision by faith, and un- 
circumcision through faith. 3 

31 Do we then make void the law 
through faith ? God forbid: yea, we esta- 
blish the law. 

CHAP. IV. 


1 Abraham's faith was imputed to him for righteousness, 10 
before he was circumcised. 13 By faith.only he and his seed 
received the promise. 16 Abraham is the father of all that 
believe. 24 Our faith also shall be imputed tous for right- 
cousness. [ANNo pomint 60.] 


HAT shall we then say that * Abra- 
ham, our father as pertaining to the 
flesh, hath found ? 

9 For if Abraham were justified by 
works, he hath whereof to glory ; but not 
before God. 

3 For what saith the scripture? °* Abra- 
ham believed God, and it was counted unto 
him for righteousness. 

4 Now “to him that worketh is the re- 
ward not reckoned of grace, but of debt. 

5 Butto him that worketh not, but be- 
lieveth on him that justifieth * the ungodly, 
his faith is counted for righteousness. 

6 Even as David also describeth the 
plessedness of the man, unto whom God 
imputeth righteousness without works, 

7 Saying, ‘Blessed are they whose iniqui- 
ties are forgiven, and whose sins are covered. 

8 Blessed is the man to whom the Lord 
will not impute. sin. 

9 Cometh this blessedness then upon the 
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Abraham justified by faith. 
circumcision only, or upon the uncircum- 


cision also? for we say that faith was 
reckoned to Abraham for righteousness. 


10. How was it then reckoned? when he 


was in Circumcision, or in uncircumcision 2 
Not in circumcision, but in uncircumcision. 
Il And ¢ he received the sign of cireum- 
cision, a seal of the righteousness of the 
faith which he had yet being uncircum- 
cised: that » he might be the father of all 
them that believe, though they be not cir- 
cumceised ; that righteousness might be im- 
puted unto them also: 
_ 12 And the father of circumcision to 
them who are not of the circumcision 
only, but who also walk in the steps of 
that faith of our father Abraham, which 
he had being yet uncircumcised. 

13 For the promise, that he should be 
the * heir of the world, was not to Abraham, 
or to his seed, through the law, but through 
the righteousness of faith. 

14 For *if they which are of the law be 
heirs, faith is made void, and the promise 
made of none effect : 

15 Because 'the law worketh wrath: for 
where no law is, there is no transgression. 

16 Therefore ¢t is of faith, that 1 might 
be ™by grace; *to the end the promise 
might be sure to all the seed; not to that 
only which is of the law, but to that also 
which is of the faith of Abraham ; ° who is 
the father of us all, 

17 (As it is written, ?I have made thee 
a father of many nations,) “before him 
whom he believed, even God, 4 who quick- 
eneth the dead, and calleth those * things 
which be not as though they were. 

18 Who against hope believed in hope, 
that he might become the father of many 
nations, according to that which was spoken, 
‘So shall thy seed be. 

19 And being not weak in faith, * he con- 
sidered not his own body now dead, when 


CHAP. V. 


Of justification by faith. 
he was about an hundred years old, neither 
yet the deadness of Sarah’s womb: 

20 He staggered not at the promise of 
God through unbelief; but was strong in 
faith, giving glory to God ; 

21 Andbeing fully persuaded that, what he 
had promised, " he was able also to perform. 

22 And‘therefore it was imputed to him 
for righteousness. _ 

23 Now *it was not written for his sake 
alone, that it was imputed to him; 

24 But for us also, to whom it shall be 
imputed, if we believe ¥ on him that raised 
up Jesus our Lord from the dead ; 

25 * Who was delivered for our offences, 


and * was raised again for our justification. 
CHAP. V. 

1 Being justified by faith, we have peace with God, 2 and joy 
in our hope, 8 that sith we were reconciled by his blood, when 
we were enemies, 10 we shall much more be saved being re- 
conciled. 12 As sin and death came by Adam, 17 so much 
more righteousness and life by Jesus Christ. 20 Where sin 
abounded, grace did superabound. [anno pomint 60.] 


[THEREFORE *being justified by faith, 
we have » peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ: 

2 °By whom also we have access by 
faith into this grace ‘wherein we stand, 
and ‘rejoice in hope of the glory of God. 

3 And not only so, but ‘we glory in tri- 
bulations also: * knowing that tribulation 
worketh patience ; 

4 >And patience, experience; and expe- 
rience, hope: 

5 * And hope maketh not ashamed; «be- 
cause the love of God is shed abroad in 


our hearts by the Holy Ghost which is’ 


given unto us. | 

6 Forwhen we were yet withoutstrength, 
“in due time ‘Christ died for the ungodly. 

7 For scarcely for a righteous man will 
one die: yet peradventure for a good man 
some would even dare to die. 

8 But ™Godcommendeth his love toward 
us, in that, while we were yet sinners, Christ 
died for us. 
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Of justification by faith. 


9 Much more then, being now justified 
"by his blood, we shall be saved °from 
wrath through him. 

10 For ?if, when we were enemies, ?we 
were reconciled to God by the death of his 
Son, much more, being reconciled, we 
shall be saved *by his life. 

11 And not only so, but we also * joy in 
Godthrough our Lord Jesus Christ, by whom 
we have now received the ’atonement. 

12 Wherefore, as tby one man sin en- 
tered into the world, and "death by sin; 
and so death passed upon all men, “for that 
all have sinned: 

13 (For until the law sin was in the world: 
but *sin is notimputed when there is no law. 

14 Nevertheless death reigned from 
Adam to Moses, even over them that had 
not sinned after the similitude of Adam’s 
transgression, ¥who is the figure of him 
that was to come. 

15 But not as the offence, so also zs the 
free gift. For if through the offence of one 
many be dead, muchmore the grace of God, 
and the gift by grace, which is by one man, 
Jesus Christ, hath abounded * unto many. 

16 And not as tt was by one that sinned, 
so isthe gift: for the judgment was by one 
to condemnation, but the free gift as of 
many offences unto justification. 

17 For if “by one man’s offence death 
reigned by one; much more they which 
receive abundance of grace and of the 
gift of righteousness shall reign in life by 
one, Jesus Christ.) 

18 Therefore, as “by the offence of one 
judgment came upon all men to condem- 
nation; even so ‘by the righteousness of 
one the free gift came *upon all men unto 
justification of life. 

19 For as by one man’s disobedience 
many were made sinners, so by the obedi- 
ence of one shall many be made righteous. 

20 Moreover ’the law entered, that the

Exhortation against sin. 
offence might abound. But where sin 
abounded, grace did much *more abound: 

21 That as sin hath reigned unto death, 
even so might grace reign through right- 
eousness unto eternal life by Jesus Christ 
our Lord. 


CHAP. VI. 


1 Wemay not livein sin, 2 for we are dead unto it, 3 as appeareth 
by our baptism. 12 Let not sin reign any more, 18 because 
we have yielded ourselves to the service of righteousness, 23 
and for that death is the wages of sin. [ANNO Domini 60.] 


VV HAT shall we say then? * Shall we 
continue in sin, that grace may 
abound 2 


2 God forbid. How shall we, that are’ 


> dead to sin, live any longer therein ? 

3 Know ye not, that °so many of us as 
“were baptized into Jesus Christ “were 
baptized into his death ? 

4 Therefore we are ° buried with him by 
baptism into death: that flike as Christ 
was raised up from the dead by *the glory 
of the Father,® even sowe also should walk 
in newness of life. a 

5 i For if we have been planted together 
in the likeness of his death, we shall be 
also in the likeness of his resurrection : 

6 Knowing this, that ‘our old man is 
crucified with him, that 'the body of sin 
might be destroyed, that henceforth we 
should not serve sin. 

7 For “he that is dead is ’ freed from sin. 

8 Now "if we be dead with Christ, we 
believe that we shall also live with him: 

9 Knowing that ° Christ being raised 
from the dead dieth no more; death hath 
no more dominion over him. 

10 For in that he died, ” he died unto sin 
once: butinthat heliveth,*he liveth unto God. 

11 Likewise reckon ye also yourselves 
to be ‘dead indeed unto sin, but ‘alive 
unto God through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

12 ‘ Let not sin therefore reign in your 
mortal body, that ye should obey it in the 
lusts thereof. 
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Christians obliged to holiness. 
‘18 Neither yield ye your *members as 
“instruments of unrighteousness unto sin: 
but *yield. yourselves unto God, as those 
that are alive from the dead, and your mem- 
bers as instruments of righteousness unto 
God. Pap 

14 For sin shall not have dominion 
over you: for ye are not under the law, 
but under grace. 

15 What then? shall we sin, because 
we are not under the law, but under grace? 
God forbid. 

16 Know ye not, that *to whom ye yield 
yourselves servants to obey, his servants ye 
are to whom ye obey; whether of sin unto 
death, or of obedience unto righteousness? 

17 But God be thanked, that ye were 
the servants of sin, but ye have obeyed 
from the heart »that form of doctrine 
“which was delivered you. 

18 Being then °made free from sin, ye 
became the servants of righteousness. 

19 I speak after the manner of men be- 
cause of the infirmity of your flesh: for as 
ye have yielded your members servants to 
uncleanness and to iniquity unto iniquity ; 
even so now yield your members servants 
to righteousness unto holiness. 

20 For when ye were ‘the servants of 
sin, ye were free ° from righteousness. 

21 * What fruit had ye then in those 
things whereof ye are now ashamed? for 
‘the end of those things és death. 

22 Butnow * being made free from sin, and 
become servants to God, ye have your fruit 
unto holiness, and the end everlasting life. 

23 For *the wages of sin is death ; but 
‘the gift of God is eternal life through 


| Jesus Christ our Lord.

CHAP. VII. 


The law of sin in our members. 


the law hath dominion over a man as long 
as he liveth? . 

2 For *the woman which hath an hus- 
band is bound by the law to her husband so 
long as heliveth; butif the husband be dead, 
She is loosed from the law of her husband. 

3 So then if, while her husband liveth, 
she be married to another man, she shall 
be called an adulteress:, but if her hus- 
band be dead, she is free from that law; so 
that she is no adulteress, though she be 
married to another man. 

4 Wherefore, my brethren, ye also are 
become ‘dead to the law by the body of 
Christ; that yeshould be married to another, 
even to him who is raised from the dead, 
that we should ¢ bring forth fruit unto God. 

2 For when we were in the flesh, the 
“motions of sins, which were by the law, 
* did work in our members ‘to bring forth 
fruit unto death. 

6 But now we are delivered from the 
law, *that being dead wherein we were 
held ; that we should serve ¢ in newness of 
spirit, and not in the oldness of the letter. 

7 What shall we say then? Js thelawsin? 
God forbid. Nay, » [had not known sin, but 
by the law: for I had not known “lust, ex- 
cept the law hadsaid, ‘Thou shalt not covet. 

8 But * sin, taking occasion by the com- 
mandment, wrought in me all manner of 
concupiscence. For ! without the law sin 
was dead. — 

9 For I was alive without the law once: 
but when the commandment came, sin re- 
vived, and I died. 

10 And the commandment, "which was 
ordained to life, I found to be unto death. 

11 For sin, taking occasion by the com- 
mandment, deceived me, and by it slew me. 

12 Wherefore * the law is holy, and the 
commandment holy, and just, and good. 

18 Was then that which is good made 


death unto me? God forbid. But sin, that it 


might appear sin, working death in me by 
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The efficacy of 
that which is good; that sin by the com- 
mandment might become exceeding sinful. 

14 For we know that the law is spiritu- 

al: but I am carnal, °sold under sin. 

15 For that whieh Idol ¢allow not: for 
P what I would, that do I not; but what I 
hate, that do [. 

16 If then I do that which I would not, 
I consent unto the law that a as good. 

17 Now then it is no more I that do it, 
but sin that dwelleth in me. 

18 For I know that 4in me (that is, in 
my flesh,) dwelleth no good thing: for to 
will is present with me; but how to perform 
that which is good I find not. 

19 For the good that I would I do not : 
but the evil which I would not, that I do. 

20 Now if Ido that I would not, it is no 
more I that do it, but sin that dwelleth in me. 

21 I find then a law, that, when I would 
do good, evil is present with me. 

22 For I' delight in the law of God after 
* the inward man : 

23 But tI see another law in *my mem- 
bers, warring against the law of my mind, 
and bringing me into captivity to the law 
of sin which’ is in my members. 

24 O wretched man that Iam! who shall 
deliver me from “the body of this death ? 

25 *I thank God through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. So then with the mind I myself 
serve the law of God; but with the flesh 
the law of sin. 


CHAP. VIII. 


1 They that are in Christ, and live according to the Spirit, 
are free from condemnation. 5, 138 What harm cometh of the 
flesh, 6, 14 and what good of the Spirit : 17 and what of be- 
ing God s child, 19 whose glorious deliverance all things long 
for, 29 was beforehand decreed from God.

Christ Jesus hath inde me free from ¢ the 
law of sin and death. — 

3 For ° what the law could not do, in that 
it was weak through the flesh, ‘God sending 
his own Son in the likeness of sinful flesh, 
and “ for sin, condemned sin in the flesh : 

4 That the righteousness of the law 
might be fulfilled in us, who walk not 
after the flesh, but after the Spirit. 

5 For "they that are after the flesh do 
mind the things of the flesh ; but they that 
are after the Spirit ‘the things of the Spirit. 

6 For ** to be carnally minded ts death ; 
but “to bespiritually minded ts life and peace. 

7 Because “'the carnal mind ts enmity 
against God: for it is not subject to the 
law of God, ™ neither indeed can be. 

8 So then they that are in the flesh can- 
not please God. 

9 But ye are not in the flesh, but in the 
Spirit, if so be that * the Spirit of God dwell 
in you. Now if any man have not ° the 
Spirit of Christ, he is none of his. 

10 And if Christ be in you, the body ts 
dead because of sin; but the Spirit zs hfe 
because of righteousness. __ 

11 But if the Spirit of ? him that raised 
up Jesus from the dead dwell in you, ‘he 
that raised up Christ from the dead shall 
also quicken your mortal bodies ‘by his 
Spirit that dwelleth in you. 

12 * Therefore, brethren, we are debtors, 
not to the flesh, to live after the flesh. 

13 For ‘if ye live after the flesh, ye shall 
die: but if ye through the Spirit do * mor- 
tify the deeds of the body, ye shall live. 

14 For* as many as are led by the Spirit 
of God, they are the sons of God. 

15 For *ye have not received the spirit 
of bondage again to fear ; but ye have re- 
ceived the 7 Spirit of adoption, whereby we 
cry, * Abba, Father. 

16°The Spirit itself beareth witness with 
our spirit, that we are the children of God :

21 Because the creature itself also shall 
be delivered from the bondage of corrup- 
tion into the glorious liberty of the chil- 
dren of God. 

22 For we know that ‘the whole crea- 
tion ‘ groaneth and travaileth in pain to- 
gether until now. 

23 And not only they, but ourselves also, 
which have “the first-fruits of the Spirit, 
‘even we ourselves groan within ourselves, 
“waiting for the adoption, to wit, the * re- 
demption of our body. 

24 For we are saved by hope: but °hope 
that is seen is not hope: for what a man 
seeth, why doth he yet hope for 2 

25 But if we hope for that’ we see not, 
then do we with patience wait for it. 

26 Likewise the Spirit also helpeth our 
infirmities: for » we know not what we 
should pray for as we ought: but ‘the 
Spirit itself maketh intercession for us 
with groanings which cannot be uttered. 

27 And the that searcheth the hearts 
knoweth what is the mind of the Spirit, 
“because he maketh intercession for the 
saints * according to the will of God. 

28 And we know that all things work 
together for good to them that love God, 
to them ‘who are the called according to 
his purpose.

12 For "we commend not ourselves again 
unto you, but give you occasion °to glory on 
our behalf, that ye may have somewhat to 
answer them which glory * in appearance, 
and not in heart. 

13 For ? whether we be beside ourselves, 
at 1s to God: or whether we be sober, 2 és 
for your cause. 

14 For the love of Christ constraineth 
us; because we thus judge, that 4if one died 
for all, then were all dead: 

15 And that he died for all, * that they 
which live should not henceforth live unto 
themselves, but unto him which died for 
them, and rose again. 

16 * Wherefore henceforth know we no 
man after the flesh: yea, though we have 
known Christ after the flesh, yet now 
henceforth know we him no more. 

17 Therefore if any man "be in Christ, “he 
is *a new creature : ¥ old things are passed

18 And all things are of God, * who hath 
reconciled us to himself by Jesus Christ, 
and hath given to us the ministry of re- 
conciliation ; 

19 To wit, that *God was in Christ, recon- 
ciling the world unto himself, not imputing 
their trespasses unto them ; and hath ¢com-’ 
mitted unto us the word of reconciliation. 

20 Now then we are » ambassadors for 

Christ, as *though God did beseech you by 
us: we pray you in Christ’s stead, be ye 
reconciled to God.

8 By honour and dishonour, by evil report 
and good report: as deceivers, and yet true; 

9 As unknown, and ! yet well known ;

2 Receive us; we have wronged no man, 
we have corrupted no man, ’ we have de- 
frauded.no man. 

3. I speak not this to condemn you : for 
°[ have said before, that ye are in our hearts 
to die and live with you. 

4 4 Great is my boldness of speech to- 
ward you, ¢ great 7s my glorying of you: ‘I 
am filled with comfort, I am exceeding joy- 
ful in all our tribulation. 

5 For, § when we were come into Mace- 


donia, our flesh had no rest, but » we were | 


troubled on every side; ‘without were fight- 
ings, within were fears, 


6 Nevertheless * God, that comforteth | 


those that are cast down, comforted us by 
'the coming of Titus ; 


7 And not by his coming only, but by the 
consolation wherewith he was comforted in 
you, when he told us your earnest desire, 
your mourning, your fervent mind toward 
me; so that I rejoiced the more. 

8 For though I made you sorry witha let- 
ter, I do not repent, ™ though I did repent : 
for I perceive thatthe same epistle hathmade 
you sorry, though at were but for a season. 

9 Now I rejoice, not that ye were made 
sorry, but that ye sorrowed to repentance : 
for ye were made sorry “ after a godly man- 
ner, that ye might receive damage by us 
in nothing. 

10 For" godly sorrow worketh repent- 
ance to salvation not to be repented of: 
° but the sorrow of the world worketh death. 

11 For behold this self-same thing, that 
ye sorrowed after a godly sort, what care- 
fulness is wrought in you, yea, what clear- 
ing of yourselves, yea, what indignation, 
yea, what fear, yea, what vehement desire, 
yea, what zeal, yea, what revenge ! In all 
things ye have approved yourselves to be 
clear in this matter. 

12 Wherefore, though I wrote unto you, 
I did it not for his cause that had done the 
wrong, nor for his cause that suffered 
wrong, ? but that our care for you in the 
sight of God might appear unto you. 

13 Therefore we were comforted in your 
comfort: yea, and exceedingly the more 
joyed we for the joy of Titus, because his 
spirit ¢ was refreshed by you all. 

14 For if Ihave boasted any thing to 
him of you, I am not ashamed; but as we 
spake all things to you in truth, even so our 
boasting, which J made before Titus, is 
found a truth. 

15 And his ’ inward affection is more 
abundant toward you, whilst he remember- 
eth * the obedience of you all, how with fear 
and trembling ye received him. 

16 I rejoice therefore that *I have con 
fidence in you in all things.

5 And this they did, not as we hoped, 
but first gave their own selves to the Lord, 
and unto us by the will of God.

8 For though I should boast somewhat | 
more °of our authority, which the Lord 


hath given us for edification, and not for 


your destruction, ? 1 should not be ashamed: | 


9 That I may not seem as if I would 
terrify you by letters. 

10 For his letters, “say they, are weighty 
and powerful; but ‘his bodily presence és 
weak, and his * speech contemptible. 

11 Let such an one think this, that, such 
as we are in word by letters when we are 
absent, such will we be also in deed when 
we are present. 

12 * For we dare not make ourselves of 
the number, or compare ourselves with some 
that commend themselves: but they measur- 
ing themselves by themselves, and compar- 
ing themselves among themselves, / are not 
wise. ? 

13 ‘But we will not boast of things 
without owr measure, but according to 
the measure of the ‘rule which God hath 
distributed to us, a measure to reach even 
unto you. 

14 For we stretch not ourselves beyond 
our measure, as though we reached not 
unto you: " for we are come as far as to 
you also in preaching the gospel of Christ : 

15 Not boasting of things without our 
measure, that ts, *of other men’s labours; 
but having hope, when your faith is increas- 
ed, that we shall be * enlarged by you ac- 
cording to our rule abundantly, 

16 Topreach the gospel in the regions be- 
yond you, and not to boast in another man’s 
‘line of things made ready to our hand. 

17 ’ But he that glorieth, let him glory 
in the Lord. 

18 For “not he that commendeth himself 
is approved, but *whomthe Lord commend- 
eth.

CHAP. XI. 


1 Out of his jealousy over the Corinthians, who seemed to 
make more account of the false apostles than of him, he entereth 
into a forced commendation of himself, 5 of his equality with 
the chief apostles, 7 of his preaching the gospel to them 
freely, and without any their charge, 13 showing that he 
was not inferior to those deceitful workers in any legal preroga- 
tive, 23 and in the service of Christ, and in all kind of suffer- 
ings for his ministry, far superior. [ANNO DoMIN1 60.] 


WY OULD to God ye could bear with me 
a little in * my folly : and indeed 
“bear with me. 

2 For lam” jealous over you with godly 
jealousy : for °I have espoused you to one 
‘husband, * that I may present you as a 
chaste virgin to Christ. 

3 But I fear, lest by any meang, as ‘the 
serpent beguiled Eve through his subtilty, 
so your minds »should be corrupted from 
the simplicity that is in Christ. 

4 For if he that cometh preacheth ano- 
ther Jesus, whom we have not preached, 
of af ye receive another spirit, which ye 
have not received, or * another gospel, 
which ye have not accepted, ye might well 
bear ° with him. 

5 For I suppose ‘I was not a whit be- 
hind the very chiefest apostles. 

6 But though * J berude in speech, yet not 
‘in knowledge; but ™we have been through- 
ly made manifest among you in all things. 

7 Have I committed an offence * in abas- 
ing myself thatye might be exalted, because 
I have preached to you the gospel of God 
freely 2 

8 I robbed other churches, taking wages 
of them, to do you service. 

9 And when I was present with you, and 
wanted, °I was chargeable to no man: for 
that which was lacking to me ? the brethren 
which came from Macedonia supplied: and 
in all things I have kept myself 4 from 
being burdensome unto you, and so will I 
keep myself. 

10 * As the truth of Christ is in me, 
“sno man shall stop me of this boasting 
in the regions of Achaia. 
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20.33. ch. 12.13. 1Thess.2.9. 2Thess.3.8,9. p Phil. 4.10, 15,16. q ch. 12. 14,16. 
tRom.91. ¢ Gs.ihis boasting shall ag ie stopped inme. 8 1Cor.9. 1d.

God knoweth. 
~ 12 But what I do, that I will do, "that I 
may cut off occasion from them which de- 
sire occasion; that wherein they glory, 
they may be found even as we. 

18 For such *are false apostles, ¥ de- 
ceitful workers, transforming themselves 
into the apostles of Christ. 

14 And no marvel; for Satan himself is 
transformed into * an angel of light. 

15 Therefore dé as no great thing if his 
ministers also be transformed as the * mi- 
nisters of righteousness ; * whose end shall 
be according to their works. 

16 °T say again, Let no man think me 
a fool; if otherwise, yet as a fool “receive 
me, that I may boast myself a little. 

17 That which Ispeak, ‘I speak a not 
after the Lord, but as it were foolishly, 
°in this confidence of boasting. 

18 ‘ Seeing that many glory after the 
flesh, T will glory also. 

19 For ye suffer fools gladly, § seeing ye 
yourselves are wise. 

20 For ye suffer, "if a man bring you 
into bondage, if a man devour you, if a 
man take of you, if a man exalt himself, 
if a man smite you on the face. 

21 I speak as concerning reproach, ' 
though we had been weak. Howbeit 
*whereinsoever any is bold, (I speak fool- 
ishly,) I am bold also. 

22 Are they Hebrews? 'so am I. Are 
they Israelites? so am I. Are they the 
seed of Abraham ? so am I. 

23 Are they ministers of Christ? (I speak 
as a fool) | am more; ™in labours more 
abundant, "in stripes above measure, in 

risons more frequent, °in deaths oft. 

24 Of the Jews five times received I 
P forty stripes save one. 

25 Thrice was I “beaten with rods, * once 
was I stoned, thrice I ‘suffered shipwreck, a 
night and a day I have been in the deep ;

ters, in perils of robbers, ‘in perils by mine 
own countrymen, "in perils by the heathen, 
an perils in the city, im perils in the wilder- 
ness, im perils in the sea, a perils among 
false brethren ; 

27 In weariness and_ painfulness, *in 
watchings often, in hunger and thirst, in 
fastings often, in cold and nakedness. 

28 Beside those things that are without, 
that which cometh upon me daily, 7 the 
care of all the churches. 

29 * Who is weak, and I am not weak? 
who is offended, and I burn not ? 

30 If I must needs glory, > I will glory of 
the things which concern mine infirmities. 

31 The God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, 4 which is blessed for ever- 
more, knoweth that I lie not. 

32 °In Damascus the governor under Are- 
tas theking kept the city of the Damascenes 
with a garrison, desirous to apprehend me: 

33 And through a window in a basket 
was I let down by the wall, and escaped 
his hands. 


CHAP. XII. 


1 For commending of his apostleship, though he might glory of 
his wonderful revelations, 9 yet he rather chooseth to glory of 
his infirmities, 11 blaming them for forcing him to this vain 
boasting. 14 He promiseth to come to them again: but yet 
altogether in the affection of a father, 20 although he fear- 
eth he shall to his grief find many offenders, and public dis- 
orders there.

7 And lest I should be exalted above mea- 
sure through the abundance of the revela- 
tions, there was given to me a ‘ thorn in the 
flesh, tthe messengerof Satan to buffet me, 
lest I should be exalted above measure. 

8 *For this thing I besought the Lord 
thrice, that it might depart: from me. 

9 And he said unto me, My grace is suf- 
ficient for thee: for my strength is made 
perfect in weakness. Most gladly therefore 
‘will I rather glory in my infirmities, *that 
the power of Christ may rest upon me. 

10 Therefore 'I take pleasure in infirmi- 
ties, in reproaches, in necessities, in perse-_ 
cutions, in distresses for Christ’s sake: ™ for 
when I am weak, then am I strong. 

11 I am become “a fool in glorying ; 
ye have compelled me: for I ought to have 
been commended of you : for ° in nothing 
am I behind the very chiefest apostles, 
though ? I be nothing. | 

12 4 Truly the signs of an apostle were 
wrought among youin all patience, in signs, 
and wonders, and mighty deeds. 

13 * For what is it wherein you were in-| 
ferior to other churches, except at be that 
>I myself was not burdensome to you? for- 
give me ‘ this wrong. 

14 * Behold, the third time I am ready to 
come to you; and I will not be burdensome 
to you: for * I seek not yours, but you: ¥ for 
the children ought not to lay up for the pa- 
rents, but the parents for the children. 

15 And *I willvery gladly spend and be 
spent * for © you; though ° the more abun- 
dantly I love you, the less I be loved.

8 And 'the scripture, foreseeing that God 
would justify the heathen through faith, 
preached before the gospel unto Abraham, 
saying, ™In thee shall all nations be blessed. 

9 So then they which be of faith are 
blessed with faithful Abraham. 

10 For as many as are of the works of 
the law are under the curse : for it is writ- 
ten, > Cursed és every one that continueth 
not in all things which are written in the 
book of the law to do them. 

11 But ° that no man is justified by the 
law in the sight of God, zt 1s evident: for,

13 * Christ hath redeemed us from the 
curse of the law, being made a curse for 
us: for it is written; * Cursed 1s every one 
that hangeth on a tree:

15 Brethren, I speak after the manner 
of men; Thou oh at be but a man’s “cove- 
nant, yet if at be confirmed, no man dis- 
annulleth, or addeth thereto.

seeds, as of many; but as of one, And to 
thy seed, which is * Christ. . 

- 17 And this I say, that the covenant, 
that was confirmed before of God in Christ, 
the law, ’which was four hundred and thirty 
years after, cannot disannul, ‘that it should 
make the promise of none effect. 

18 For if ‘the inheritance be of the law, 
*it is no more of promise: but God gave 
at to Abraham by promise. 

19 Wherefore then serveth the law? ‘it 
was added because of transgressions, till 
* the seed should come to whom the pro- 
mise was made ; and it was * ordained by 
angels in the hand ‘of a mediator. 

20 Now a mediator is not a mediator of 
one, * but God is one. 

21 Js the law then against the promises 
of God? God forbid: ' for if there had been 
a law given which could have given life, 
verily righteousness should have been by 
the law. 

22 But ™the scripture hath concluded *all 
under sin, °that the promise by faith of Jesus 
Christ might be given to them that believe. 

23 But before faith came, we were kept 
under the law, shut up unto the faith which 
should afterwards be revealed. 

24 Wherefore ? the law was our school- 
master to bring us unto Christ, 4 that we 
might be justified by faith. 

25 But after that faith is come, we are 
no longer under a schoolmaster. 

26 For ye ‘are all the children of God 
by faith in Christ Jesus. 

27 For ‘as many of you as have been 
baptized into Christ t have put on Christ. 

28 " There is neither Jew nor Greek, 
there is neithér bond nor free, there is nei- 
ther male nor female: for ye are all * one 
in Christ Jesus.

CHAP. IV. 

1 We were under the law till Christ came, as the heir is un- 
der his guardian till he be of age. 5 But Christ freed us 
Jrom the law: 7 therefore we are servants no longer to it. 
14 He remembereth their good will to him, and his to them, 22 
and showeth that we are the sons of Abraham by the free- 
woman. [ANNO Domini 58.] 


NOW I say, That the heir, as long as he 
is a child, differeth nothing from a ser- 
vant, though he be lord of all; 

2 But is under tutors and governors un- 
til the time appointed of the father. 

3 Even so we, when we were children, 
* were in bondage under the “ elements of 
the world: 

4 But ’ when the fulness of the time was 
come, God sent forth his Son, * made ‘ofa 
woman, °made under the law, 

5 *'To redeem them that were under the 
law, *that we might receive the adoption 
of sons. 

6 And because ye are sons, God hath 
sent forth *the Spirit of his Son into your 
hearts, crying, Abba, Father. 

7 Wherefore thou art no more a servant, 
but a son; ‘and if a son, then an heir of 
God through Christ. 

8 Howbeit then, * when ye knew not 
God, 'ye did service unto them which by 
nature are no gods. 

9 But now, ™ after that ye have known 
God, or rather are knownof God, "how turn 
ye again to °the weak and beggarly ° ele- 
ments, whereunto ye desire again to be in 
bondage ? 

10 » Ye observed days, and months, and 
times, and years. 

11 I am afraid of you, lest I have be- 
stowed upon you labour in vain. 

12 Brethren, I beseech you, be as I am; 
for I am as ye are: * ye have not injured 
me at all. 

13 Ye know how ‘through infirmity of 
the flesh I preached the gospel unto you 
‘at the first. 


14 And my temptation which was in my 
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The allegory of Agar and Sara. 


flesh ye despised not, nor rejected ; but re- 
ceived me “as an angel of God, * even as 
Christ Jesus. 

15 4 Where is then the blessedness ye 
spake of? for I bear you record, that, if ot 
had been possible, ye would have plucked 
out your own eyes, and have given them 
to me. 

16 Am I therefore become your enemy, 
¥ because I tell you the truth ? 

17 They “zealously affect you, but not 
well; yea, they would exclude ° you, that 
ye might affect them. 

18 But it is good to be zealously affected 
always in a good thing, and not only when 
I am present with you. 

19 * My little children, of whom I tra-

24 Which things are an allegory: for 


these are the two ° covenants ; the one from 


the mount *? Sinai, which gendereth to 
bondage, which is Agar. 

25 For this Agaris mount Sinai in Arabia, 
and ‘answereth to Jerusalem which now 
is, and is in bondage with her children. 

26 But ¢ Jerusalem which is above is 
free, which is the mother of us all. 

27 For it is written, "Rejoice, thow bar- 
ren that bearest not; break forth and cry, 
thou that travailest not: for the desolate 
hath many more children than she which 
hath an husband.

AUL, *an apostle of Jesus Christ by 
the will of God, according to” the pro- 
mise of life which is in Christ Jesus, 

2 ©To Timothy, my dearly beloved son : 
Grace, mercy, and peace, from God the 
Father and Christ Jesus our Lord. 

3 4] thank God, ° whom I serve from 
my forefathers with pure conscience, that 
‘without ceasing I have remembrance of 
thee in my prayers night and day ; 

4 Greatly desirmg to see thee, being 
mindful of thy tears, that I may be filled 
with joy ;

3 And ‘by reason hereof he ought, as 
for the people, so also for himself, to offer 
for sins. 

4 * And no man taketh this honour unto 
himself, but he that is called of God, as 
* was Aaron. : 

3 *So also Christ glorified not himself 
to be made an high priest; but he that 
said unto him, * Thou art my Son, to-day 
have I begotten thee. 

6 As he saith also in another place, 
' Thou arta priest for ever after the order 
of Melchisedec. 

7 Who in the days of his flesh, when he 
had “offered up prayers and supplications 

“with strong crying andtearsuntohim °that 
was able to save him from death, and was 
heard °? in that he feared ; 

8 ‘Though he were a Son, yet learned he 
"obedience by the things which he suffered; 

9 And *being made perfect, he became 
the author of eternal salvation unto all 
them that obey him ; 

10 Called of God an high priest ‘ after 
the order of Melchisedec. 

11 Of whom "we have many things to 
say, and hard to be uttered, seeing ye are 
* dull of hearing. 

12 For when for the time ye ought to 
be teachers, ye have need that one teach 
you again which be * the first principles of 
the oracles of God; and are become such as 
have need of stile and not of strong meat. 

13 For every one that useth milk ‘zs un- 
skilful in the word of righteousness : for

14 But strong meat belongeth to them

CHAP. VI.

9 But, beloved, we are persuaded better 
things of you, and things that accompany 
salvation, though we thus speak. 

10 4 For* God is not unrighteous to for- 
get * your work and labour of love, which

11 And we desire that " every one of you 
do show the same diligence *to the full 
assurance of hope unto the end: 

12 That ye be not slothful, but followers 
of them who through faith and patience 
y inherit the promises.

13 For when God made promise to Abra- 
ham, because he could swear by no great- 
er, *he sware by himself, 

14 Saying, Surely blessing I will bless 
thee, and multiplying I will multiply thee. 

15 And so, after he had patiently en- 
dured, he obtained the promise. 

16 For men verily swear by the great- 
‘er: and. *an oath for confirmation is to 
them an end of all strife. 

17 Wherein God, willing more abun- 
dantly to show unto * the heirs of promise 
° the immutability of his counsel, ‘confirm- 
ed at by an oath: 

18 That by two immutable things, in 
\which a was impossible for God to lie, we 
might have a strong consolation, who have 
fled for refuge to lay hold upon the hope 
4 set before us: 

19 Which hope we have as an anchor 
of the soul, both sure and stedfast, * and 
which entereth into that within the vail ; 

20 § Whither the forerunner is for us en- 
tered, even Jesus, made an high priest 


for ever after the order of Melchisedec. 
CHAP VII. 
1 Christ Jesus is a Priest after the order of Melchisedee, 
11 and so, far more excellent than the priests of Aaron’s 


order. [ANNO pomini 64.] 
OR this * Melchisedec, king bg Salem, 


priest of the most high God, who met 
Abraham returning from the slaughter of 
the kings, and blessed him ; 

2 To whom also Abraham gave a tenth 
part of all; first being by interpretation 
King of righteousness, and after that also 
King of Salem, which is, King of peace ; 

3 Without father, without mother, “with- ’ 
out descent, having neither beginning of 
days, nor end of life; but made like unto the 
Son of God; abideth a priest continually. 

4 Now consider how great this man was, 
> unto whom even the patriarch Abraham 
gave the tenth of the spoils. 

5 And verily ° they that are of the sons 
of Levi, who receive the office of the priest-

hood, have a commandment to take tithes 
of the people according to the law, that is, 
of their brethren, though they come out of 
the loins of Abraham : 

6 But he whose ? descent is not counted 
from them received tithes of Abraham, ‘and 
blessed * him that had the promises. 

7 And without all contradiction the less 
is blessed of the better. 

8 And here men that die receive tithes; 
but there he receiveth them, ‘of whom it is 
witnessed that he liveth. 

9 And as I may so say, Levi also, who 
receiveth tithes, payed tithes in Abraham. 

10 For he was yet in the loins of his fa- 
ther, when Melchisedec met him. 

11 ‘If therefore perfection were by the 
Levitical priesthood, (for under it the peo- 
ple received the law,) what further need 
was there that another priest should rise 
after the order of Melchisedec, and not be 
called after the order of Aaron ? . 

12 For the priesthood being changed, 
there is made of necessity a change also 
of the law. 

13 For he of whom these things are 
spoken pertaineth to another tribe, of which 
no man gave attendance at the altar. 

14 For it is evident that "our Lord 
sprang out of Juda; of which tribe Moses 
spake nothing concerning priesthood. 

15 And it is yet far more evident: for 
that after the similitude of Melchisedec 
there ariseth another priest, 

16 Who is made, not after the law of a 
carnal commandment, but after the power 
of an endless life. 

17 For he testifieth, ‘Thou art a priest 
for ever after the order of Melchisedec. 

18 For there is verily a disannulling of the 
commandment going before for * the weak- 
ness and unprofitableness thereof. 

19 For 'the law made nothing perfect, 
“but the bringing in of ™ a better hope did; 
by the which ® we draw nigh unto God. 


CHAP. VIII. 


than that of Aaron. 


20 And inasmuch as not without an oath 
he was made priest : 

21 (For those priests were made “without 
an oath; but this with an oath by him that 
said unto him, ° The Lord sware and will 
not repent, Thou arta priest for ever after 
the order of Melchisedec:) | 

22 By so much ? was Jesus made a 
surety of a better testament. 

23 And they truly were many priests, 
because they were not suffered to continue 
by reason of death: » . 

24 But this man, because he continueth 
ever, hath ‘an unchangeable priesthood. 

25 Wherefore he is able also to save them 
‘to the uttermost that come unto God by 
him, seeing he ever liveth 4to make inter- 
cession for them. 

26 For such an high priest became us, 
“who ts holy, harmless, undefiled, separate 
from sinners, ‘and made higher than the 
heavens ; 

27 Who needeth not daily, as those high’ 
priests, to offer up sacrifice, ‘first for hisown 
sins, “and then for the people’s: for *this 
he did once, when he offered up himself. 

28 For thelaw maketh ’men high priests 
which have infirmity ; but the word of the 
oath, which was since the law, maketh the 
Son, 7who is * consecrated for evermore. 


CHAP. VIII. 

1 By the eternal priesthood of Christ the Levitical priest- 
hood of Aaron is abolished. 7 And the temporal covenant 
with the fathers, by the eternal covenant of the gospel. 
[ANNO Domini 64.] 


Now of the things which we have spoken 
thisis the sum: We have such an high 

priest, *who is set on the right hand of the 

throne of the Majesty in the heavens ; 

2 A minister “of? the sanctuary, and of 
° the true tabernacle, which the Lord pitch- 
ed, and not man. 

3 For ‘every high priest is ordained to 
offer gifts and sacrifices : wherefore ° dé is 
of necessity that this man have somewhat 
also to offer. 
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The new covenant. 


4 For if he were on earth, he should not 
be a priest, seeing that there are priests 
that offer gifts according to the law: 

5 Who serve unto the example and ‘sha- 
dow of heavenly things, as Moses was admo- 
nished of God when he was about to make 
the tabernacle: &for, See, saith he, that 
thou make all things according to the pat- 
tern showed to thee in the mount. 

6 But now * hath he obtained a more ex- 
cellent ministry, by how much also he is 
the mediator of a better ° covenant, which 
was established upon better promises. 

7 ‘For if that first covenant had been 
faultless, then should no place have been 
sought for the second. 

8 For finding fault with them, he saith, 
«Behold, the days come, saith the Lord, 
when I will make a new covenant with 
the house of Israel and with the house of 
Judah : 

9 Not according to the covenant that I 
made with their fathers in the day when I 
took them by the hand to lead them out of 
the land of Egypt; because they continued 
not in my covenant, and I regarded them 
not, saith the Lord. 

10 For ' this as the covenant that I will 
make with the house of Israel after those 
days, saith the Lord; I will put my laws 
into their mind, and write them ‘in their 
hearts: and ™I will be to them a God, and 
they shall be to me a people: . 

11 And * they shall not teach every man 
his neighbour, and every man his brother, 
saying, Know the Lord: for all shall know 
me, from the least to the greatest. 

12 For I will be merciful to their un- 
righteousness, ° and their sins and their 
iniquities will I remember no more. 

13 ? In that he saith, A new covenant, 
he hath made the first old. Now that 
which decayeth and waxeth old is ready 
to vanish away.

The sacrifices of the law, 
CHAP. IX. c 
1 The description of the rites and bloody sacrifices of the 


law, 11 far inferior to the dignity and perfection of the 
blood and sacrifice of Christ. [anno pomini 64.] 


AAR aly verily the first covenant had also 
ordinances of divine service, and *a 
worldly sanctuary. 

2’ For there was a tabernacle made; the 
first, °wherein was. * the candlestick, and 
¢the table, and the show-bread ; which is 
called >the sanctuary. 

3 ‘And after the second vail, the taber- 
nacle which is called the Holiest of all ; 

4 Which had the golden censer, and *the 
ark of the covenant overlaid round about 
with gold, wherein was "the golden pot that 
had manna, and ‘ Aaron’s rod that budded, 
and * the tables of the covenant ; 

5 And ‘over in the cherubims of glory 
shadowing the mercy-seat; of which we 
cannot now speak particularly. 

6 Now when these things were thus or- 
dained, ™ the priests went always into the 
first tabernacle, accomplishing the service 
of God. 

7 But into the second went the high priest 
alone once every year, not without blood, 
°which he offered for himself, and for the 
errors of the people : 

8» The Holy Ghost this signifying, that 
41the way into the holiest of all was not 
yet made manifest, while as the first ta- 
bernacle was yet standing : 

9 Which was a figure for the time then 
present, in which were offered both gifts 
and sacrifices, ‘that could not make him 
that did the service perfect, as pertaining 
to the conscience ; % 

10 Which stood only in *meats and 
drinks, and ‘divers washings, "and carnal 

‘ordinances, imposed on them until the 
time of reformation, 

11 But Christ being come *an high priest 
¥ of good things to come, * by a greater and 
more perfect Habernacle, not made with 
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The efficacy of Christ's blood. 


hands, that is to say, not of this building ; 
12 Neither * by the blood of goats and 
calves, but ’ by his own blood he entered | 
in ‘orice into the holy place, ¢having ob- 
tained eternal redemption for us. 

e183 For if*the blood of bulls and of goats, 
and “the ashes of an heifer sprinkling the 
unclean, sanctifieth to the purifying of the 
flesh : 

14 How much more £ shall the blood of 
Christ, *who through the eternal Spirit 
‘offered himself without. ¢spot to God, 
* purge your conscience from '!dead works 
™to serve the living God ? 

15 * And for this cause °he is the medi- 
ator of the new testament, ?that by means 
of death, for the redemption of the trans- 
gressions that were under the first testa- 
ment, ‘they which are called. might re- 
ceive the promise of eternal inheritance. 

16 For where a testament is, there must 
also of necessity “be the death of the tes-| 
tator. 

17 For * a testament is of force after 
men are dead : otherwise it is of no strength 
at all while the testator liveth. 

18 * Whereupon neither the first testa- 
ment was f dedicated without blood. 

19 For when Moses had spoken every 
precept to all the people according to the 
law, the took the blood of calves and of 
goats, "with water, and * scarlet wool, and 
hyssop, and sprinkled both the book, and 
all the people, 

20 Saying,* This ts the blood of thetesta- 
ment which God hath enjoined unto you. 

21 Moreover ’he sprinkled with blood 
both the tabernacle, and all the vessels of 
the ministry. 

22 And almost all things are by the law 
purged with blood ; and ” without shedding 
of blood is no remission. 

23 fi was therefore necessary that *the 
patterns of things in the heavens should be

purified with these; but the heavenly things 
themselves with better sacrificesthan these. 
24 For? Christ is not entered into the holy 
places made with hands, which are the 
figures of °the true; but into heaven itself, 
now “to appear inthe presence of God for us: 
25 Nor yet that he should offer himself 
often, as *the high priest entereth into the 
holy place every year with blood of others; 
26 For then must he often have suffered 
since the foundation of the world : but now 
‘once £in the end of the world hath he 
appeared to put away sin by the sacrifice 
of himself. 
27 * And as it is appointed unto men 
once to die, * but after this the judgment : 
28 So * Christ was once! offered to bear 
the sins "of many; and unto them that 
“look for him shall he appear the second 


time without sin unto salvation.

5 Wherefore when he cometh into the 
world, he saith, Sacrifice and offering thou 
wouldest not, but a body ° hast thou pre- 
pared me: : 

6 In burnt-offerings and sacrifices for 
sin thou hast had no pleasure. 

7 Then said I, Lo, I come (in the volume 
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An exhortation to hold fast the faith, 


of the book it is written of me, (to do thy 
will, O God. 

8 Above whenhe said, Sacrifice and offer- 
ing and burnt-offerings and offering for sin 
thou wouldest not, neither hadst pleasure 
therein; which are offered by the law ; 

9 Then said he, Lo, I come to do thy 
will, O God. He taketh away the first, 
that he may establish the second. 

10 * By the which will we are sanctified 
i through the offering of the body of Jesus 
Christ once for all. 

11 And every priest standeth ‘daily mi- 
nistering and offering oftentimes the same 
sacrifices, !which can never take away sins: 

12 ™ But this man, after he had offered 
one sacrifice for sins, for ever sat down on 
the right hand of God; 

13 From henceforth expecting * till his 
enemies be made his footstool. 

14 For by one offering °he hath per- 
fected for ever them that are sanctified. 

15 Whereof the Holy Ghost also is a 
witness to us: for after that he had said 
before, 

16° This is the covenant that I will 
make with them after those days, saith the 
Lord, I will put my laws into their hearts, 
and in their minds will I write them ; 

17 ° And their sins and iniquities will I 
remember no more. 

18 Now where remissionof these ts, there 
is no more offering for sin. 

19 Having therefore, brethren, %“ bold- 
ness to enter "into the holiest by the blood 
of Jesus, 

20 By ‘anew and living way, which he 
hath ° consecrated for us, ‘through the 
vail, that is to say, his flesh ; 

21 And having * an high priest over 
* the house of God ; ) 

22 yLet us draw near with a true heart 
zin full assurance of faith, having our 
hearts sprinkled * from an evil conscience,

‘with patrence and thanksgiving, 


and » our bodies washed with pure water. 

23 °Let us hold fast the profession of 
our faith without wavering ; (for ‘he zs 
faithful that promised ;) 

24 And let us consider one another to 
provoke unto love and to good works: « 

25 °Not forsaking the assembling of our- 
selves together, as the manner of some is ; 
but exhorting one another : and ‘so much 
the more, as ye see ® the day approaching. 

26 For *if we sin wilfully ‘ after that we 
have received the knowledge of the truth, 
there remaineth no more sacrifice for sins, 

27 But a certain fearful looking for of 
judgment and * fiery indignation, which 
shall devour the adversaries. 

28 'Hethat despised Moses’ law died with- 
out mercy ™ under two or three witnesses : 

29 "Of how much sorer punishment, sup- 
pose ye, shall he be thought worthy, who 
hath trodden under foot the Son of God, 
and°hath countedthe blood of the covenant, 
wherewith he was sanctified, an unholy 
thing, ?and hath done despite unto the 
Spirit of grace ? 

30 For we know him that hath said, 
1 Vengeance belongeth unto me, I will re- 
compense, saith the Lord. And again, 
‘the Lord shall judge his people. | 

31 * ft is a fearful thing to fall into the 
hands of the living God. 

32 But t call to remembrance the former 
days, in which, “after ye were illuminated, 
ye endured * a great fight of afflictions ; 

33 Partly, whilst ye were made ¥ a gaz- 
ing-stock both by reproaches and afilic- 
tions ; and partly, whilst *ye became com- 
panions of them that were so used. 

34 For ye had compassion of me *in my 
bonds, and ’took joyfully the spoiling of your 
goods, knowing/in yourselves that *ye have 
in heaven a better and an enduring sub- 
stance. 

35 Cast not away therefore your confi-

dence, “which hath great recompense of 
reward. 


36 ° For ye have need of patience, that, || 


after ye have done the will of God, ‘ye 
might receive the promise. 

37 For £ yet a little while, and * he that 
shall come will come, and will not tarry. 

38 Now ‘the just shall live by faith : but 
if any man draw back, my soul shall have 
no pleasure in him. 

39 But we are not of them * who draw 
back unto perdition ; but of them that 'be- 
lieve to the saving of the soul. ©) *

OW faith is the “substance of things 
hoped for, the evidence * of things not 
seen. 

2 For ’ by it the elders obtained a good 
report. 

3 Through faith we understand that ‘the 
worlds were framed by the word of God, 
so that things which are seen were not 
made of things which do appear. 

4 By faith * Abel offered unto God a 
more excellent sacrifice than Cain, by 
which he obtained witness that he was 
righteous, God testifying of his gifts: and 
by it he being dead °° yet speaketh. 

3 By faith ‘Enoch was translated that 
he should not see death; and was not found, 
because God had translated him: for be- 
fore his translation he had this testimony, 
that he pleased God. 

6 But without faith af 7s impossible to 
please him: for he that cometh to God 
must believe that he is, and that he is 
a rewarder of them that diligently seek 
him. ) 

7 By faith *Noah, being warned of God 
of things not seen as yet, “moved with 


fear, > prepared an ark to the saving of his 


house; by the which he condemned the

world, and became heir of ‘ the righteous- 
‘ness which is by faith. 

| 8 By faith Abraham, when hewas called 
to go out into a place which he should 
after receive for aninheritance, obeyed; and 
he went out, not knowing whither he went. 

9 By faith he sojourned in the land of pro- 
mise, as ina strange country, ‘dwelling in 
tabernacles with Isaac and Jacob, ™ the 
heirs with him of the same promise : 

10 For he looked for * a city which hath 
foundations, ° whose builder and maker és 
God. 

11 Through faith also ? Sara herself re- 
ceived strength to conceive seed, and ¢was 
delivered of a child when she was past age, 
because she judged him "faithful who had 
promised. 

12 Therefore sprang there even of one, 
and *him as good as dead, ‘so many as the 
stars of the skyin multitude, and asthe sand 
which is by the sea-shore innumerable. 

13 These all died “in faith, “not having 
received the promises, but *having seenthem 
afar off, and were persuaded of them, and 
embraced them, and ¥ confessed that they 
were strangers and pilgrims on the earth. 

14 For they that say such things *de- 
clare plainly that they seek a country. 

15 And truly, if they had been mindful 
of that country from whence they came 
out, they might have had opportunity to 
have returned. 

16 But now they desire a better country, 
that is, an heavenly : wherefore God is not 
ashamed * to be called their God: for® he 
hath prepared for them a city. 

17 By faith* Abraham, when he was tried, 
offered up Isaac: and he that had received 
the promises “offered up his only-begot- 
ten son,

20 By faith * Isaac blessed Jacob and 
Esau concerning things to come. 

21 By faith Jacob, when he was a dy- 
ing, » blessed both the sons of Joseph; and 
i worshipped, leaning upon the top of his 
staff. 

22 By faith ‘Joseph, when he died, 
fmade mention of the departing of the 
children of Israel; and gave command- 
ment concerning his bones. | 

23 By faith ' Moses, when he was born 
was hidthree months of his parents, because 
they saw hewasa proper child; andthey were 
not afraid of the king’s ™ commandment. 

24 By faith >Moses, when he was come 
to years, refused to be called the son of 
Pharaoh’s daughter; 

25 ° Choosing rather to suffer affliction 
with the people of God, than to enjoy the 
pleasures of sin for a season ; 

26 Esteeming ? the reproach ° of Christ 
greater riches than the treasures in Egypt: 
for he had respect unto ‘the recompense 
of the reward. 

27 By faith "he forsook Egypt, not fear- 
ing the wrath of the king: for he endured, 
as * seeing him who is invisible. 

28 Through faith the kept the passover, 
and the sprinkling of blood, lest he that de- 
stroyed the first-born should touch them. 

29 By faith "they passed’ through the 
Redseaasby dryland: which the Egyptians 
as saying to do were drowned. 

30 By faith *the walls of Jericho fell 
down, after they were compassed about 
seven days. 

31 By faith ’the harlot Rahab perished 
not with them “that believed not, when 7she 
had received the spies with peace. 

32 And what shall I more say? for the 
time would fail me to tell of *Gedeon, and 


of Barak, and of °Samson, and of

‘Jephthae ; of ° David also, and ‘Samuel, 
and of the prophets: — ‘ 

33 Whothrough faith subdued kingdoms, 
wrought righteousness, Sobtained promises,

34 § Quenched the violence of fire, * es- 
caped the edge of the sword, ' out of weak- 
ness were made strong, waxed valiant in 
fight, ™turned to flight the armies of the 
aliens. 

35 "Women received their dead raised 
to life again: and others were ° tortured, 
not accepting deliverance; that they might — 
obtain a better resurrection : 

36 ? And others had trial of crwel mock- 
ings and scourgings, yea, moreover ‘ofbonds 
and imprisonment : 

37 * They were stoned, they were sawn 
asunder, were tempted, were slain with the 
sword: *they wandered about ‘in sheep- 
skins and goat-skins; being destitute, 
afflicted, tormented ; 

88 (Of whom the world was not worthy:) 
they wandered in deserts, andin mountains, 
and "in dens and caves of the earth. 

39 And these all, * having obtained a 
good report through faith, received not the 
promise : 

40 God having ‘provided ¥ some better 
thing for us, that they without us should 
not be 7 made perfect. 4

3 And ye have forgotten the exhortation 
which speaketh unto you as unto children, 
*My son, despise not thou the chastening 
of the Lord, nor faint when thou art re- 
buked of him : 

6 For * whom the Lordloveth he chasten- 
eth, and scourgeth every son whom he 
receiveth 

‘If ye endure chastening, God dealeth 
bet you as with sons; for what son is he 
whom the father chasteneth not ? 

8 But if ye be without chastisement, 
™ whereof all are partakers, then are ye 
bastards, and not sons. 

9 Furthermore we have had fathers of 
our flesh which corrected us, and we gave 
them reverence : shall we not much rather 
be in subjection unto * the Father of spirits, 
and live ? 

10 For they verily for a few days 
chastened us ° after their own pleasure ; 
but he for owr profit, °that we might be 
partakers of his holiness. 

11 Now no chastening for the present 
seemeth to be joyous, but grievous : never- 
theless afterward it yieldeth ? the peaceable 
fruit of righteousness unto them which are 
exercised thereby. 

12 Wherefore ‘lift up the hands which 
hang down, and the feeble knees ; 

13 * And make “straight paths for your 
feet, lest that which is lame be turned out 
of the way ; ‘but let it rather be healed.

28 Wherefore we receiving a kingdom 
which cannot be moved, ‘let us have grace, 
whereby we may serve God acceptably 
with reverence and godly fear :

Y brethren, have not the faith of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, *the Lord of glory, 
with > respect of persons. . 

2, For if there come unto your “assembly 
a man with a gold ring, in goodly apparel, 
and there come in also a poor man in vile 
raiment ; 

3 And ye have respect to him that wear- 
eth the gay clothing, and say unto him, 
Sit thou here ° ina good place; and say to 
the poor, Stand thou there, or sit here 
under my footstool : 

4 Are ye not then partial in yourselves, 
and are become judges of evil thoughts ? 

5 Hearken, my beloved brethren, ° Hath 
not God chosen the poor of this world “rich 
in faith, and heirs of ‘the kingdom * which 
he hath promised to them that love him ? 


6 But ‘ye have despised the poor. Do) 


not rich men oppress you, § and draw you 
before the judgment-seats ?

7 Do not they blaspheme that worthy 
name by the which ye are called ? 

8 If ye fulfil the royal law according to 
the scripture, * Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bour as thyself, ye do well : 

9 But ‘if ye have respect to persons, 
ye commit sin, and are convinced of the 
law as transgressors. 

10 For whosoever shall keep the whole 
law, and yet offend in one point, * he is 
guilty of all. 

11 For “he that said, } Do not commit 
adultery, said also, Do not kill. Now if 
thou commit no adultery, yet if thou kill, 


‘thou art become a transgressor of the law. 


12 So speak ye, and so do, as they that 
shall be judged by ™the law of liberty. 

13 For "he shall have judgment without 
mercy, that hath showed no mercy; and 
°mercy ° rejoiceth against judgment. © 

14 ? What doth it profit, my brethren, 
though a man say he hath faith, and have 
not works? can faith save him ? 

15 4If a brother or sister be naked, and 
destitute of daily food, , 

16 And * one of you say unto them, De- 
part in peace, be ye warmed and filled; not- 
withstanding ye give them not those things 
which are needful to the body ; what doth 
at profit ? 

17 Even so faith, if it hath not works, 
is dead, being / alone. 

18 Yea, aman may say, Thou hast faith, 
and I have works: show me thy faith * with- 


lout thy works, * and I will show thee my 


faith by my works. 

19 Thou believest that there is one God; 
thou doest well: ‘the devils also believe, 
and tremble. 

20 But wilt thou know, O vain man, that 
faith without works is dead ? 

21 Was not Abraham our father justified 
by works, " when he had offered Isaac his 
son upon the altar ?

3 Behold, we put bits in the horses’ 
mouths, that they may obey us ; and we 
turn about their whole body. 

4 Behold also the ships, which though 
they be so great, and are driven of fierce 
winds, yet are they turned about with a 
very small helm, whithersoever the go- 
vernor listeth. 

5 Even so the tongue is a little member, 
and *boasteth great things. Behold, how 
great °a matter a little fire kindleth ! | 

6 And ‘the tongue ts a fire, a world of 
iniquity : so is the tongue among our mem- 
bers, that * it defileth the whole body, and 
setteth on fire the ° course of nature; and 
it is set on fire of hell. 

7 For every “kind of beasts, and of birds,

and of serpents, and of things in the sea, is 
tamed, and hath been tamed of * mankind: 
8 But the tongue can no man tame; it 
is an unruly evil, ! full of deadly poison. 
9 Therewith bless we God, even the Fa- 


‘ther; and therewith curse we men, “which 


are made after the similitude of God. 

10 Out. of the same mouth proceedeth 
blessing and cursing. My brethren, these 
things ought not so to be. 

11 Dotha fountain send forth at the same 
f place sweet water and bitter 2 

12 Can the fig-tree, my brethren, bear 
olive-berries ? either a vine, figs? so can no 
fountain both yield salt water and fresh. 

13 » Who is a wise man and endued with 
knowledge among you? let him show out of 
a good conversation °his works ? with meek- 
ness of wisdom. 

14 But if ye have ‘bitter envying and 
strife in your hearts, ‘glory not, and lie not 
against the truth. 

15 * This wisdom descendeth not from 
above, but és earthly, * sensual, devilish. 

16 For ‘where envying and strife is, 
there zs " confusion and every evil work. 

17 But "the wisdom that is from above 
is first pure, then peaceable, gentle, and 
easy to be entreated, full of mercy and 
good fruits, * without partiality, *and with- 
out hypocrisy. 

18 ’And the fruit of righteousness is sown 


in peace of them that make peace. 
CHAP. IV. 

1 We are to strive against covetousness, 4 intemperance, 
5 pride, 11 detraction, and rash judgment of others : 18 
and not to be confident in the good success of worldly busi- 
ness, but mindful ever of the uncertainty of this life, to 
commit ourselves and all our affairs to God's providence.

2 » Grace and peace be aultintied unto 
you through the knowledge of God, and of 
Jesus our Lord, 

3 According as his divine power hath given 


unto us all things that pertain unto life and | 


godliness, ° through the knowledge of him

4 °Whereby are given unto us exceed- 
ing great and precious promises: that by 
these ye might be ‘ partakers of the divine 
nature, shaving escaped the corruption that 
is in the world on lust.

5 Of the tribe of Juda were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Reuben 
were sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe 
of Gad were sealed twelve thousand. 

6 Of the tribe of Aser were sealed twelve 
thousand. Of the tribe of Nephthalim were 
sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe of 
Manasses were sealed twelve thousand. 

7 Of the tribe of Simeon were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Levi were 
sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe of 
Issachar were sealed twelve thousand. 

8 Of the tribe of Zabulon were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Joseph 
were sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe 
of Benjamin were sealed twelve thousand. 

9 After this I beheld, and, lo, ®a great 
multitude, which no man could number,

8 And shall go out 4to deceive the na- 
tions which are in the four quarters of the 
earth, "Gog and Magog, *to gather them 
together to battle: the number of whom is 
as the sand of the sea. 

9 t And they went up on the breadth of 
the earth, and compassed the camp of the 
saints about, and the beloved city: and fire 
came down from God out of heaven, and 
deyoured them.

3 And | heard a great voice out of heaven 
saying, Behold, °the tabernacle of God 1s 
with men, and he will dwell with them, and 
they shall be his people, and God himself 
shall be with them, and be their God. 

4 ‘And God shall wipe away all tears 
from their eyes; and &there shall be no 
more death, "neither sorrow, nor crying, 
neither shall there be any more pain: for 
the former things are passed away.

19 ‘And the foundations of the wall of 
the city were garnished with all manner of 
precious stones. The first foundation was 
jasper; the second, sapphire; the third, a 
chalcedony ; the fourth, an emerald; 

20 The fifth, sardonyx ; the sixth, sar- 
dius ; the seventh, chrysolyte ; the eighth, 
beryl; the ninth, a topaz; the tenth, a 
chrysoprasus ; the eleventh, a jacinth ; the 
twelfth, an amethyst. 

21 And the twelve gates were twelve 
pearls; every several gate was of one 
pearl : °and the street of the city was pure 
gold, as it were transparent glass.
